The consignor is a retired stockbroker, with an MBA from the University of Southern California. During the 
1990s, he decided to move some assets into coins and succeeded in assembling the #5 PCGS Registry Set of 
Morgan Dollars (Krispy's Morgans). After that, he decided to complete the #1 set in Jefferson Nickels. In the 
consignor's words: "I've always liked Jefferson nickels. While I was a cashier at the university cafeteria in 1969, 

I managed to build a complete set (date and mint mark) of Jeffersons from the change in the cash tray. The only 
coin I couldn't find was the 1950-D which is really hard to find in circulation. Undaunted, I purchased a nice 
one from a coin shop for the princely sum of $10 and then turned around and sold the entire set back to the 
coin shop for $50. My first experience collecting Jeffersons was (to my recollection) immensely rewarding!" 

Decades later, the consignor began collecting Jefferson nickels again, and this time succeeded in assembling 
all of those #1 All-Time finest PCGS Registry sets. "Included in these sets are a number of coins which I person¬ 
ally "discovered" and sent to PCGS for grading, several of which returned "none finer" - the most significant of 
these being the 1955 D/S in MS66, a "none finer" specimen with just 2 coins known in this grade. I guess this 
is what's so exciting about collecting Jeffersons nickels: they remain a wide open yet accessible frontier where 
a little hard work and an eagle eye (for the average collector) can still result in very exciting discoveries." 



The George Gee Collection of Buffalo Nickels 

George Gee is a man of passions. Buffalo nickels were a passion for nearly two decades, 
after Mr. Gee decided that he could find no other American coins with such artistic 
power. Twenty-five years ago, he still enjoyed looking through rolls of coins and find¬ 
ing the occasional Buffalo nickel.

A Real Estate 
Appraiser in NYC and the surrounding areas, he was well regarded by his colleagues and clients. 
His sister described Tony as a "loving, kind, quiet, humble person with a great intellect and varied 
interests. He was very thoughtful and generous to family, friends, and charities, and was loved by 
many throughout his life. While he had several collecting interests, his coin collection was espe¬ 
cially meaningful and important to him. His faith was so strong that it helped him to fight to stay alive as long as he did, 
but he finally succumbed on April 26, 2007."

Although the Oak Tree twopence 
pieces dated 1652 are believed to be 19th century forgeries, this 
original 1662 piece traces its origin back to the 1660 contract 
between the Generali Court of the Massachusetts Bay Colony and 
the coiner John Hull. Both sides display incomplete borders and 
peripheral design elements that are likely the combined result of 
an imperfect strike causing the planchet to buckle, and subsequent 
uneven wear. The visible details, however, retain more than 
adequate definition of the major features to offset these weaker 
areas. Indeed, overall this piece is quite sharp for the grade. Listed 
on page 36 of the 2009 Guide Book.

“The Mint Act of March 3, 1871, provided much-needed 
authorization for the Mint to redeem the nickel and 
bronze coinage that was clogging up commercial channels. 
Because these coins didn’t have a bullion value close to 
their face value, and because their legal-tender status was 
limited, banks had had nowhere to go to turn in excess 
coinage. Now the Mint was given the legal authorization to 
do what it had been doing for the past few years anyway.” 


By 1871, the supply of such redeemed coins had dwindled so 
low that the Philadelphia Mint could produce only 3.9 million new 
cents. Most of these coins were placed directly into circulation, 
where they remained until well worn or lost. As a result, the 
1871 is one of the premier condition rarities in the Indian cent 
series. It is little wonder that the present coin was a centerpiece 
of the celebrated Joshua and Ally Walsh Collection.

This constant abrasions 
causes minute radial grooves called flow lines, which create a 
cartwheel effect when the coin is slowly turned in a strong light 
source. This is desirable, as it contributes to the eye appeal of 
the coin, but too much die wear will cause design elements to 
disappear. For many collectors, die state is important as strike 
and condition.”

were coined. Today, 20 different examples are identified. A 
roster of 18 pieces appears in The Flying Eagle & Indian Cent 
Attribution Guide, 2nd Edition, Volume 2, 1859-1869, by Richard 
E. Snow. “The Fly-In Club” published that reference in 2003. In 
addition to those, Superior offered an example of PR1 in their 
January 2005 sale. The present piece matches none of the others, 
bringing the current population to 20 coins. 

Remarkably, three different die pairs are known for the 20 
coins, a situation akin to three known die pairs for the 1867 With 
Rays proof nickels. The Snow-PR2 variety, identified by a long 
die line below the ear, is now considered a restrike and represents 
about half of the known pieces. They were probably coined in 
the early 1870s. Snow-PRl (nine known) and Snow PR3 (unique) 
are now thought to be originals, actually struck in 1864. Perhaps 
the estimated mintage of 20 proofs in 1864 is still accurate, with 
an additional 20 or so coins minted a decade later. 

This lovely proof exhibits mostly deep brown surfaces with 
lilac toning on the obverse and pale emerald toning on the 
reverse. Both sides retain splashes of original mint red, yet too 
little for a red and brown designation. The strike is sharp with 
solid design details through out. An amazing coin, the surfaces 
are virtually blemish-free, with a tiny impairment on the obverse 
border at 1 o’clock, looking much like a tiny lamination.

that has been well known and well respected since shortly after its production. Rick Snow’s The Flying Eagle and 
Indian Cent Attribution Guide, second edition, notes that by 1869 the coin was sufficiently in demand to prompt 
someone at the Mint to produce restrikes, likely William DuBois, the Mint assayer who also served as curator of the 
Mint Collection. An added 10 specimens were struck, using a refurbished obverse die and a regular proof reverse 
from 1868-1871. Snow designates those restrike pieces as PR2, of which 10 are known today. The obverse of the 
PR1 variety is remarkably similar to the PR3, except that on the PR1 pairing, the left edge of the 1 is between the 
denticles, while on the PR3 the left edge is over the left side of a denticle. The reverse of the PR3 marriage uses 
a reverse from the 1864 No L PR2 variety, with minute die lines in the peripheral field area at 1 o’clock. 

There are 18 pieces known between the three varieties, according to the Snow reference: seven 
PRls, 10 PR2s, and just this one PR3. Snow’s comments in that volume regarding this coin were as follows: 


“In 1997, a previously unknown example turned up in an old collection called ‘The Pennsylvania Estate’ which was 
to be auctioned by Bowers & Merena. This coin did not match the diagnostics for either known die pair. I was asked 
to confirm its proof status, and was astounded find it to be a third pair! This new pairing, die pair 3, had the same 
reverse as the known original die pair, which was also used for some of the 1864 No L proofs, so this new coin was 
determined to be an original.” 


Several years later, it is still the only specimen known from this die marriage. Under high magnification, 
repunching clearly shows on the 4 in the date. The bottom left serif, vertical crossbar, and the front vertex of a 4 
are all quite visible northwest of the second, final punching. Similar repunching is noted on 8 and 6. As a further 
aid to authentication should any future pieces be discovered, the center of the loops in the 8, both top and bottom, 
show a series of near-vertical raised die lines. On the reverse a tiny apparent die crack runs from the inside right 
vertex of the N in ONE onto the cross-stroke of that letter. The obverse is only slightly mellowed brick-red, while the 
reverse offers light tan hues, and both sides show good contrast between the fields and devices. A few tiny flecks are 
unworthy of singular mention and visible only under a glass. The only obvious pedigree marker for this coin is a dark 
spot that is attached to and just to the left of C in CENT. The strike is expectedly bold and unassailable. 

For the Indian cent specialist, the rarity of the proof 1864-L need not be stressed. The rarity of this unique die pairing 
only confirms the illustrious nature of this coin, arguably the single most important Indian cent known.

The reason for the low mintage 
was the Civil War, which made it unsafe to ship bullion across 
the Atlantic Ocean. The Seated dollar became primarily a trade 
coin, much as the Trade dollar would be, as early as late 1848, 
when its bullion value first exceeded face. There was no other 
reason for silver dollars to be coined after 1853, since speculators 
could accumulate examples from circulation and profitably melt 
them. Mintages rose annually after 1862, as the Confederate 
Navy became less effective. 

Proof 1862 silver dollars are also very scarce, since only 550 
pieces were struck. These are identified by a slightly upward 
slope on the date and an inner circle within the denticles near 
UNITED. At the PR67 level, the 1862 is extremely rare. As 
of (5/08), NGC has certified only two pieces as PR67, both as 
Cameo, with none finer.

The obverse of this variety is identified by 
minute die doubling on LIBERTY, its scroll, and the horizontal 
shield lines. On the reverse, the third line of the first vertical 
shield stripe extends through several horizontal lines, and is 
incompletely finished between the lowest arrowheads and 
between the leaves of the olive branch. 

Only 460 proofs were struck for this Civil War date. Among 
proofs dates with recorded mintages, the 1863 has the smallest 
production, edging out the 470-piece proof emission of the 1864. 
The silver dollar is the largest and most visually impressive Seated 
denomination, and proofs of that type have the greatest eye 
appeal.

the ‘20-S Buffalo nickel has the fourth highest production of any 
nickel from the San Francisco mint.

Conversely, this 
issue has one of the lowest populations of any S-mint issue in 
Gem quality. In fact, with an NGC population of just eight coins 
in MS65, and none finer, this issue has the single lowest NGC 
population in MS65 or finer grades of all regular issue Buffalo 
nickels. Of course, certain varieties including overdates, doubled 
dies, and others have lower high-grade populations. 

While not fully detailed, the design features on both sides have 
considerable emerging detail. The tops of LIBERTY are slightly 
weakened, although still separate from the rim. The bison has 
weakness on the head, the coat over the front leg, and the tail. 
The surfaces are virtually perfect with only a couple of tiny nicks 
on the reverse. Both sides have splendid blue-gray color with hints 
of crimson and iridescent toning. This is an extremely important 
opportunity for the advanced collector.

recorded eight different proofs in his 1977 Proof Encyclopedia, 
noting that he had seen a few others. David Akers wrote in the 
Pittman catalog that 30 to 35 may have been struck, but only 
10 to 12 pieces have survived. Even though an exact population 
of proofs is not confirmed, this issue is clearly rarer than the 
1854 half dime. The lower number of pieces known today may 
indicate that some proofs sets were issued by the Mint with 
business strike dimes. In later years, it is known that some sets 
consisted of a mixture of proofs and business strikes. 

At the Mint, James Ross Snowden took the helm during the 
previous year, with 1854 representing his first full year in charge. 
Perhaps it is Snowden who deserves the credit for increased proof 
mintage. In the Eliasberg catalog, Dave Bowers called Snowden 
“the most numismatically interested person to hold the position 
up to that time.” 

As with the half dime, every digit touches the base of Liberty, 
and the arrowheads are large, joining the base and the border on 
each side of the date. Faint die lines extend vertically through 
the date and arrowheads from the border to the base. The shield 
point is over the left upright of the 1 and the skirt pendant is 
slightly left of center over the 5. The 5 and 4 are joined. Several 
reverse letters have tiny raised defects on their top surface. 

The essentially brilliant surfaces have faint champagne color 
over silver-white surfaces. The devices are pristine and nearly 
perfect, and the powerful mirrors are carefully preserved. Every 
design feature is crisp, including a full wire edge around the 
entire circumference on both sides.

Ron Guth and Jeff 
Garrett, in United States Coinage, A Study by Type, comment 
that Barber’s design “was chosen over those of more than 300 
competitors. Actually, chosen isn’t the proper word, since Barber 
was the Engraver of the United States Mint and one of the 
judges of the competition. What actually happened was that all 
of the designs in the competition were rejected, and then Barber 
simply took over the project.” 

The design is similar to the Morgan silver dollar, although 
different enough that it could not be called a copy of George 
Morgan’s design. The reverse is most likely modeled after the 
Heraldic Eagle design that Robert Scot created nearly a century 
earlier. One of the fascinating features of the Barber design is 
the different stars used on each side. The obverse has 13 six- 
pointed stars while the reverse has 13 five-pointed stars.

Robert Wickliffe Woolley, in a letter dated February 28, 1916, as 
writing to MacNeil: “It gives me great pleasure to notify you that 
the Secretary Treasury and I have accepted one of your models 
for the obverse of the quarter dollar. In other words, you have 
been awarded one-half design out of a possible three designs.” 

MacNeil, however, would receive a second chance. Herbert 
Adams, member of the Commission of Fine Arts, sent a letter 
(also reprinted by Burdette) dated March 4, 1916 to Colonel 
William W. Harts, secretary of the Commission, in which he 
recounted a discussion with Director Woolley. Colonel Harts, 
along with fellow Commission member Edwin Blashfield, 
expressed concern about the disproportionate number of designs 
awarded to sculptor Adolph Weinman and explicitly suggested 
that MacNeil be “ ... given an opportunity to make some further 
studies for the reverse” of the quarter, the obverse of which he 
had already won. Various authorities gave interim consent for 
the change, and after a month of revisions, Director Woolley 
offered his approval of one of MacNeil’s reverses. 

Many more obstacles would come between MacNeil’s designs 
and their realization in silver, however, and the Standing Liberty 
quarter issue of 1916 amounted to just 52,000 pieces. The first- 
year issue ranks as the most formidable key among the regular 
issues for the series across virtually all grades. This spectacular 
Full Head Gem could act as a cornerstone for a similarly graded 
date set. The shining surfaces remain primarily silver-white, 
though occasional golden accents visit the margins. The strike 
is pleasing overall, though a touch of softness visits the rivets 
of the shield. Overall preservation is excellent, and the visual 
appeal fulfills every expectation for the grade. NGC has graded

There is currently no accurate 
Census of proof 1836 Reeded Edge half dollars in existence, to 
the best of our knowledge. It is probably a reasonable estimate 
that fewer than 20 such coins exist at all grade levels, with 
only two or three Gem quality pieces known. In his Complete 
Encyclopedia, Walter Breen estimated a total population of “at 
least 12 proofs.” A decade earlier, Breen commented in his Proof 
Encyclopedia: “I know of at least eleven different examples, a few 
more probably exist.” 

This is a remarkably attractive example with natural steel- 
blue and lilac-gray toning blended over both surfaces, deeper on 
the obverse and lighter on the reverse. Light surface scratches are 
visible beneath the toning, especially on the obverse, preventing 
a Gem assessment by NGC. The fields are fully mirrored with 
obvious cameo contrast, although such a designation has not 
been assigned to this piece due to the toning. Clearly, the toning 
is consistent with those pieces found in old collections. 

According to a letter from Mint Director Robert M. Patterson 
to Treasury Secretary Levi Woodbury, the new [reeded edge] 
half dollars were first coined on November 8, 1836. It was on 
this date that 10 pieces, called “specimens,” were delivered by 
Patterson to Woodbury. The language suggests that these pieces 
were proofs, or otherwise special strikes. Given the number 
that are known today, additional proofs must have been struck 
before the regular coinage commenced. These pieces were the 
first coins produced on the new steam-operated coinage press, 
although the coinage had been anticipated for quite some time. 
The famous Steam Press Token indicates a date of March 23, 
1836 while a letter dated September 6, 1836 from Patterson to 
George Newbold, president of the Bank of America in New York, 
anticipates the coinage of half dollars by steam in just a few days. 
The cataloger for the Eliasberg Collection in 1997 references 
an additional letter dated November 11, 1836, with a notation 
that 32 coins were sent to Newhold. Perhaps these pieces were 
additional proof examples, giving a total proof mintage of 42 
pieces. Though we have no record of a proof mintage today, 
the figure of 42 pieces is consistent with the number known 
today. The design for the Reeded Edge half dollars was similar to 
John Reich’s earlier Capped Bust design, with slight refinements 
made by Christian Gobrecht. Of course, the change from a 
lettered edge to a reeded edge was the biggest improvement. 
Mint Director Patterson remarked that the new “Close Collar” 
gave a mathematical quality to the diameter of these coins, and 
it was this Close Collar that also imparted the reeded edge. This 
new device had actually been introduced several years earlier on 
the gold coinage in 1829, but the combination of steam power 
and use of the Close Collar first took place in 1836. 

The entire history surrounding the first steam press is an 
interesting story, briefly told by Cathy L. Clark in the March 2000 
issue of The Numismatist. Her article, “Steam Power: A Pressing 
Issue” discusses the Thonnelier steam press in conjunction with 
a display at the American Numismatic Association Museum. 
The original steam press survives to this day and is on display at 
the ANA in Colorado Springs, Colorado.

Most Micro O halves are either heavily worn or Uncirculated, 
although collectors have searched for the variety since Augustus G.

This satiny example has peripheral golden obverse toning 
and a virtually brilliant reverse. When the coin is rotated just 
right, a few faint slide marks appear on the cheek, but the near¬ 
absence of bagmarks ensures the eye appeal is exceptional for the 
MS63 level.

A few insignificant abrasions limit the grade, 
and small specks of dark toning are evident near the obverse 
and reverse borders. We are pleased to offer this impressive and 
important half dollar, from an old-time holding that has been 
off the market for decades.

While 
“Coin Alignment” does not provide all the information necessary, 
it does suggest that the coin has a proper alignment when turned 
on a horizontal axis. A more exact attribution would be “Head 
of Liberty opposite the O in DOLLAR,” as we have indicated 
above, but that is a bit much to put on a PCGS insert. 

Gobrecht dollars have been a favorite of collectors since 
they were first struck 172 years ago. Many were saved in high 
grades as curiosities or mementoes, especially this issue, the so- 
called First Originals from early December 1836, that was struck 
before the die was scratched on the upper reverse. Many of the 
estimated 400 coins from this striking period exist today in high 
grades, i.e., better than PR60, but few are known in near-Gem 
condition, and there is only one coin that has been certified 
finer, an NGC PR66. Specifically, PCGS has graded 13 coins in 
PR64 and NGC has certified 14 in this same grade. 

This is an uncommonly fine example that has a completeness 
of strike and richness of color that few pieces of any Gobrecht 
issue can rival. Every detail from the dies is fully brought up. 
While one might reasonably expect this from a proof coin, and 
all these are pieces even though struck for circulation, oftentimes 
weakness can be seen on the head of Liberty, the foot, peripheral 
stars, or eagle’s feathers. Not so on this coin. Additionally, the 
surfaces are covered with rich stripes of iridescent rose, sea-green, 
and golden toning. There are no obvious or mentionable contact 
marks on either side of this exemplary Gobrecht dollar—a coin 
that is destined for a high grade 19th century type set. (#11225) 
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Rare and Impressive 1839 Restrike Gobrecht Dollar, PR62

year two significant discoveries have been made in the study of 
1838 and 1839 Gobrecht dollars. The first was that Gobrecht’s 
name was not merely omitted, it was vigorously effaced from 
the working hub, which was used to create the master die with 
stars. The second is that the striking sequence may have to be 
revised. Tiny, almost microscopic die cracks are present on this 
piece and some 1838 Gobrecht dollars. The conclusion, brought 
to our attention by numismatic researcher extraordinaire John 
Dannreuther, is that the presence of these tiny cracks probably 
date both 1839 and 1838 dollars to the same time period. For 
those with a strong loupe, these microscopic die cracks are 
located at the tops of the letters MERI in AMERICA. 

The restrike status of this piece says much about when the 
coin was actually struck. Original pieces were struck from a 
perfect reverse die and were produced in 1839. They also 
lack the reflectivity in the fields that would qualify them as 
proofs by the standards used for Seated dollars from the 1840s. 
Nevertheless, the grading services still call such coins proofs. 
As a restrike, it is unknown exactly when this coin was struck. 
It has traditionally been thought that it was between 1857 and 
1859. But it could have heen much earlier, in the early 1840s or 
even in 1839—we do not know exactly when the die cracked. 
As one would suspect, restrikes are well preserved; in fact, our 
records indicate the average grade for such pieces is 60.2. 

Overall, the coin appears much finer than the stated grade, 
undoubtedly to a great extent because of this strong mirroring 
in the fields. Much of the original silver is still evident on each 
side with irregular dabs and streaks of golden-brown and blue 
toning scattered over each side. The devices are fully struck 
throughout, and the only surface disturbance of note (other than 
light hairlines) are a few small contact marks below the eagle on

The 1844 proof dollar is a great rarity, and the Kaufman coin is the second 
finest certified example, out of a total roster of 10 survivors. David Bowers, in his silver and trade dollar reference work 
(1993), estimates the original mintage to be between 20 and 30 pieces, and the number of survivors to be between 
seven and 14 coins. David Akers, on the other hand, cataloging John Jay Pittman’s 1844 Proof Set, from which the 
Kaufman specimen came, says: “I would place the number at the high end of that range, possibly 10-12.”

Sumptuous iridescence of cobalt-blue, violet, and golden-tan in the mirrored obverse fields accentuates the satiny gold 
and violet motif on the Kaufman Gem. The reverse, on the other hand, features light silver-tan color resting on reflective 
fields, and bright silvery design elements. The devices benefited from a powerful strike, as they are razor sharp throughout. 
Both faces are very well preserved, though high magnification reveals some faint hairlines in the fields. A minute, 
unobtrusive mark on Liberty’s cheek and another above the eagle’s right (left facing) wing might help to identify the coin 
for future catalogers.

1248 1857 PR64 NGC. CAC. There are apparently two different die 
varieties known for the proof Seated dollars of this year, although 
this is another issue that needs considerable additional study. An 
unfinished area of the die below Liberty’s chin has sometimes been 
called a beard. In the date, the left edge of the base of the 1 is over the 
left half of a dentil below. The shield point is over the left edge of the 
upright of this digit, or perhaps ever so slightly right of it. Apparently, 
the sharply defined head of Liberty is also a characteristic of this 
first variety. The obverse die of the second variety is quite similar, 
but reportedly always with the head of Liberty flat, much like the 
typical business strikes of this date. It may be this last feature that is 
the only distinguishing characteristic in older catalog photos.

1405 1892-CC AU53 NGC. This scarcer-date Carson City Morgan has 
light golden toning and substantial remaining luster. The upper 
right obverse rim is moderately abraded, but the fields and devices 
are pleasing. (#7214) 

1406 1892-CC AU55 NGC. This untoned scarcer date Carson City 
dollar is crisply struck and has minimal wear. No marks are remotely 
worthy of description, although a diagonal strike-through is noted 
near northeast of the chin. (#7214) 
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1414 1892-CC MS64 ANACS. Unlike many Morgan dollar issues, the 
1892-CC dollar circulated in large numbers in the late 19th century. 
While Uncirculated coins are not exactly rare, they are among 
the more desirable and pricier Carson City dates. This is a bright, 
highly lustrous example that is sharply defined throughout. Just the 
slightest hint of golden color is present on the otherwise brilliant 
surfaces. (#7214) 


1417 1892-S AU53 PCGS. Luster dominates the borders, hair, plumage, 
and wreath. Untoned aside from russet toning above the left 
(facing) claw. A pair of moderate marks above the cap, but generally 
unabraded. The 1892-S is among the rarest Morgan dollar issues in 
Mint State, despite a higher mintage than (for example) the 1886-S.

1408 1892-CC MS63 NGC. Intense mint frost radiates from the 
untoned, snow-white surfaces. Well struck with a few grade-limiting 
abrasions and luster grazes on Liberty’s face, and in the left obverse 
field. (#7214) 


1409 1892-CC MS63 NGC. VAM-4. The second C in the mintmark 
is sharply repunched at the base. Lustrous and lightly toned with a 
smooth reverse field and a few faint grazes on the cheek. (#7214) 


1412 1892-CC MS63 PCGS. Occasional hints of milky toning scarcely 
dim the luster of this noteworthy Select example. Well struck 
with only a handful of wispy abrasions that account for the grade.

1892-CC MS63 NGC. The obverse is close to brilliant despite 
peripheral glimpses of sun-gold. The reverse is pearl-gray and pale 
peach. A suitably struck Carson City example that boasts smooth 
fields and only minor grazes on the cheek. (#7214) 

1892-CC MS63 NGC. Well struck with hints of frost on the 
central devices. The main attraction of this Select coin is its patina, 
gold, rose, and blue at the margins with a fade to silver-gray at the 
immensely lustrous centers. (#7214) 


1415 1892-CC MS65 PCGS. CAC. Both sides of this beautiful Gem are 
fully brilliant with frosty, untoned surfaces. The design motifs are 
boldly detailed, although the hair over the ear is a little less sharp 
than all the remaining definition. The surfaces have a few scattered 
marks that are in keeping with the grade assigned by PCGS. Just 18

1418 1892-S AU55 NGC. The 1892-S is a famous conditional rarity, and 
examples with substantial mint luster will upgrade most collections. 
This lightly toned Choice AU example has a couple of thin marks 
near the arrowheads, but is otherwise exemplary for the assigned 
grade. The eagle’s breast and the hair above the ear display only 
slight wear. (#7218) 


1419 1893 MS63 NGC. Ocean-blue, rose, and sun-gold bathe the 
obverse. Lighter shades of peach, cream-gray, and lilac embrace the 
reverse. Well struck and lustrous with a well preserved reverse and 
an abrasion near the M in UNUM. (#7220) 


Low Mintage 1893 Morgan MS64 




1420 1893 MS64 PCGS. This lustrous low-mintage Morgan dollar 
has charming salmon-pink and gunmetal-gray toning. Solidly 
struck without any individual marks of consequence. The reverse is 
beautifully preserved. Recutting is noted at the peak of the 3 in the 
date, a feature found on many examples. (#7220) 


1421 1893-CC XF40 NGC. The bright untoned surfaces of this Carson 
City representative display hints of luster in the protected areas, and 
are moderately abraded. Generally well defined, except for the areas 
of high-point wear. (#7222) 

1422 1893-CC AU50 NGC. Light wear on each side is concentrated at 
the high points. The pale silver-gray fields remain largely lustrous 
despite minor, scattered abrasions. Gold-orange accents visit the 
rims. A great mid-range representative of this always in-demand 
Carson City issue, the last of its kind. (#7222) 

1423 1893-CC—Obverse Damage—NCS. Unc Details. A significant 
luster scrape across Liberty’s cheek accounts for the details grade. 
Aside from that flaw, this is a strongly lustrous and well-defined 
piece that shows no trace of wear. Largely brilliant save for orange 
accents at the margins. (#7222)

1424 1893-CC MS64 PCGS. The intensely brilliant surfaces of this 
conditionally scarce example are snow-white, with slight reflectivity 
and splendid cartwheel luster observed in the fields. A handful of 
minor abrasions are seen on both sides, and a possible counting 
mark is noted across Liberty’s jaw. As with many Carson City 
Morgan dollars, the design elements are rendered with impressive 
sharpness of detail, especially over the centers. According to Bowers 
(1993), this is the third-rarest issue in Mint State of the Carson City 
series, behind the 1889-CC and the 1879-CC; and also a collectors’

Aside 
from a handful of abrasions on the portrait, the overall eye appeal is

1430 1893-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VG Details. The 1893-S 
dollar is considered by most collectors as the most desirable branch 
mint issue in the Morgan series. It is avidly sought out in all grades, 
with and without problems. This particular coin was lightly cleaned 
at one time and the surfaces are just a bit too bright. The fields and 
recesses are light to medium gray in color while the high points of 
the devices are silver-brilliant. (#7226) 


Key VG10 1893-S Morgan Dollar 


1427 1893-S Good 6 ANACS. In addition to having a mintage of only 
100,000 pieces, it is generally believed that tens of thousands of 
1893-S dollars were melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act 
of 1918. This is a well-worn example that has problem-free surfaces 
for the grade. Light in color overall, the fields are a few shades 
deeper in hue than the silvery high points. (#7226) 


1431 1893-S VG10 PCGS. This steel-gray key date Morgan has a couple 

of minor to moderate marks on the chin and wings, but is only 
lightly abraded overall given its duration in circulation. Many 
collectors begin a silver dollar collection, but few venture far enough 
to acquire the ‘93-S. (#7226) 


1428 1893-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VG Details. The eagle has 
ample plumage detail, but the slate-gray surfaces are hairlined and 
slightly glossy. A small rim ding on the reverse at 5 o’clock is barely 
worthy of mention. The diagnostic die dot is present on the left leg 
of the R in LIBERTY. (#7226)

1432 1893-S VG10 PCGS. Absolutely original medium gray surfaces 
with darker steel patina. This piece looks like every other original, 
circulated silver dollar, except it is an 1893-S. Housed in a green- 
label PCGS holder, and certain to elicit spirited bidding from 
collectors at the sale. (#7226) 


1429 1893-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VG Details. Light silver 
surfaces are combined with medium gray in the fields and deep steel- 
gray along the obverse border. Undoubtedly cleaned as indicated on 
the holder, but still a pleasing piece that will serve as a suitable 
addition to a nice circulated collection of Morgan dollars. (#7226) 


1426 1893-S Good 6 PCGS. Natural light gray patina dominates both 
sides of this key-date Morgan, darkening somewhat in the recessed 
areas. The design elements exhibit nice definition for the grade 
designation, and both sides reveal just a scattering of minute marks, 
fewer than what might be expected for a coin having seen heavy

1433 1893-S VG10 NGC. Those who cherish originality will appreciate 
this key date Morgan dollar. Protected regions retain traces of 
dirt, which suggests that the present coin has never been dipped. 
Another plus is the near absence of marks, save for moderate 
and subdued abrasions beneath the mintmark and in front of the 
arrowheads. (#7226) 


Collectible 1893-S Dollar, Fine Details 




1434 1893-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. Fine Details Faint traces of 
gray and wisps of yellow are visible on the light silver surfaces, with 
a small patch of bright silver finish from an abrasive, possibly from 
a pencil eraser. The balance of this elusive key-date coin exhibits 
light gray color. (#7226)

1435 1893-S—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. The primarily 
silver-gray obverse is suspiciously bright for the mid-level detail on 
the devices, while the reverse has deeply toned over with elements 
of orange, rose, forest-green, and gunmetal-blue. Despite its flaws, 
this remains an eminently collectible representative of its famously

Initially, 
when this piece was struck, it had deep mirrored fields that are sill 
visible to a modest degree.

1439 1894 Good 4 NGC. A heavily circulated, yet fundamentally 
pleasing survivor of this famously low-mintage issue of 110,000 
business strikes.

A stone-gray representative of this key date 
Philadelphia Morgan dollar. A circulated but problem-free piece 
that has traces of dirt in recessed areas, confirming the originality.

1441 1894 AU53 ANACS. The low mintage and low availability of 
this P-mint issue makes an AU example such as this an important 
acquisition for many Morgan dollar collectors.

1449 1895-0 AU53 PCGS. Delicate aqua and green-gold shadings 
enrich the luminous surfaces of this semi-key O-mint dollar. Light

Autumn-gold fills the peripheries, and 
luster dominates all but the open fields. Marks are minimal given 
brief circulation.

1453 1896-0 MS61 NGC. Dappled golden-brown and electric-blue 
patina concentrates at the obverse borders of this O-mint dollar, 
while lighter shades of golden-brown cover most of the reverse. 
Generally well struck, save for weakness in the centers. A few 
contact marks are visible on Liberty’s cheek and neck. (#7242) 

1454 1896-0 MS61 NGC. Medium chestnut-gray overall with a hint of 
dusky mauve toning on the reverse. The centers are incompletely 
brought up, but the satiny surfaces are surprisingly unabraded for 
the grade. A conditionally rare O-mint issue, nearly unobtainable 
in Gem. (#7242) 


Exquisite 1896-S Morgan, MS64 



1455 1896-S MS64 PCGS. A sharply defined example, this piece 
exhibits frosty silver luster with hints of peripheral gold toning at 
the obverse border. Housed in a first-generation PCGS holder, with 
plenty of eye appeal for the connoisseur. PCGS has only certified 49 
finer pieces (5/08).

Exquisitely struck, including strong definition 
in the hair over Liberty’s ear, with pleasing luster and essentially 
untoned surfaces. A few light grazes are noted on the obverse 
portrait.

The fields are deeply reflective and the devices display 
chalk-white mint frost, which gives the coin its cameo appearance.

1520 1895 PR63 PCGS. Often called the “King of Morgan Dollars,” 
the 1895 Morgan silver dollar is a proof-only issue that deserves 
a place in the royalty of American numismatics. The mintage of 
880 proofs was high enough that collectors have an opportunity 
to own one, but low enough to ensure its status as a classic 
numismatic rarity. It ranks number 66 in Jeff Garrett’s book, 100 
Greatest U.S. Coins. 

Although 12,000 business strike 1895 Morgan dollars are 
recorded in Mint records, no examples are known to exist. If they 
did exist, they were immediately melted, or they remain hidden 
away as a group. More likely, the 12,000 coins were dated 1894, 
or perhaps the entry was merely an accounting correction. 

Collectors must choose a proof, or compete for one of the few 
circulated proofs. Garrett writes: “Because of the great demand 
for this date, prices for 1895 silver dollars are considerably higher 
than for proofs of other dates of comparable mintage. ... Such is 
the price of popularity!” 

Production of the proof dollars took place at four different 
times throughout the year. Monthly delivery records show that 
290 were coined in March, 180 in May, 90 in September, and 
320 in December. A single proof was delivered to the Assay 
Commission for testing at the annual meeting held in February 
1896. Had 1895 business strikes been coined, one or more of 
those would also have been set aside for assaying. 

This gorgeous PR63 example has attractive deep gray surfaces 
with natural gold, lilac, and blue toning on each side. A few 
tiny hairlines and contact marks are evident, but the overall eye 
appeal is equal to a higher grade.

1697 1903 JeffersonPR67 UltraCameoNGC. The Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition of 1904, popularly known as the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, must have been an immense undertaking. The Exposition 
was ostensibly held to celebrate the one-hundredth anniversary 
of the Louisiana Purchase of 1803, but was delayed for a year. 

The 1,272 acre site was located on the present-day grounds 
of Forest Park, in St. Louis. There were 15 major exhibit 
buildings, and hundreds of smaller structures, connected by 
approximately 75 miles of roads and walkways. The Palace 
of Agriculture alone covered 20 acres. Exhibits were staged 
by 62 foreign nations, the U.S. government, and 43 of the 
then-45 States of the Union. There were also carnival-type 
amusements. The Exposition reportedly drew some twenty 
million visitors, between April 30 and December 1 of 1904- 

Commemorative gold dollars were struck in order to help 
finance this gigantic undertaking, and two different types were 
eventually produced: one featuring an obverse portrait of Thomas 
Jefferson (President in 1803), the other featuring a portrait of 
the recently-assassinated President William McKinley. One 
hundred proof specimens of each variety were struck, and 
distributed to favored individuals and officials, rather than being 
offered for sale to collectors. 

The present Superb Gem example is one of only two 
coins to be graded as PR67 Ultra Cameo by NGC, with 
none finer at either of the major services (5/08). Fully struck 
with undeniably deep mirror fields, and virtually pristine 
surfaces, this magical specimen should appeal to even 
the most advanced collector of commemorative proof gold.

Off Center—MS64 PCGS. The planchet was cut from misaligned 
stock, with a straight edge of the stock positioned beneath one of the 
planchet cutters. The irregular shape of the planchet likely caused it 
to be struck off center, toward 2:30 relative to the statehood side. In 
addition, the coin was struck through several small areas of grease, 
seen near the centers on each side. 

1731 19??-D Kennedy Half—Struck on a Five Cent Planchet—MS61 
PCGS. The peripheral legends, including the date, are off the 
flan, but the Denver mintmark is present above the bust tip, which 
confirms a 1968 or later production. All of the eagle and most of the 
portrait is present. A satiny and unblemished cream-gray piece. 

1732 1989-D Congress Silver Dollar—Rotated Dies—MS69 NGC. 

One of an estimated 200 pieces that were inadvertently struck 
(and subsequently issued) from dies in a medal rather than coin 
alignment. An unusual mint error for modern commemoratives, 
which are produced with much greater care than the circulation 
strikes. This satiny and well struck example has faint gold toning 
and virtually pristine preservation.

1737 1836 Gold Dollar, Judd-69, Pollock-72, High R.7, PR64 PCGS. 

The obverse offers a Liberty cap appropriately inscribed and 
surrounded by a glory of rays, the same motif used for the 1836 Mint 
medal celebrating the advent of steam coinage. The reverse features 
a large 1 D. in two lines, surrounded by a palm frond, with UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and the date 1836 around the rim. Struck 
in silver with a plain edge. Each side of this rare pattern has deep 
smoke-gray toning with silver centers. (#11264) 


1738 1852 Gold Dollar, Judd-145 Thin, Pollock-173, Low R.6, PR66 
PCGS. Simply designed with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
around the outer portion of the obverse with the date at the bottom. 
The reverse has DOLLAR at the top with a wreath around the 
lower margin. Struck in gold, perforated in the center, with a plain 
edge. This pattern design was an attempt to increase the diameter 
of the gold dollar denomination, which at 13 mm was easily lost and 
even smaller than the 14 mm three cent silver.

1769 1851-D MS62 NGC. Variety 3-E. The Dahlonega Mint struck 
3,147 gold dollars in February 1851. No other coins of this 
denomination were produced until June. In that month, an 
additional 6,735 pieces were delivered for a total mintage for the 
year of 9,882 pieces. The more common of the two known die 
marriages, Winter suggests that coins of the 3-E variety may have 
been those examples produced in June. This issue is similar in 
overall rarity to the lower mintage 1858-D, and both are tied for 
tenth rarest honors among D-mint gold dollars. This ranking means 
that the ‘51-D is actually among the more frequently offered dollars 
from this branch mint.

1775 1854 Type Two MS66 ★ NGC. The first section of the 1849 
Coinage Act reads: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

That there shall be, from time to time, struck and coined 
at the mint of the United States, and the branches 
thereof, conformably in all respects to law, (except that 
on the reverse of the gold dollar the figure of the eagle 
shall be omitted,) and conformably in all respects to the 
standard for gold coins now established by law, coins of 
gold of the following denominations and values, viz.: 
double eagles, each to be of the value of twenty dollars, 
or units, and gold dollars, each to be of the value of one 
dollar, or unit.” 

Previously, only quarter eagles, half eagles, and ten dollar 
eagles had been produced by the United States. The significant 
gold deposits first discovered in California the prior year were 
undoubtedly the motivation behind this coinage act authorizing 
two additional gold coin denominations. By the end of 1849, nearly 
1 million gold dollars had been struck at the four U.S. mints. 

In 1854, the size and design of the gold dollar were altered 
slightly. The coins were made thinner, with the diameter 
increased from 13 to 15 millimeters. The obverse portrait of 
Liberty was changed to the likeness of an Indian Princess, and 
also made smaller. This new Type Two design had problems, 
however, like the Type One; and Type Twos were only made from 
1854 through 1856, creating a scarcer type for coin collectors. 

This marvelous Premium Gem example displays intense, 
shimmering mint frost over honey-gold surfaces. The design 
elements are sharply struck and the coin is free of post-strike 
distractions. Moderate clash marks are noted on both obverse 
and reverse, a typical feature of the Type Twos. Although eight 
pieces have been graded as MS66, by NGC, this is the only one of 
those to also receive the coveted ★ designation, for exceptional 
eye appeal. Three coins have been certified numerically higher, 
by NGC, but none of them has the ★ (5/08). (#7531) 


Desirable 1855 Type Two Gold Dollar, MS62 



1776 1855 MS62 PCGS. James B. Longacre’s redesign of the gold dollar 
in 1854 resulted in the Type Two, or Indian Princess, Small Head 
design. His idea of making the gold dollar coins broader by 2 mm, 
yet retaining the 1.672-gm weight, resulted in a coin that was too 
thin and difficult to strike. As a result, this series was produced 
for a mere three years (1854 through 1856), although the final 
year saw only a scant mintage of pieces from the San Francisco 
Mint. The present MS62 example displays rich orange-gold patina 
imbued with whispers of lavender and sky-blue on the obverse and 
greenish-gray on the reverse. Generally well struck, with relatively 
well preserved, somewhat subdued surfaces. What appear to be faint 
roller marks are visible in the central and right obverse.

1777 1856-S Type Two MS64 NGC. Ex: Sweet Collection (although 
no longer indicated on the insert). Breen 6045, the Doubled S 
variety, discovered by Walter Breen in 1959. Nearly half of the 
extra S, to the upper right of the S mint mark, is plain. A total 
of 24,600 pieces were struck of this issue, which is scarce in all 
grades, and decidedly rare at the Mint State level. The story of 
the 1856-S must have been the same as all other West Coast gold 
and silver struck in the early years of the San Francisco mint: 
modest mintages, heavy usage in the channels of commerce, and 
few pieces set aside in high grades. 

The present example is beautifully toned in two shades of 
pumpkin-orange, with accents of pale blue on the obverse. The 
surfaces are slightly reflective, as sometimes seen with this issue. 
The design elements are generally well struck, though the hair at 
Liberty’s head is a touch soft. A couple of heavy die cracks show 
on the obverse, indicating a late die state. In fact, this is probably 
the terminal state for this obverse die. A few small, trivial 
marks are observed in the fields, specifically in front of Liberty’s 
coronet, but these do not detract in the least from the overall 
eye appeal of this gorgeous specimen. The 1856-S is remarkably 
scarce in the better grades of Uncirculated. Our auction records 
shows that we have only offered four examples in MS64, all in 
2005 and 2006. Undoubtedly there are a couple of duplicate 
offerings among those four.

1789 1857 PR63 Cameo NGC. Proof coins were first struck for sale to 
collectors in 1858. All pre-1858 proofs range from rare to extremely 
rare. The proof mintage of the 1857 gold dollar is unknown. What 
is known is that only six proofs have been certified in all grades by 
NGC, all as Cameo. PCGS has graded a total of five proofs, none 
as Cameo. This makes a combined NGC and PCGS total of 11 
proofs, although several of those likely represent resubmissions or 
crossovers. Clearly, the 1857 is very rare in proof format. 

The present specimen has impressive contrast between the frosty 
devices and the glassy fields. The strike is intricate, and there are no 
obvious hairlines. A desirable proof gold rarity, housed in a prior 
generation holder.

This Superb Gem offers dramatic cameo contrast on both 
sides, with utterly black fields and intensely frosted orange^gold 
devices.

Faint die rust is noted just to the right of Liberty’s ear, but of course 
this slight mintonade feature has no effect on the technical grade or 
overall visual appeal of such a splendid example.

Choice Very Fine 1796 No Stars Two and a Half, BD-2 




1792 1796 No Stars VF35 PCGS. Breen-6113, BD-2, R.4. The 
1796 No Stars quarter eagle is a classic American rarity, a coin 
from a year rife with numismatic delicacies. The year 1796 was 
a momentous one in the history of the early U.S. Mint. It is 
distinguished as the only year from 1793 through 1849 that the 
Mint struck every statutorily authorized denomination, from 
copper half cent through gold eagle. 

Among the many coin delights produced in this year are the 

1796 No Pole half cent, the 1796 15 Stars and 16 Stars half dollars 
(a two-year type), the 1796 Draped Bust, Small Eagle quarter (a 
one-year type), and the first-year 1796 No Stars and With Stars 
quarter eagles, of which the No Stars is also a one-year type. 

The year holds sufficient fascination that at least one 
collector, known as “Mr. 1796,” John Whitney Walter or simply 
John Whitney, assembled a monumental collection that includes 
many of the finest pieces from the year, a wonderful assemblage 
auctioned by Stack’s in May 1999. 

Of all the rarities produced in the Mint’s fourth year of 
operation, however, the 1796 No Stars quarter eagle likely tops 
the list for most collectors. Even the fabulously rare 1796 and 

1797 half dollars bearing the “Vi” denomination come in two 
years and four die pairings, and while the 1796 quarter is a one- 
year type, it is silver, and the 1804 quarter is actually much rarer 
in high grade. For a complete gold type set, the 1796 No Stars 
quarter eagle is simply a must-have coin. 

The 1796 quarter eagles are sometimes called the Capped 
Bust to Right or Turban Head design. Numismatists guess that 
the mintage of No Stars quarter eagles was a minuscule 963, 
which is, amazingly, shared between two varieties, the High R.7 
BD-1 Extended Arrows and the R.4 BD-2 Normal Arrows. This 
piece is the BD-2, Normal Arrows variety. 

The surfaces show even wear over each side. A few shallow 
scratches can be made out with a magnifier in the left obverse 
field but are not apparent without a loupe. Attractive reddish- 
gold color.

Only two die marriages are known for the 
1804, and each are separately collected due to differing reverse star 
counts. BD-1 is very rare, which focuses date demand on the BD-

made) are noted near UNITED. Prolonged evaluation beneath a 
lens fails to locate any remotely mentionable abrasions. Population:

1794 1805 AU58 PCGS. Breen-6121, BD-1, R.4. Bass-Dannreuther Die 
State b/a with a faint die crack across the upper left obverse. The 
only dies for this elusive date, which has an estimated mintage 
of only 1,781 pieces. This example is an apricot-gold Borderline 
Uncirculated piece that has glimpses of rose-red on the highpoints 
of the portrait. Adjustment marks are limited to the reverse, where 
they are principally visible on the eagle and clouds. Both sides 
are void of noticeable marks, and luster fills the stars, hair, wings, 
shield, and legends.

The design features are boldly struck for the issue, with 
typical slight weakness noted on some of the obverse stars and 
on the eagle’s leg feathers and talons, as well as on the vertical 
shield lines. Lime-gold coloration is imbued on the highpoints of 
each side with alluring accents of peach and rose. This was the 
first production of quarter eagles since 1808, and the mintage of 
6,448 pieces was the highest for the new Capped Head to Left type 
(produced irregularly through 1834). According to Dannreuther- 
Bass (2006), however, survivors from this issue are rare, and they

1797 1830 MS63 PCGS. Breen-6133, BD-1, R.4. The only dies for this 
challenging date, which is hardly a surprise given the minimal 
production of 4,540 pieces. Bullion depositors preferred the 
highest possible denomination, the half eagle, which was more 
convenient for international payments. The reverse die was new, 
and is easily identified by the widely recut U in UNITED. 

This is a lustrous and unblemished Select Capped Bust quarter 
eagle with original and slightly dusky honey-gold toning. A pair of tiny 
strike-throughs near star 1 will help identify the present piece in any 
future auction appearances.

The 1834 Classic Head issue marked the first substantial 
release of American quarter eagles, and type collectors avidly seek 
the most attractive examples. 

A number of high-end representatives are reflective to some 
degree, but fully Prooflike coins are elusive; for such pieces, NGC 
has graded three in 64 and just two finer (5/08). This delightful, 
carefully preserved quarter eagle offers razor-sharp detail and intense 
lemon-gold mirrors. Only a few minuscule flaws close to the portrait 
preclude an even finer designation.

1808 1839-D MS62 PCGS. Variety 1-A, Weak Stem. The year 1828 
marked the beginning of the first gold rush in America, two 
decades before the “Days of ‘49” in California. Although North 
Carolinians had been finding small quantities of gold since 
the late 18th century, in 1828 the publicity over gold strikes in 
Northern Georgia and North Carolina heated up enough to send 
“thousands of victims of ‘gold fever’ to that area and various other 
Southern Appalachian locales” (Breen, Complete Encyclopedia) 
in search of gold. Although Templeton Reid in Georgia and the 
Bechtlers in North Carolina began issuing private gold coinage 
in 1830 and 1831, respectively, the better part of a decade would 
pass before the U.S. Mint established its first Southern branches 
in New Orleans, Charlotte, and Dahlonega, all of which came 
online in 1838. Among the branch mints only Charlotte struck 
quarter eagles in 1838, while all four existing mints (including 
Philadelphia) struck the denomination in 1839, the last year of 
the Classic Head design with obverse mintmark. 

Of course, those two traits make the 1839-D quarter eagle a 
doubly popular coin and a two-year subtype in the series. This 
is the Variety 1-A according to Winter: The olive branch stem 
is weak and positioned just over the upright of the D in the 
denomination. The leaf pairs are also unconnected to the stem, 
similarly a product of die lapping. The 1-B variety shows a strong 
branch stem, and both reverses share a common obverse (hence 
the numbering scheme). At one time the P-, D-, and C-mint 
coins were considered 1839/8 overdates, but they are viewed now 
as the product of defective date punches. In MS62 this coin is 
one of a half-dozen so graded at PCGS, with two in MS63 and 
two in MS64 (5/08). The surfaces have a consistent, attractive 
antique-gold coloration, with a few stray marks but fewer than 
expected for the grade. The strike is well executed. There are 
several light “bars” through the ear of Liberty, die clashing 
caused by the horizontal lines of the reverse shield.

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Magnificent Choice Mint State 1839-0 Quarter Eagle 




1809 1839-0 MS64 NGC. Low Date, Close Fraction. Breen-6153, 
McCloskey-B, R.4. The 1839-0 has a mintage of just 17,781 
pieces, and is noteworthy as the first New Orleans quarter eagle, 
as well as the only Classic Head O-mint issue. The facility did 
not coin half eagles until 1840, by which time the Gobrecht 
Liberty Head designs had fully replaced the Kneass-designed 
Classic types. McCloskey-B is the tougher of the two known die 
pairings for the 1839-0, which are readily distinguished by the 
spacing of the denomination fraction. Perhaps McCloskey-B is 
scarcer because the reverse die shattered early, with at least eight 
different die cracks observed. The dies are rotated 180 degrees 
from their usual “coin turn” alignment. 

Douglas Winter, writing in the second edition of Gold Coins 
of the New Orleans Mint 1839-1909 (2006) noted that: 

“The 1839-0 quarter eagle is a popular one-year type 
coin featuring the distinctive Classic Head design on the 
obverse. It is common in all grades up to and including 
AU55. It becomes scarce in accurately graded AU58 and 
it is scarce in the lower Uncirculated grades. It becomes 
quite rare in MS63 although there are probably more 
examples known in this grade than any other quarter 
eagle from this mint. In MS64 and above, the 1839-0 is 
very rare.” 

This conditionally unsurpassed near-Gem displays dazzling 
mint frost which is considerably more impressive than that seen 
on the typical example from this issue. The bright yellow-gold 
coloration is imbued with greenish accents in the field areas, 
and an occasional touch of red-orange occurs near the periphery. 
There are no relevant marks on either side of this splendid

at the centers. A scant 33,580 pieces were struck, and Mint State 
examples are seldom offered. Census: 31 in 58, 17 finer (5/08).

1811 1841-C XF45 ANACS. Variety 2-B. A green-gold piece that 
exhibits the granular, diffuse luster so common to the issue. Well- 
defined on the reverse, though the lightly worn obverse shows 
softness at the hair below the coronet. Housed in a pre-Amos Press 
ANACS holder. (#7721) 


Low Mintage AU 1841-D Five Dollar 




1812 1841-D AU50 NGC. Variety 2-C, the usual dies for this ultra-low 
Charlotte mintage of 4,164 pieces. This well defined representative 
is generally straw-gold, but has chestnut-gold toning where luster 
persists across the reverse. A minor strike-through on the jaw and a 
tiny dig near star 12 are only worthy of passing mention. (#7722) 



1813 1842-0 AU55 NGC. While this earlier O-mint issue of fewer than 
20,000 pieces is available to a degree in XF and lesser grades, strictly 
AU and better examples are highly elusive. This radiant yellow-gold 
example is well struck with only light wear across the high points 
and small, scattered flaws. Census: 15 in 55, 35 finer (5/08). (#7726) 


1814 1843-C Large Date, Plain 4 Fine 12 PCGS. Variety 5-D. Pale 
yellow-gold overall with faint splashes of orange. Though this 
example shows significant wear, it also offers substantial eye appeal 
for the grade. (#7728) 

1815 1843-0 Small Date, Crosslet 4 XF45 ANACS. Well struck with 
especially noteworthy sharpness on the central details. Evenly 
worn with a slightly muted appearance and a few minor marks from 
circulation. This is the most commonly encountered New Orleans 
quarter eagle and is even occasionally available in higher grades.

1816 1843-0 Small Date, Crosslet 4 AU58 NGC. Just a touch of friction 
visits the high points of this attractive, highly lustrous lemon-gold 
survivor. Minimally marked for this popular and available O-mint 
quarter eagle issue. (#7731) 



1817 1844-D XF45 NGC. Variety 5-1. This very scarce reverse variety 
is easily recognized by the lack of feathers in the opening of the 
mintmark, which joins the top of the 1 in the denomination. This 
slightly glossy honey-gold representative has an above average 
strike. Only a couple of minor, faded marks are noted across the 
curiously smooth fields. (#7736) 


Original VF30 1846-D Two and a Half 
Seldom Seen Variety 8-L 



1818 1846-D VF30 PCGS. Variety 8-L. Our auction records indicate 
this variety is very rare. The date is further to the left than on the 
usual Variety 7 obverse, and the 4 in the date reveals recutting 
along the crossbar. The 1 in the date also appears to be lightly recut 
north. The mintmark is entered high, with the upright centered 
over the tip of the fraction bar. Despite its humble grade of VF30, 
this example has crisp star centrils and tinges of original orange- 
gold luster. There are no consequential marks. An opportunity for

1819 1846-0 AU53 NGC. Despite light rub across the high points, 
this subtly green-gold piece retains strong luster and offers solid eye 
appeal.

1820 1847 MS62 PCGS. This nicely struck representative has ample 
luster, and the only consequential abrasion is a thin vertical mark 
near the cheekbone. Although the 1847 half eagle and eagle are 
common, high mintage issues, the same cannot be said for the 
quarter eagle, of which only 29,814 pieces were struck. Population: 5

1821 1847-D—Rim Filed, Improperly Cleaned—NCS. AU Details. 

Variety 9-M, the only identified variety for the year. A well struck 
survivor that shows light hairlines in the suspiciously bright lemon- 
gold surfaces and minor file marks on the rim. (#7746) 

1822 1848-C Fine 12 PCGS. Variety 10-F. Striking softness exacerbates 
the effect of significant wear across the obverse, though the reverse 
offers a more pleasing appearance. Butter-yellow surfaces deepen 
close to the peripheral devices. Still, a pleasing survivor. (#7750) 

1823 1848-C XF40 NGC. Variety 9-F. Yellow-gold surfaces display 
tinges of lime-green, and a few minute marks scattered about. Minor 
softness appears at the E of LIBERTY, which shows evidence of 
merging with the hair above. (#7750) 


Top-Notch 1848-D Quarter Eagle, MS63 



1824 1848-D MS63 PCGS. A handful of Dahlonega gold issues combine 
relative availability with strong striking characteristics, and the 1848- 
D quarter eagle is among the few. As Winter writes in his Gold Coins 
of the Dahlonega Mint: “For many collectors, the 1848-D quarter eagle 
makes an ideal type coin. This is among the best prepared issues from 
this mint with many displaying a good strike and good luster.” 

This noteworthy Select example, which joins 10 others at the 
acme of the combined certified population (5/08), is a wondrous 
embodiment of the best characteristics of the issue. Powerful central 
details cede to shining fields, yellow-orange and honey-gold with 
delightful rose accents at the margins. Only a handful of minor, 
minimally distracting flaws preclude an even finer designation.

1825 1849-C XF40 PCGS. Variety 11-G. An impressive butter-gold 
Charlotte Mint quarter eagle.

Smooth aside from a solitary mark on the jaw. A few threads near 
the date are harmless. Encapsulated in a green label holder. (#7753) 
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1826 1850-C VF35 ICG. Variety 12-H. Blushes of cherry-red visit this 
predominantly apricot-gold quarter eagle. The eagle is typically 
brought up for a Charlotte Mint product, but the stars are sharp, 
and luster emerges from the coronet. The reverse is faintly hairlined.

1827 1850-D AU58 NGC. Variety 13-M, the only known die pair for the 
12,148 quarter eagles that Dahlonega minted during the year. The 
date is high with the top of the 1 buried in the bust. The large D 
mintmark is centered over the top of the fraction bar, and overlaps 
the lowest arrow feather, with details visible inside the mintmark. 
This piece has virtually full luster with satiny light-yellow surfaces 
and exceptional design detail.

1828 1851-C VF25 PCGS. Variety 13-G. This original yellow-gold 
Charlotte quarter eagle will be of strong interest to Southern gold 
specialists.

1829 1851-0 AU53 NGC. Breen-6214- Doubled date. Softly struck on 
the reverse, but boldly defined on the obverse. Mottled reddish- 
purple and navy-blue toning occurs in the fields and near the 
peripheries. Modestly worn with few marks. One of the most popular 
issues for type purposes, among O-mint quarter eagles. (#7762) 


Desirable 1852-C Quarter Eagle, AU55 



1830 1852-C AU55 PCGS. Variety 14T. This piece is an attractive 
example for the grade, and offers the viewer a pleasing representation 
of the Charlotte Mint quarter eagle of 1852. Both sides display 
smooth surfaces that are minimally marked, with a modest degree 
of even highpoint wear. A solitary nick is located just to the right of 
the date, and the usual striking weakness is noted on the eagle’s leg 
feathers and talons.

1832 1858-C MS61 NGC. Variety 18-J, the only known die pairing.

This piece shows 
original, orange-gold, uncleaned surfaces with a bit of buildup in the 
protected areas, proclaiming both its originality and appeal. Sharply 
struck for the issue, with a few light, undistracting signs of contact.

1833 1859 Old Reverse, Type One AU50 PCGS. The luster is somewhat 
subdued and the devices are slightly worn, but this is an attractive 
representative for the grade. There are no distracting marks on 
either side. A new reverse hub was introduced for this type in 1859, 
but apparently not before some examples were produced using the 
older Type One reverse. This remains the far scarcer of the two

1834 1859 Old Reverse, Type One AU58 NGC. The strike is decent 
and the surfaces exhibit only slight contact marks with substantial 
remaining luster.

1836 1861 Old Reverse, Type One MS64 NGC. The large letters and 
arrowheads on the reverse are diagnostic for this important and 
elusive variety, one that Garrett and Guth described as “ very rare 
in any grade and ... many times rarer than the 1861 New Reverse 
quarter eagle.”

1838 1866-S AU58 NGC. Garrett and Guth in their Encyclopedia of 
US. Gold Coins explain the conditional rarity of the 1866-S quarter 
eagle: “Most of the coins seen for the date are very low grade, a sign 
that the issue was used extensively in commerce. It is known that 
paper money was rare on the West Coast of the United States at 
the time, and gold was the preferred method of trade.” As a result, 
high grade examples are few and far between.

1843 1873-S MS63 PCGS. The eagle’s left leg and both claws are 
typically flat with little or no remaining detail.

PCGS has only certified three finer examples, and NGC has graded 
just one finer piece. The surfaces are fully lustrous with satiny 
orange-gold color, the devices a bit lighter.

Just a touch of wear visits the well-defined high 
points of this still-lustrous wheat-gold quarter eagle. Only a handful

1847 1880 AU58 NGC. A splendid near-Mint example with prooflike 
luster and greenish-gold surfaces. Only lightly abraded, with 
excellent eye appeal. The business strike mintage was 2,960 coins, 
and most survivors are either in AU or Mint State.

1848 1880 AU58 NGC. Delightfully lustrous honey-gold surfaces show 
only scant evidence of friction. Well-defined with strong visual 
appeal for this issue of just 2,960 business strikes.

1849 1880 AU58 NGC. Very close to Mint State, with shimmering, 
essentially complete mint frost, and attractive yellow-gold toning 
over both sides. Highpoint wear is minimal, and wispy hairlines 
are noted in the fields. A rim ding is noted near 5 o’clock on the 
obverse. Census: 35 in 58, 53 finer (5/08). (#7832) 


Flashy Uncirculated 1881 Two and a Half 



1850 1881 MS61 PCGS. This exactingly struck and prooflike example is 
pleasing for the grade despite scattered minor marks. Those on the 
upper right obverse field merit only passing mention. Yellow-gold 
with a solitary subtle ice-blue spot on the field near the nose. Just

1851 1882 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck with pale orange-gold surfaces 
and prooflike fields. Although lightly abraded and scratched, this 
is an attractive example and a remarkable bidding opportunity.

1852 1883 —Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Well struck 
and lightly worn with considerable prooflikeness in the fields. 
Wispy hairlines from an old cleaning are noted on both sides. 
Quarter eagle production was limited to just 1,920 coins for the year. 
(#7835) 

1853 1884 AU53 PCGS. Glowing luster outlines the stars and fills the 
legends and devices. A smooth canary-gold quarter eagle, sharply 
struck and relatively unmarked. A mere 1,950 pieces were struck, 
and not many of those were saved. (#7836) 

Low Mintage Near-Mint 1885 Quarter Eagle 


1854 1885 AU58 NGC. This semi-prooflike quarter eagle exhibits a 
needle-sharp strike and has light sun-gold toning. A loupe reveals 
thin marks near the date and left-side stars. A mere 800 business 
strikes were coined, yet the issue was ignored by 19th century 
collectors.

1856 1886 AU55 PCGS. Vibrant orange-gold surfaces offer occasional 
lemon accents close to the high points. Minimally circulated and 
exceptionally appealing for the grade. One of just 4,000 circulation- 
strike examples coined. (#7838) 

1857 1886 MS61 PCGS. The golden-orange surfaces of this Mint State 
specimen display only trivial marks, but the grade is limited by 
slightly subdued luster. Only 4,000 business strikes were minted.

1858 1887 MS61 NGC. Only 6,160 business strikes were coined in 
this low-mintage year. This specimen exhibits reflective surfaces 
on each side that show a smaller-than-expected number of trivial 
contact marks, for the grade.

1859 1888 MS63 NGC. Sharply struck, with highly lustrous peach-gold 
surfaces.

An incredible example, on the verge of 
finest-known status for the date, with just two finer certified pieces. 
Both sides are highly lustrous with intense mint frost. Slightly 
deeper rose toning on the devices creates excellent eye appeal, 
nearly giving a cameo appearance.

Marvelous 1893 Quarter Eagle 
PR66 Ultra Cameo 



1861 1893 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1893 proof quarter eagle 
comes from a mintage of 106 pieces. It is generally thought that 
about 40 examples have survived to the present day. NGC and 
PCGS have certified about 70 specimens, some of which are likely 
resubmissions or crossovers. 

The brass-gold surfaces of the Premium Gem Ultra Cameo in 
this lot yield a gold-on-black appearance when the coin is observed 
from a direct angle, and a powerful strike delivers uniformly bold 
definition to the design elements. Both sides are impeccably 
preserved, revealing just a couple of minuscule ticks to the upper 
right of star 2, which are mentioned solely for pedigree purposes. 
This is a marvelous coin that exhibits great technical quality and 
aesthetic appeal.

1862 1895 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1895 was a low-mintage 
date with a mintage of only 119 pieces. The rule-of-thumb for 
most proof gold issues is 50-60% of the original mintage survives 
today. If this same rule is applied to the 1895 the conclusion 
must be that there are a tremendous number of resubmissions. 
To date (5/08) the two major services have certified a total of 
122 proofs of this date as non-Cameo, Cameo, and Deep/Ultra 
Cameo—more than the original mintage! This piece is tied for 
finest certified with seven other pieces, one at PCGS and six 
others at NGC. Only one coin is finer among the three degrees 
of contrast, a single Ultra Cameo PR68. 

According to Breen (1988), there are two varieties of business 
strike 1895 quarter eagles. One is struck from the proof obverse 
die with its characteristic minute point down from the lower part 
of the bun. A large number of prooflikes are known of this date, 
from both sets of dies. There is, however, no question about the 
status of this piece. The fields are exceptionally deep in their 
mirrored reflectivity. The devices, as one would expect from an 
Ultra Cameo, are heavily frosted and present a stark contrast 
against the unfathomably deep fields. Close examination 
reveals evidence of light die polishing in the fields. There are 
also traces of a clogged reverse die as the denomination shows 
irregularity on the lower part of that side. A couple of slight 
contact marks are evident in the left obverse field, but only with 
magnification, these being the most reliable pedigree markers on 
this exceptionally preserved piece of proof gold. (#97921) 
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Cameo Proof 1898 Quarter Eagle 



1863 1898 PR60 Cameo NGC. This needle-sharp specimen lacks 
friction on the hair above the ear, which confirms that the piece 
has never entered circulation. The open fields exhibit faint scuffs, 
and a couple of faded marks are noted above the jaw. Just 165 
proofs were struck, and perhaps half of that number have survived.

1865 1907 PR61 PCGS. This exactingly struck specimen displays 
moderate cameo contrast, and the fields are as flashy today as they 
were one century ago.

Just 154 proofs were struck, and a number of 
those were eventually redeemed at banks. Housed in an old green

Delightful 1904 Quarter Eagle, PR67 Cameo 



1864 1904 PR67 Cameo NGC. The 1904 proof Liberty Head quarter 
eagle is, according to JeffGarrett and Ron Guth (2006), “the rarest issue 
from 1900 to 1907.” While a decent number of coins have apparently 
survived, judging from NGC/PCGS population figures, relatively few 
Cameo pieces are seen, especially in the higher numerical levels. 

Delightful brass-gold surfaces characterize this Superb Gem 
Cameo, with each side displaying strong field-motif contrast. A 
powerful strike leaves virtually complete delineation on the design 
features, further heightening the coin’s eye appeal. Close inspection 
reveals immaculately preserve surfaces. Census: 5 in 67 Cameo, 2

1866 1908 MS64 PCGS. Vibrant yellow-orange surfaces show distinct 
peach elements at the center on the reverse.

There is no 1933 double 
eagle, 1933 eagle, or 1929 half eagle to deny completion. There is 
the 191TD, the famous key to the Indian quarter eagle series, but 
with patience and some savings it can be acquired, even in Mint 
State. This luminous apricot-gold example has a bold mintmark and 
an assertive strike. The gently shimmering surfaces are surprisingly 
unabraded.

Satiny MS62 1911-D Two and a Half 



1877 1911-D MS62 NGC. The low mintage 1911-D is the key to the 
fifteen-coin Indian Head quarter eagle series. Also appearing on the 
half eagle, this bold Bela Lyon Pratt design is incuse, with design 
and lettering (except for the mintmark) sunk into the surface rather 
than raised above it. The style was unique in American coinage, 
part of the same artistic dynamic of the early 20th century that 
gave us the Saint-Gaudens double eagle. Reaction to the design was 
mixed. Some faulted the representation of both the obverse Indian 
and the reverse eagle. Others stirred up fears that the sunken design 
might collect dirt and spread disease, a concern that proved to be 
overwrought. The series ended in 1929, an apparent casualty of the 
Wall Street crash of that year, and none were produced from 1916 
through 1924- This is a fully struck example that also displays a 
strong mintmark. The rich orange-gold surfaces show no obvious or

1878 1911-D MS63 PCGS. The 1911-D boasts the lowest mintage among 
20th century quarter eagle issues and has long been regarded as the 
undisputed key of the Indian Head series. Much of its popularity is 
also derived from collectors that are not necessarily assembling a set 
of Indian quarter eagles, but wish to own some of the best-known 
key issues from the last century. Other candidates might include the 
1909-S VDB Lincoln cent, 1916-D Mercury dime, or 1916 Standing 
Liberty quarter. This Select example displays attractive reddish 
overtones and minimal surface marks. The mintmark, while not 
fully defined, certainly falls under the bold category.

1879 191 I'D MS64 PCGS. Assembling a set of a series with a single, 
distinct key has been a challenge enjoyed by collectors for decades, 
though such an approach to numismatics brings with it significant 
challenges. How does one approach the key issue? Many collectors 
will settle for a slightly lower-grade example compared to the rest 
of the set, such as an AU55 key in an otherwise Select Mint 
State set, or opt to build a set around a key-date coin in a certain 
condition. Certain fortunate enthusiasts, however, can pursue 
both common and elusive dates in top-of-the-line condition. 

For such discerning Indian quarter eagle enthusiasts, eye 
appeal is of chief importance, and the centerpiece 1911-D should 
be selected with care. As Fuljenz and Winter write in their A 
Collector’s Guide to Indian Quarter Eagles: “The quality of eye 
appeal seen on the 1911-D Quarter Eagle varies greatly. There 
are some very handsome coins known in all grade ranges, but 
most collectors wind-up with an example that is very low-end for 
the grade. ... An otherwise unexceptional set can be made very 
desirable with the addition of a very nice 1911-D.” 

The present piece is one of the beauties. The softly frosted, 
mildly granular luster peculiar to this issue prevails on largely 
honey-gold surfaces that offer lively, welcome rose accents at the 
lower reverse. The central details are solid, marks are few, and 
the overall eye appeal is strong. A single black speck that may 
appear in the image close to the Indian’s chin is not on the coin, 
but rather part of the plastic encapsulation. Highly elusive any 
finer, with just 21 such pieces certified by PCGS (5/08).

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Scarce Key Date Gem 1911-D Indian Quarter Eagle 



1880 191 I'D MS65 NGC. CAC. This offering represents an 
extremely important opportunity for any advanced collector 
of the Indian Head quarter eagle series. The number of finer- 
graded specimens is minimal, with a total of just six such pieces 
known to the two major grading services (three apiece at NGC 
and PCGS), all of which are certified at MS66 (as of 5/08). Of 
course, one or more of those six grading “events” may represent 
the resubmission of a coin already designated at the MS66 level, 
with the hope of receiving an even loftier assessment. 

Gems are a bit more available, but are certainly not easy to 
locate. Available records from the past five years suggest that 
191 I'D quarter eagles graded at MS65 by NGC or PCGS will 
be offered in public auction sales around three or four times per 
year. Considering the overall importance of this key date, and 
the popularity of the Indian quarter eagle series, it is easy to see 
that the availability of such coins is insufficient to satisfy the 
needs of all interested parties. 

The current specimen is noteworthy for showing above- 
average striking definition, especially on the all-important 
mintmark, which is frequently not the case for other known 
examples. The requisite wire rim across the upper right border 
is an important diagnostic for authentic members of the issue. 
Satin luster permeates the well preserved surfaces, that display 
only the most trivial of marks, none of which are apparent 
without the aid of magnification. Lovely, even peach-gold 
coloration adorns the surfaces of this conditionally scarce Gem, 
and helps to ensure the splendid eye appeal of the piece.

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1881 191 I'D Weak D—Damaged—NCS. AU Details. The mintmark 
is level with the field, but carefully rotation beneath a light reveals 
its complete outline and interior. Luster shimmers from the devices, 
and wear is minimal. A faint scrape is present on the upper left 
obverse, while the lower right reverse has more noticeable abrasions, 
particularly on the rim between 3 and 4 o’clock. (#7954) 


Choice AU 191LD Weak D Quarter Eagle 



1882 191 I'D Weak D AU55 NGC. Both sides of this Choice AU quarter 
eagle display peach'gold patina. The design features are generally 
well impressed, except for weakness on the eagle’s shoulder. The 
mintmark, while weak, shows clearly. A few small marks are noted, 
especially in the raised, exposed fields of the reverse.

Peach'gold patina displays hints of greenish' 
gray, and a well directed strike brings out relatively strong definition 
on the design elements.

From a 
comparatively low mintage of 240,000 business strikes. (#7946) 


Colorful MS64 19144D Indian Two and a Half 



1890 1914-D MS64 NGC. Rich orange-gold and lilac patina covers both 
sides of this relatively smooth example. The strike is sharp in all 
areas, and the luster is thickly frosted. The 1914-D (448,000 pieces 
produced) is the third rarest issue in the Indian quarter eagle series, 
and the present example will nicely complement any high grade 
collection. (#7947) 


1886 1914 MS61 NGC. Boldly impressed with soft, nearly uniform luster 
that graces pale yellow'gold surfaces. Though it shows no overt 
abrasions, this piece exhibits a number of wispy flaws that account 
for the grade.

1896 1928 MS65 NGC. Peach-gold and mint-green colors compete 
for territory on the lustrous surfaces of this splendid Gem quarter 
eagle, and an attentive strike leaves virtually complete detail on 
the design features. A few minor marks in the raised, exposed fields 
likely preclude an even higher grade. Difficult to acquire any finer.

1900 1854 AU50 ANACS. Radiant lemon-gold surfaces offer surprising 
luster, considering the minor, yet distinct wear evident on the high 
points. Minimally marked for the grade assigned.

certainly be considered a separate and important design sub-type.

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Scarce Choice AU 1854-D Three Dollar Gold 



1903 1854-D AU55 PCGS. Variety 1-A. With the exception of the 
presumably unique 1870-S, which is permanently impounded in 
the Bass Foundation Collection, the 1854-D is the most keenly 
sought-after of all three dollar gold issues, at virtually every 
grade level. This was also the only three dollar issue from the 
Dahlonega Mint. Combined with a low mintage of just 1,120 
coins, the ‘54-D has always been understandably important and 
popular among numismatists. 

The production of coinage in 1850s rural Georgia must 
have been quite a challenge, and this coin shows evidence of 
such difficulties. Although the obverse design elements are 
actually rather well executed for the issue (except for the U 
of UNITED), there is a noticeable planchet lamination that 
extends from the upper left periphery between D and S 
diagonally down to Liberty’s forehead, ending just above 
the eye; and a large L-shaped clash mark resides to the left 
of Liberty’s throat. On the reverse, there are moderate clash 
marks in the central field areas, and a leaf to the left of the 
date is characteristically weak. The expected slight degree of 
highpoint wear, for the grade, exists on each side of the coin, 
along with some wispy hairlines and a few minor abrasions. 

In 2005, Q. David Bowers and Douglas Winter estimated the 
number of circulated 1854-D survivors at 115 to 160 pieces, plus 
two to four coins in Mint State. The authors point out that this 
number represents an unusually high survival rate, and theorize 
that the hoarding of Dahlonega and Charlotte Mint gold coins 
during the Civil War is the most probable explanation. In Choice 
AU or finer grades, however, the total number of pieces extant 
is much smaller, making this example a conditionally scarce and 
highly desirable offering. Population: 20 in 55, 12 finer (5/08).

1905 1854-0 AU50 PCGS. The 1854-0 is of particular interest to 
the collector as it is the only three dollar gold piece struck in the 
New Orleans mint. The devices were shallowly punched into the 
die and are generally not well defined even when found in higher 
grades. And few actually are located in AU condition with just 
a handful of strict Uncs known. This piece displays a generous 
amount of luster, especially on the reverse, and the surfaces are 
clean and display rich, even reddish patina.

Traces of original 
luster are noted at the margins of this mildly granular yellow-orange 
piece.

A touch of friction on the high points has little 
effect on the eye appeal of this well struck piece. The pale yellow- 
gold fields remain beautifully lustrous. (#7972) 

Scarce AU53 1855-S Three Dollar 


1910 1855-S AU53 PCGS. While 6,000 pieces were struck of the 1855-S, 
it is comparable in scarcity to the much better known 1854-D. When 
found examples are only VF or XF. AU pieces are seldom seen as the 
vast majority of the mintage was dropped into circulation on the 
West Coast and stayed there. This is an especially attractive coin that 
displays subtle rose and lilac color on each side. Faint traces of mint 
luster can be seen around the devices. A minimally marked piece.

1911 1856 AU53 PCGS. The 1856 is regarded as a “common” date, 
yet is several times scarcer than the first-year 1854- This charming 
example has ample luster and lacks mentionable marks.

Tops of the 1 and 9 are minutely recut above, most visible 
above the 9. This reverse die was used to coin business strikes and 
proofs. Two other reverse dies for the 1859 three dollar pieces are 
also known. Mint State examples are rare, although clearly less rare 
than indicated by Walter Breen some 20 years ago when he said that 
he had not seen a Mint State example in many years. This beauty 
has satiny yellow luster with traces of green and pink toning. The 
fields are slightly reflective in their appearance. Population: 32 in

Rare MS65 1859 Three Dollar 



1918 1859 MS65 NGC. Breen-6361. Both the 1 and the 9 in the date 
are repunched. This reverse is from the more difficult of two die 
marriages used in the production of 15,558 business strikes, but is 
actually more frequently seen on higher grade examples. Perhaps 
100-125 Mint State pieces survive of the 1859 three dollar, a quantity 
that actually places it among the more obtainable issues in the series. 
Gems, however, are of the utmost scarcity. This shimmering yellow- 
gold coin is remarkable for its smoothness and displays a soft, frosted 
sheen over devices that leave only a touch of softness on the often- 
incomplete bow at the base of the wreath. There is little evidence of 
die clashing on either side.

1919 1860 AU55 NGC. The 1860 three dollar gold issue begins a string 
of Philadelphia dates with four-figure mintages that continues 
until 1874- Its stated production of slightly over 7,000 pieces is 
misleading, since a substantial number of those coins were melted 
at the Mint. The present piece circulated briefly, accumulating a 
degree of wear across the well-defined upper hair. The minimally 
abraded yellow-gold surfaces have maintained strong luster.

Rare 1880 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1657, Pollock-1857, PR64 
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1960 1880 Flowing Hair, Judd-1657, Pollock-1857, R.6, PR64 PCGS. The 1880 Flowing Hair Stella is one of the most 
famous rarities in American numismatics. Technically a pattern issue, and one that was never authorized for regular 
coinage, the Stella has survived and prospered as a collectible issue, and is regularly featured in numismatic publications 
such as A Guide Book of United States Coins, alongside regular U.S. gold coin types. 

The Stella or four dollar gold piece was not well known until it was publicized by Edgar H. Adams in the early 20th century. 
Fortunately, several hundred pieces had survived, despite their gold content and lack of previous numismatic attention. Most 
of the survivors (and most of those originally produced) are of the 1879 Flowing Hair type, which may have had a total mintage 
of 700 coins or more, although not all of them were made at the same time. The 1879 Flowing Hair production was followed by 
the much smaller mintage of 1880 Flowing Hair Stellas, which was probably no more than 25 examples; only 15 to 20 of 
those coins are currently known to exist. Stellas were also made in 1879 and 1880 of a different design known as the Coiled 
Hair variety. The Coiled Hair Stellas are all rare, with around 10 to 12 examples known from each of the two years mentioned. 

The current offering is a lovely near-Gem example that any collector would be proud to own. It was previously sold as part of a complete set of 
all four Stella varieties; first by B. Max Mehl in 1947, and later by Stack’s as part of their 1976 ANA auction (see pedigree data below). The coin is 
well struck with watery reflectivity in the fields, and shows even honey-gold coloration across both sides. The reverse has a prominent stain on 
the E of ONE and a dot (probably a tiny planchet flaw) below M of UNUM, which serve as definitive pedigree markers. A few wispy lines and pin 
marks, restricted to the field areas on each side, are all that keep this important and rare coin from an even finer grade assessment.

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1975 1832 13 Stars MS63 PCGS. Breen-6495, BD-1, High R.5. The 1832 half eagle is known in only two die pairings, BD- 
1 and BD-2, easily distinguished by the presence of either 13 or 12 obverse stars, respectively. In addition, the 12 Stars 
BD-2 has a curved-base 2, while the 13 Stars BD-1 has a straight-base 2. Both are listed as separate Guide Book varieties. 
These two obverse dies were each paired with but a single reverse die, which on the 13 Stars is recorded with only a 
single die state. The reverse of the 12 Stars variety shows a later state of the 13 Stars reverse, with some of the letters 
weak and the eagle’s claws more open due to die lapping. Bass-Dannreuther notes that Miller’s half eagle reference 
erroneously lists four die pairings for the 1832, including two with the 1830 Small D (BD-2) reverse. All 1832 pieces known, 
however, including the present coin, show the Large D reverse, with the letter large and the period distant. 

The 1832 BD-2 12 Stars is much rarer, with aHighR.7 rarity rating according to Bass-Dannreuther. The Guide Book notes that 
only five examples of BD-2 are known, while Bass-Dannreuther says “five or six.” This is certainly not to be interpreted, however, 
that the BD-1 is common, for its High R.5 rating makes it “rare to very rare” in adjectival terms—this in what is among the most 
difficult U.S. coin series, gold or otherwise. Bass-Dannreuther comments concerning the rarity of this variety: 


“Bass owned a single example of this available variety—at least available for this type. There are as many as 50 
examples surviving. This may seem high to some specialists, but quite a few of these coins have been brought to 
market because of higher prices in the past 25 years. This is still not a common coin, of course, and all Fat Head 
Fives are popular and snapped up by savvy collectors at auction and on the bourse floor. For some reason, half 
eagles of the 1830s are often seen with extensive evidence of handling, unlike most of the dates of the 1820s.” 


Harry Bass, of course, with his vast resources, could have owned a dozen pieces of the BD-1 if he had so desired, given 
enough time for searching, and there are many rarer varieties of which he owned multiple examples. For the always- 
analytical John Dannreuther, that last sentence in the quotation seems a bit of a curiosity, one that is easily explained. 
It was only two years later, in 1834, that the bullion content of the early gold coins exceeded their face value. The old- 
tenor gold began to go by the thousands into melting pots—usually by way of bullion dealers and other mercenaries who 
snapped up the choicest pieces from circulation. A coin only two to four years old (i.e., dated in the 1830s) found in such a 
bullion shipment destined for melting would likely show handling marks, but it is likely that the gold coins from the 1820s 
had already been saved in strong collector hands, and thus were less likely to be submitted as melt bullion. 

At PCGS this piece is one of only three coins certified MS63, with three finer (all MS64). Together 
with three pieces in MS62, this makes a total of nine Mint State pieces at PCGS. NGC lists 12 Mint State 
coins, ranging from MS61 through a single MS65 (5/08). The present example has lovely, satinlike surfaces that 
are undisturbed by any noticeable abrasions. Striking definition is complete on each side, which is not 
always a given since these pieces were struck with a screw press. The orange-gold centers show just the slightest 
bit of golden-rose around the margins. An important rarity for the 19th century gold specialist.

This information is for the 
advanced collector who wants a challenge beyond a mere date or 
date and mintmark set of this series. In a 1989 research paper for the 
ANS, John McCloskey identified 21 obverse dies and 17 reverse dies 
for the series. By way of explanation, McCloskey stated, “During this 
time, the central devices were prepared from a coinage hub, but the 
features around the periphery of the dies were individually punched 
into the dies. This manufacturing process makes it possible to identify 
easily the individual coinage dies that were used in the series.” 

Despite a fairly large mintage of 207,121 pieces, the 1837 is 
actually a scarcer date. The population figures indicate that most 
survivors are in the XF to AU grade range. Mint State examples, 
on the other hand, command a lower proportion of the total 
population, and full Gem pieces are far and few between. 

The near-Gem example described here displays bright, frosty 
yellow-gold surfaces with hints of underlying green. Sharply struck 
design elements are apparent on both sides, with especially nice 
definition in Liberty’s hair, the star centers, and the eagle’s plumage. 
Full Gem status was evidently precluded by a few wispy obverse 
handling marks.

2010 1859-C AU58 NGC. Variety 27-M, the only known dies for the 
31,847-piece emission. This straw-gold near-Mint Charlotte five 
appears free from friction. The stars and legends are sharply struck, 
while the eagle is somewhat blurry, as made and characteristic of 
the issue. A slender lamination crosses Liberty’s upper neck, and the 
fields have subtle mint-made strike-throughs.

2015 1876—Scratched—ANACS. AU50 Details. During the Civil 
War, federal paper money replaced gold coins in circulation, except 
in the remote West. Gold coins rarely appeared again in commerce 
until 1878, when paper money finally traded at par with gold 
coinage. Low mintages were the rule for Philadelphia issues, and 
a scant 1,432 half eagles were struck in 1876. The present example 
has a number of small scratches in the reverse fields. Otherwise, this 
is a well defined reddish-golden example with an overall pleasing

2016 1876-S XF40 PCGS. The 1876-S comes from a mintage of only

2028 1892-CC MS62 NGC. Most of the 1892-CC half eagles seen are 
in the XF to AU range, and are heavily bagmarked (Jeff Garrett and 
Ron Guth, 2006). This MS62 example exhibits soft luster on honeys 
gold surfaces, and well struck design elements, except for the first 
two stars and the eagle’s right (facing) claw. A few minor marks are 
seen on each side.

Certainly, the Superb Gem offered here promises to be a treasure 
for the winning bidder. It combines razor-sharp striking definition 
with smooth, powerful luster that enlivens the peach-accented 
yellow-orange fields. Smooth surfaces are free of all but the most 
inconsequential flaws. One of just four coins so graded by PCGS,

Ebullient 1860 Half Eagle, PR66 Cameo 
An Important Pre-War Proof Gold Rarity 
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2037 1860 PR66 Cameo NGC. Despite a stated mintage of 62 proofs, the 1860 five dollar gold is far more elusive in 
proof format than that figure would suggest. As Akers noted in his work on the denomination, the majority 
of pieces likely never left the Mint. A similar pattern appears for the 1859 and 1861 proof half eagles as 
well; the mintages appear high, yet those two issues are similarly elusive. In 1862, production of proof 
fives fell to 35 pieces, which was likely much closer to the number of specimens actually sold. 

It is perhaps unsurprising that the Mint would make a miscalculation of this kind, as proofs were 
not offered to the general public until 1858. In a Coin World article dated February 7, 2005, Bruce C. Goldstein 
and Mike Nourse, wrote about the general topic in the first of two parts to “Early Proof Coins”: 


Prior to 1858, U.S. Proof coins were primarily made as presentation pieces to dignitaries and to a few lucky souls 
that were close to people at the Mint. ... Starting in 1858, the United States Mint made a deliberate effort to reach 
out to coin collectors (there weren’t very many around at the time) by producing collectible Proof coins of all the 
various types of coins that were minted for regular use. 


The Mint, not knowing what demand would be, likely overproduced the issue and subsequently melted 
the unsold remainders. The attrition of almost a century and a half claimed a number of others, and Garrett 
and Guth, in their 2006 work on American gold coinage, stated that “probably about 10 examples” remain 
today, several of which are impounded in museum collections. The number of specimens available to 
private collectors is very small, and the issue is an extreme rarity in the numismatic marketplace. As stated 
by Garrett and Guth, “It can sometimes be years between the offerings of an 1860 half eagle in Proof.” 

Certified population figures further reinforce the rarity of this proof issue. NGC has graded five examples, 
four described as Cameo and one as Ultra Cameo; the present example is the single finest of the Cameo pieces, 
graded PR66 (5/08), compared to the PR64 and PR65 designations granted the other Cameo examples 
(and the PR64 awarded to the Ultra Cameo coin). Interestingly, the PCGS Population Report shows 
only a single certified example, the PR65 (no Cameo designation) that was part of the Bass collection. 

From the second part of Goldstein and Nourse, dated February 14, 2005, on early proof survival rates: 

A final area that should be mentioned when covering the survivability of early Proof coins is discussing the 
likelihood of a Proof coin remaining in collectible condition from the time it was purchased until the present day. 
From the time they were minted until they were preserved as the collectible that you could obtain today, these coins 
have had a very rough life. Immediately after they were minted they were essentially loose in a drawer at the Mint 
available for purchase. ... It is quite amazing that any of these survive in a shape that today we call gem (Proof 65+) 
considering what they could have gone through. 

The elegant Cameo Premium Gem offered here, then, is one of the fortunate. It displays excellent contrast, a hallmark 
for the 1860 proof half eagles, and strong visual appeal. The strike is bold, and while the surfaces show a few tiny flaws 
(such as a small depression in the left obverse field), the overall visual appeal is remarkable, particularly when one 
considers the early issue. A sublimely important opportunity for the proof gold specialist who seeks to make an addition to 
a world-class collection. (#88450) 
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Gorgeous 1868 Half Eagle, PR64 Deep Cameo 



2038 1868 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. This noted early Motto 
half eagle proof issue’s stated mintage is likely accurate, given 
comparisons to survival rates of nearby issues, most of which 
have published production figures between 20 and 50 coins. 
Garrett and Guth comment about the issue’s availability: “As 
would be expected for a coin with a minuscule mintage of only 
25 coins, the 1868 half eagle is exceedingly rare in Proof. There 
are only 10 or 12 coins known, with a few being impaired.” 

A corollary of the 1868’s absolute rarity is how infrequently 
examples change hands. Garrett and Guth, writing in 2006, 
noted just three auction appearances from 1991 to 2005. 
February 2006 saw Heritage offer a PR65 Deep Cameo exemplar, 
which led the cataloger to note: “To the best of our knowledge, 
this is the first time that we have offered a Proof example of this 
issue in any of our Signature Auctions over the years, a powerful 
statement given the number of rarities that we have handled.” 
A survey of the Auction Archives reveals that this is only the 
second representative of the 1868 proof half eagle to appear in a 
Heritage sale. 

Offered here is a gorgeous example, decisively struck with 
remarkable eye appeal. Each side boasts an outstanding cameo 
effect, consistent with other known unimpaired specimens, and 
the contrast between the gorgeously frosted devices and the 
impressive mirrors borders on absolute. Though a few tiny lint 
marks and minor hairlines appear in the fields, these flaws have 
only a trivial effect on the overall visual appeal. The only PR64 
Deep Cameo example acknowledged by PCGS, with only one 
finer Deep Cameo coin listed in the Population Report (5/08).

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2104 1801 MS64 PCGS. Breen-6843, Taraszka-25, BD-2, R.2. The year was 1801. Thomas Jefferson was elected as our third 
president, the United States had meagerly grown to 16 states and we were at war with Tripoli. Meanwhile, our fledgling 
first Mint in Philadelphia was struggling for survival. David Lange elaborates in his History of the United States Mint and 
Its Coinage: “The late 1700s and early 1800s were the United States Mint’s darkest days, and it seemed that the end was 
near. Declaring the Mint a failure, many in Congress wanted to abolish it.” He goes on to add that, “in 1801, bullion 
deposits dropped off dramatically, and the Mint again was threatened with extinction. Only the previous year, the Senate 
had passed a resolution that called for abolishing the U.S. Mint and placing a contract for coining with the Bank of the 
United States. The lack of federal coinage was blamed on inefficiency and incompetence, while the real reasons were 
little understood by Congress.” Amidst the economic and political turmoil of the time, Mint Director Elias Boudinot 
managed to keep the coining presses in motion. Over one million cents were struck, with mintages of the half dimes, 
dimes, half dollars, and dollars reaching into the tens of thousands of coins each. Interestingly, the only 1801-dated 
denomination struck in gold was that of the eagle. The recorded mintage of 44,343 tens in 1801 likely included some coins 
dated 1800 and, as suggested by noted collector and early gold researcher Harry W. Bass, Jr., some pieces dated 1799 as 
well. Nonetheless, the 1801 eagle is one of the more available issues in the Capped Bust ten dollar series. 

The high estimate of the 1801 eagle extant population is approximately 800; a figure that most specialists 
agree upon. That would suggest a survivor rate of approximately 2%, which is consistent with other coins 
minted in the early years of our first Mint. Only the 1799 is more readily available in all grades, making 
either date the usual choice for type collectors. Those seeking Gem examples, however, will require 
much patience as PCGS and NGC combined have graded only four 1801 tens at the MS65 level. Even 
near-Gems, such as the current offering, are scarce with a mere 34 examples thus certified at PCGS (5/08). 

This is a spectacular piece. The fields are bright with a confirmed reflectivity on each side. The central 
design elements are fully brought up and the only area of softness is on the peripheral stars on the obverse. 
Bright yellow-gold color. A magnificent early ten and a rare opportunity for the gold type collector.

Of 33 known die varieties in the 1795 
to 1804 eagle series, Harry Bass was able to obtain 32 during his many years of collecting. The only die marriage 
that he never owned was the 1803 BD-6 (Breen 1-F) that is offered in this lot. One other 1803 variety was not 
included in the Bass Core Collection since it was sold in error, but he did own the 1803 BD-4 variety. There is no 
doubt that Bass would not let this opportunity slip away if he was still alive and collecting. Similarly, current variety 
collectors should consider seriously this opportunity to acquire the rarest die marriage of the entire series. 

In addition to its importance as the second rarest variety, the 1803 BD-6 also holds the distinction as the last 
circulation strike early eagle coined, as die state evidence shows that it was minted after the 1804 BD-1 die marriage. 
Both varieties were struck from the same reverse die, with die cracks further advanced on this variety. The obverse 
die is the single 1803 die that was used for all six die marriages. In this, the final marriage, the die is lightly cracked 
through the tops of BERTY, and clashed at the center above Liberty’s ear and at the L. The Taraszka plate coin shows 
what appears to be another crack from the border to star 5, not present on this piece. The reverse has all seven die 
cracks described in Anthony Taraszka’s study of the series, United States Ten Dollar Gold Eagles, 1795-1804- 

A lovely example with brilliant yellow-gold surfaces that exhibit hints of green, the obverse is reflective and 
nearly prooflike, while the reverse is frosty. A few minor surface marks are of little consequence, with 
faint adjustment marks through star 1. A tiny obverse rim bruise is visible at star 7. Inside the same star is a tiny 
field nick that matches the 1977 Stack’s catalog where this coin earlier appeared. Also matching that 
plate is a small dark toning spot along the upper edge of the eagle’s right (facing) wing. 

In Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties , A Study of Die States, 1795-1834, John Dannreuther estimated 
a known population of six to 10 coins for the BD-6, however, we feel that it is rarer still, and 
that only four or five pieces are actually known to exist. We are only aware of the following specimens:

Students of the early American gold series must understand how exciting this offering is. The coin is necessary for a 
complete collection, and opportunities to acquire any example, let alone the probable finest known, rarely take place.

Difficult Near-Mint 1848-0 Ten Dollar 



2124 1848-0 AU58 NGC. The unprecedented mintage of eagles at 
New Orleans in 1847 perhaps exhausted the coiners, since the 
1848-0 had a much smaller emission of 35,850 pieces. This sun- 
gold example retains its original skin and lacks noticeable marks. 
The high relief stars are incompletely brought up, as always, but the 
overall strike is good. Census: 16 in 58, 7 finer (5/08). (#8600) 


2119 1846/5-0 VF35 PCGS. Undesignated as the contested overdate 
variety, but the date location matches, and the trace of an effaced 
digit is visible within the loop of the 6. An original example with 
pleasing wing detail and a typical strike on the hair above the ear. 
(#8596) 

2120 1847 AU58 NGC. This apricot-gold No Motto ten is refreshingly 
unmarked save for a trivial obverse rim nick at 2 o’clock. The five¬ 
fold or rounded hair bun subtype, which was introduced in 1847 and 
in use through 1861. The six-fold or bulging bun was also struck in 
1847. (#8597) 


Appealing MS62 1847 Eagle 



2125 1849 AU58 NGC. Careful rotation displays pockets of bright luster 
in protected areas. This nicely struck No Motto eagle has a couple 
of moderate abrasions on the reverse field, while the remainder of 
the surfaces exhibit consistently minor marks. (#8601) 


Low-Mintage 1849-0 Ten Dollar, XF40 




2126 1849-0 XF40 NGC. The 1849-0 ten dollar comes from a sparse 
mintage of 23,900 pieces. This Extremely Fine example displays 
honey-gold patina laced with tan. The design features are uniformly 
well defined, and the surfaces are cleaner than typically found on 
this heavily bagmarked issue, revealing just a few minor circulation 
marks over each side. (#8602) 


2121 1847 MS62 NGC. Mint State No Motto eagles are scarce, and 
those without scattered abrasions are rare. The present example has 
superior eye appeal for the grade, since both sides are unusually free 
from marks. In addition, the strike is good and luster penetrates the 
fields. This 1847 is from the rounded bun subtype. The reverse die 
has a shield ring atop the second vertical stripe, similar to that seen 
on the 1851-0, but the ring is recessed and there is no interruption 
on the vertical stripe. Presumably, the first hubbing showed the 
shield ring plainly, then a second hubbing overlaid the complete 
second stripe. Census: 18 in 62, 1 finer (5/08). (#8597) 

2122 1847-0 AU53 NGC. Primarily deep lemon-gold surfaces show 
occasional glints of orange and green. While the portrait shows a 
touch of softness on the high points, the eagle is bold. Outstanding 
eye appeal for the grade.

2123 1848 AU50 PCGS. This yellow-gold No Motto ten has a 
pleasing quotient of mint luster, and although moderate marks 
are encountered throughout, there are no obtrusive abrasions.

Elusive Mint 1850 Large Date Ten 



2127 1850 Large Date MS61 NGC. The 1850 eagles were issued in 
both Large Date and Small Date formats. While the former is more 
common—the S.S. Republic yielded 65 Large Dates and only seven 
Small Dates—it is nonetheless extremely rare in Mint State. Even 
the Smithsonian Collection lacks an Uncirculated piece. The 
average grade of certified survivors is only Choice XF or so. In MS61 
this piece is one of a dozen so graded at both services combined, 
with 16 pieces finer (5/08). The most potent luster resides in the 
interstices of the yellow-gold surfaces, and the design elements are 
generally well struck, save for softness in some of the star centers. 
Several light marks are scattered over each side. (#8603) 
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2128 1851-0 AU58 NGC. Softly struck on the obverse stars, with 
mostly bold detailing in the centers. Rich apricot, copper-orange, 
and lime-gold toning adorns the satiny surfaces. A normal degree of 
highpoint wear is seen on each side, and there are a few noticeable 
marks, including one just below 8 and another directly behind the 
eagle’s head. The most common ten dollar issue from this decade 
struck at the New Orleans Mint, according to authors Garrett and 
Guth (2006). (#8607) 


2129 1853-0 VF35 PCGS. This attractive Choice VF coin retains 
traces of luster at the margins and an overall sense of flashiness. 
Strong detail for the strike, which shows significant weakness at the 
stars and the central devices on both sides. (#8612) 

2130 1854-0 Small Date AU50 ANACS. The low 1 in the date is 
diagnostic. This luminous orange-gold representative offers excellent 
reverse detail, though the obverse elements show more typical 
softness. A pleasing piece with surprisingly few overt abrasions. 
(#8614)

2131 1854-0 Small Date AU55 NGC. The recovery of coins from the 
S.S. Republic showed a 30:70 Small Dates to Large Dates, with only 
five out of 17 1854-Os of the Small Date variety. The population 
figures tell a different story—one that is confused by dozens of 
pieces certified, but not distinguished as to date size—but in any 
case the Small Date is rare in Mint State. The peach-gold surfaces 
of this Choice AU specimen display traces of luster in the protected 
areas, and an attentive strike leaves relatively strong definition on 
the design features. A scattering of light marks occurs on each side. 
(#8614) 


2132 1854-0 Large Date XF45 NGC. This Large Date example displays 
typically mushy striking details and somewhat bright surfaces that 
are moderately worn across the highpoints. Pale green-gold and 
mottled russet patina occurs over each side. The Large Date and 
Small Date varieties of this issue are similar in terms of availability, 
but both varieties are scarce, and share a low original mintage of 
just 52,500 pieces. (#98614) 

2133 1854-S AU53 NGC. A great example of this important first- 
year San Francisco eagle issue. The yellow-gold surfaces remain 
pleasingly lustrous, and only a trace of wear crosses the well-defined 
central devices. (#8615) 

2134 1855 AU55 NGC. Richly toned in dusky apricot and olive tints, 
this sharp No Motto Ten has the expected number of small marks 
but none of these individually merit mention. Luster is substantial, 
particularly on the reverse. (#8616) 


2135 1855 AU58 NGC. Striking central detail, though the obverse 
stars exhibit significant softness. The pale yellow-gold fields are 
pleasingly lustrous, and the lightly abraded portrait shows just a 
touch of friction. (#8616) 


Lovely 1855 Liberty Eagle, MS61 



2136 1855 MS61 NGC. A popular and elusive eagle from an important 
era in gold coinage. With the fledgling San Francisco Mint finally 
operating, little gold reached Philadelphia, with dwindling mintages 
for the next couple decades. In 1855, production totaled 121,701 
coins, and few survived in Mint State grades. This piece has rich 
orange-gold luster with hints of green. The surfaces are lightly 
abraded as usual for the grade. An important opportunity is 
presented to the specialist, who may wish to bid aggressively on this 
piece. Census: 23 in 61, 6 finer (5/08). (#8616) 


Elusive 1856-0 Eagle AU55 



2137 1856-0 AU55 NGC. This low-mintage issue is extremely rare 
in Mint State, and only four coins have achieved an Uncirculated 
grade—just barely—three at NGC and one at PCGS, all certified 
MS60. Weak strikes on stars 1-2 and 12-13 are common, as is a light 
green-gold color caused by a higher percentage of silver in the alloy 
from New Orleans. This Choice AU offering displays bright yellow- 
gold surfaces that retain luster in the recessed areas. The design 
elements exhibit fairly sharp detail, except in areas of high-point 
wear. Lightly abraded, slightly more so on the obverse. (#8620) 


2138 1856-S AU55 NGC. Traces of wear are seen on the highpoints 
of this lustrous Choice AU example. Boldly struck with numerous 
small marks and wispy hairlines on each side. (#8621) 


Pleasing Choice AU 1860 Ten 



2139 1860 AU55 PCGS. A briefly circulated example of this challenging 
No Motto issue, well-defined with only minor wear across the 
uppermost design elements. Predominantly yellow-orange surfaces 
show a degree of alloy behind the hair bun and at the D in the 
denomination. Lightly abraded overall; still, a high-end survivor 
from this issue of only 15,055 business strikes. Population: 5 in 55, 
11 finer (5/08). (#8631)

2140 1863-S VF30 ICG. Any S-mint eagle from the 1860’s is rare, 
and the 1863-S is no exception. Just 10,000 pieces were struck. 
This lemon-tinted eagle shows softness on the eagle’s neck and 
Liberty’s curls, partly because of an indifferent strike, and partly 
due to circulation wear. However, the eagle retains ample plumage 
definition. (#8638) 


Rare 1864 Eagle, Choice XF 



2141 1864 XF45 PCGS. A great rarity and an unintended consequence 
of the Civil War. Like most gold coinage of the conflict, pieces were 
hoarded or exported when encountered, and mintages plummeted 
during the five years of the war. The Mint produced 3,530 business 
strikes, and even the Smithsonian lacks a circulation strike of the 
issue. Most certified survivors are about the grade of the present 
piece, Choice XF or so. Yellow-gold surfaces are imbued with traces 
of light tan, and reveal hints of luster in some of the protected areas. 
Sharp detail, save for minor softness in portions of Liberty’s hair. 
Light contacts are evenly distributed over each side. (#8639) 


XF Details 1866-S No Motto Ten 



2142 1866-S No Motto—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. The 
transitional year 1866-S No Motto is an important rarity within 
its series, similar to its double eagle counterpart. Only 8,500 pieces 
were struck, and only a single piece (an MS60 NGC) has been 
certified as Mint State. This yellow-gold example is moderately 
glossy, but is well detailed and lacks mentionable marks.

2143 1868 AU55 NGC. The postwar eagles of the 1860s, such as the 
present piece, are clearly more common (due to somewhat higher 
mintages) than the coins minted during the Civil War. But few 
pieces were saved, collectors of the era generally preferring proof 
coins. Most certified survivors average Choice XF. The current 
AU55 example shows red-gold patina, along with well struck design 
elements. Some minute marks, typical of a lightly circulated coin, 
are noted over both sides. Census: 15 in 55, 21 finer (5/08). (#8653) 


2144 1868-S—Obverse Rim Filed, Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF 
Details. A thickly hairlined rare date gold piece that has substantial 
plumage detail for the VF level. Wispy marks on the obverse rim 
near 11:30 accompany what appears to be a planchet defect. Just 
13,500 pieces were struck, and few were set aside. (#8654) 


Hard to Find Choice AU 1869-S Ten 



2145 1869-S AU55 NGC. Like other San Francisco issues from the 
1860s, the 1869-S has a tiny mintage. Only 6,430 pieces were 
coined, and none were set aside by collectors of the day. As a result, 
just a single 1869-S has been certified as Mint State by NGC. The 
present example shows slight wear on the wingtips, coronet tip, and 
other highpoints, but the only relevant mark is a subtle edge nick at 
2 o’clock on the reverse. Census: 10 in 55, 3 finer (5/08). (#8656) 


Classic 1870-CC Ten VG10 



2146 1870-CC VG10 PCGS. The 1870-CC is among the most famous 
rarities in the Liberty eagle series. The mintage of 5,908 pieces is 
tiny to begin with, and examples circulated with no regard to their 
numismatic value until at least the 1890s. The present piece is more 
affordable than most, yet some plumage definition is present, and 
much of IN GOD WE TRUST is readable. A small lamination near 
star 13 is of little consequence.

2147 1870-CC XF40 PCGS. Variety 1-A. In Gold Coins of the Carson 
City Mint, Douglas Winter writes: 

“The date is placed slightly low in the field and slants 
downwards from left to right. The mintmark is small and 
round. It is positioned close to the eagle. Some show mild 
doubling on the reverse letters.” 

“The 1870-CC eagle is the second rarest Carson City gold 
coin, trailing only the well-known double eagle of this year. 
It is most often seen very well worn. It is very rare in properly 
graded Extremely Fine-40 and extremely rare in the higher 
range of this grade.” 

The deep rose-gold coloration over both sides of this Carson 
City gold eagle is one of its major attributes. The design elements 
are somewhat softly struck on the obverse stars, and on the eagle’s 
talons, arrow fletchings, and leg feathers; but highpoint wear is 
not excessive for the assigned grade level. There are numerous 
minor marks and several moderate abrasions on each side of the 
coin, and the surfaces have a rather bright appearance. 

As pointed out by both Winter and Rusty Goe, the ‘70-CC 
is the scarcest of all Carson City ten dollar issues, just edging out 
the 1879-CC. The number of coins graded for these two issues 
is extremely similar when NGC and PCGS population data is 
combined for the XF and AU grade levels. The ‘70-CC currently 
has 48 certified representatives at the two major services at 
all XF through AU grades, while the ‘79-CC has a combined 
population of 51 pieces at the same levels (the ‘79-CC also shows 
one coin graded in Mint State by NGC, at MS62). 

This is, therefore, an absolutely and conditionally rare 
representative which is certain to receive a great deal of attention 
from interested specialists in Carson City gold. PCGS Population: 
9 in 40, 15 finer (5/08). (#8658) 
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2148 1870-S VF20 PCGS. The present rare date eagle has XF sharpness, 
but PCGS has reduced the grade to account for a slightly glossy 
tan-gold appearance and a cluster of faded vertical marks near the 
profile. Only 8,000 pieces were struck. Encased in an old green label 
holder. (#8659) 


Low Mintage AU53 1871 Ten Dollar 



2149 1871 AU53 PCGS. A sharply struck piece with ample remaining 
prooflike luster and a few moderate obverse marks. In this grade, the 
low mintage 1871 has a third party population roughly equal to its 
Carson City counterpart. Yet the 1871 trades for less than one-third 
the price. A mere 1,790 pieces were struck, and a solitary MS60 is 
the finest certified. Population: 4 in 53, 4 finer (5/08). (#8660) 


Rarely Seen VF25 1872 Ten Dollar 



2150 1872 VF25 PCGS. The 1872 ten is one of the premier rarities in 
the entire Coronet series of tens. Only 1,620 coins were struck, and 
only a small fraction of the mintage has survived. Unexpected sharp 
for the grade, with traces of luster within the shield and other areas. 
A spot at 5 o’clock on the reverse is accompanied by faint marks, 
and a loupe reveals a pinscratch on the cheek, but the fields are 
smooth. Certified in a green label holder.

Seldom Seen 1872 Ten Dollar AU55 



2151 1872 AU55 NGC. The 1872 is one of numerous Philadelphia 
Mint rarities from the 1870s, none of which are heralded except for 
the 1875. The mintage of the 1872 is just 1,620 pieces, and among 
those, only one has been certified as Mint State by NGC. This is 
a well detailed example with ample areas of slightly subdued luster 
near design recesses. Marks are scattered, and none are worthy of 
comment aside from a thin line beneath the right (facing) wing. 
Census: 6 in 55, 2 finer (5/08). (#8663) 



2152 1872-CC XF45 PCGS. Rusty Goe recently wrote about the 1872- 
CC in the May supplement of the Coin Dealer Newsletter. He asked, 
“How does a date that rarely appears in auctions or on the bourse 
floor wind up with a population of 100 coins? This is the mystery 
of the 1872-CC gold eagle. Other than the harshly cleaned and 
otherwise numismatically abused examples that surface from time 
to time, collectors rarely see this date for sale.” 

The presumed explanation is dealer resubmissions. Since the 
value triples between XF45 and AU55, there is a strong incentive 
to attempt a higher grade. The present piece has surprisingly 
sharp wing feather detail for the XF45 level. Liberty’s hair to the 
right of the coronet is also bold. The luster is slightly subdued, but 
unmistakable. Distributed minor to moderate obverse marks are 
unobtrusive beneath the straw-gold toning.

This piece has nearly full luster with satiny yellow-gold 
surfaces and little more than a few scattered abrasions on each side.

2154 1873-CC XF45 NGC. Though most denominations saw mintages 
increase from the initial year of Carson City’s operation to 1873, the 
eagle reversed that trend, with a substantial decline in production 
to just 4,543 pieces. Despite the low mintage, which might hint at 
lack of demand, the coins circulated heavily, and the grading curve 
caps out at AU55, with tiny supplies at that level. 

The issue as a whole borders on rare in an absolute sense, and 
a Choice XF coin such as the present piece ranks in the upper 
echelon of survivors. Its orange-inflected yellow-gold surfaces retain 
substantial luster and show few marks overall. Though a touch softly 
strong on the modestly worn devices, it offers powerful eye appeal.

In his The Mint on Carson Street , Rusty Goe writes that 
while the issue is available in XF and below, “... this date becomes 
very scarce in AU-55 and above ...” 

Luminous honey-gold and yellow-gold surfaces show scant 
evidence of the minor wear that precludes a Mint State designation. 
Though a number of light flaws affect the fields and the well struck 
portrait, the overall visual appeal remains strong. NGC and PCGS 
have graded just five finer examples between them (5/08). (#8670) 


Notable Choice XF 1875-CC Ten Dollar 



2158 1875-CC XF45 NGC. Though this issue’s mintage of 7,715 is low in 
an absolute sense, as noted in Rusty Goe’s The Mint on Carson Street, 
that figure actually ranked as a high for 1875: “For the first time 
since it opened in 1854, the San Francisco Mint did not strike any 
gold eagles, and Philadelphia delivered an all time low of 120 pieces, 
20 of which were Proofs, leaving Carson City as the leader ... “ 

Goe also indicates that overall eye appeal for the issue is low, 
and attractive pieces command a strong premium. For the grade, 
this is a prime survivor, with ample luster in the mildly flashy 
yellow-gold fields and strong overall detail. Lightly worn devices 
show few overt abrasions. Census: 10 in 45, 17 finer (5/08).

2160 1876-CC XF45 NGC. In 1876, Carson City bullion depositors 
undoubtedly preferred the double eagle denomination, which was 
more convenient for bank reserves and foreign trade. The 1876-CC 
twenty has a mintage of 138,441 pieces, nearly 30 times greater 
than the 1876-CC eagle production of 4,696 pieces. As a result, the 
1876-CC ten is rare, unlike the double eagle, which is collectible 
in grades as high as MS62. This orange-tinged eagle is pleasantly 
unabraded. The issue has a reputation for mushy central strikes, but 
the present piece limits any softness to the fletchings and the hair 
near the ear. Census: 31 in 45, 32 finer (5/08).

2161 1876-S AU50 NGC. The San Francisco Mint omitted eagle 
production in 1875, for the first time in the history of that branch 
mint. The denomination returned in 1876, but only 5,000 pieces 
were struck, and a quick glance at certified populations suggests 
that perhaps as few as a hundred pieces escaped the smelter. This is 
an original example with noticeable luster, typical abrasions, and a 
good strike.

2162 1877-CC XF40 NGC. The 1877-CC ten dollar output for 1877 was 
just 3,332 pieces, a surprising drop from previous years. Despite record 
emissions of gold from Nevada mines, depositors increasingly shied 
away from the nearby Mint, preferring to ship their precious metal to 
San Francisco; as a result, mintages plunged and the facility’s future 
became precarious. This lightly circulated, well struck example has 
luminous yellow-orange surfaces that show occasional pink accents. 
Though a number of small marks and wispy flaws affect the fields, the 
overall eye appeal remains solid. Census: 7 in 40, 23 finer (5/08).

2163 1878-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. In a May 9, 
2008 article in the CDN Monthly Supplement, Carson City specialist 
Rusty Goe estimated that only 75 to 95 examples of the 1878-CC 
eagle have survived. He ranks it as the fifth-rarest CC-mint issue of 
the denomination. Only 3,244 pieces were struck. A glossy yellow- 
gold example with sharp definition except for some blending on the 
hair above the ear.

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Important AU53 1879-CC Eagle 



2165 1879-CC AU53 PCGS. After eagle production at Carson 
City reached a then-peak of 16,767 pieces in 1874, strikings 
dwindled rapidly into four-digit figures and continued to slide 
through 1878. In that year, 3,244 ten dollar coins were struck at 
the Old West facility, a paltry amount. As small as that figure 
might seem, 1878 would not be the nadir for the ten dollar 
denomination at Carson City. 

Rusty Goe writes in his The Mint on Carson Street: “Just 
when it seemed that mintages for eagles at the Carson City Mint 
could not decline any further, 1879 arrived. A work stoppage 
combined with shrinking bullion deposits resulted in an all 
time low coinage of 1,762 pieces.” Goe contrasts this with the 
nation’s aggregate production of the denomination, the highest 
in nearly three decades; interestingly, though, Carson City did 
not strike the fewest eagles that year, since the New Orleans 
Mint’s production tally was a mere 1,500 coins. Still, higher 
attrition had rendered the 1879-CC the most desirable business- 
strike eagle issue for the year. 

While NGC lists a single MS62 example of the 1879-CC in 
its Census Report, Registry enthusiasts should note that PCGS 
does not acknowledge any Mint State examples, and as of (5/08), 
this AU53 beauty ranks among the top five survivors known 
to the latter service. Primarily yellow-orange surfaces retain a 
surprising degree of flashy luster, and only light wear crosses the 
high points of the well struck portrait. Scattered abrasions are of 
little concern, and an area of alloy between the E and N in TEN 
on the reverse adds interest to that side. Overall, an impressive 
representative of this important Carson City issue.

Challenging AU53 1884-CC Eagle 


Desirable Choice AU 1884'CC Ten 


2168 1882-CC—Obverse Scratched—NCS. AU Details. This rare 
date Carson City eagle is boldly defined and has substantial luster 
about the borders, eagle, and coronet. Slightly glossy, and the lower 
right obverse field is abraded. A mere 6,764 pieces were struck.

2169 1883-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. While slight 
abrasions and hairlines suggest that this piece has been cleaned, it 
is an attractive example with pleasing surfaces and desirable light 
yellow color.

2170 1883-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. While 
extensively worn, the surfaces are exceptional for the grade, and 
exhibit lovely green-gold color. This is a splendid piece that probably 
deserves to be in a mainstream NGC or PCGS holder.

2173 1884'CC AU55 NGC. Luster brightens the stars, legends, and 
devices of this rare Carson City ten dollar piece. Small marks are 
scattered, but there are no distractions. The 1884-CC is interesting 
for its heavy die lines on the portrait, diagnostic for the issue. These 
were presumably caused by damage to the die during its arduous 
journey from Philadelphia to Carson City. Census: 28 in 55, 49 finer 
(5/08).

2174 1884-S MS62 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck, with peripheral 
mint-green color flanking apricot-gold centers. The reverse is well 
preserved, while the obverse is pleasing despite a couple of minute 
abrasions on the cheek. The mintmark leans heavily to the left. A 
conditionally rare issue. Population: 48 in 62, 4 finer (5/08).

2166 1879-S MS62 PCGS. The 1879-S is the earliest San Francisco eagle 
that is collectible in Mint State. Nonetheless, Uncirculated examples 
are very scarce. The present sun-gold coin has unencumbered luster 
and a precise strike. A thin mark beneath the hairbun is all that 
limits the grade. The 9 in the date is lightly repunched. Population: 
15 in 62, 5 finer (5/08). (#8686) 


Choice AU 1880-CC Liberty Ten 


2171 1884-CC XF45 NGC. Ex: Jules Reiver Collection. A richly 

detailed and slightly glossy medium-gold CC-mint eagle with faint 
slide marks from moderate circulation. There are no mentionable 
abrasions, aside from a pinscratch above TEN. Heavy die lines 
beneath Liberty’s ear and near the I and T in LIBERTY are 
diagnostic for the issue, and perhaps represent damage to the 
obverse die during its journey from Philadelphia to Carson City. 
Less than 10,000 pieces were struck. Reiver envelope included.

2167 1880-CC AU55 NGC. A band of bright luster beckons from the 
borders of this lightly circulated rare date Carson City ten. The 
slightly glossy fields have only minor marks. Trades at a similar 
level as the 1880-CC half eagle, has a mintage nearly five times 
greater. A mere 11,190 eagles were issued, and NGC has certified 
just 13 pieces as Mint State. Census: 40 in 55, 44 finer (5/08).

2172 1884-CC AU53 NGC. A difficult issue with a mintage of less 
than 10,000 pieces. Luster emerges across the borders and devices. 
The original butter-gold surfaces are minimally abraded. The heavy 
die lines on Liberty’s neck are as made, and presumably indicate 
damage that occurred to the obverse die during its shipment from 
Philadelphia to Carson City. (#8704)

2175 1885 MS63 PCGS. This is a flashy, splendidly lustrous example 
with lovely rose-gold toning and boldly struck design features. 
There are a normal number of small abrasions on each side, for the 
grade. This issue is scarce at the Select Mint State level, and rare 
any finer. Population: 34 in 63, 9 finer (5/08). (#8706) 


2176 1888-0 MS61 NGC. Captivating lime-green and peach toning 
adorns the lustrous surfaces of this Mint State example. Well struck 
with a typical number of small marks for the grade. (#8713) 

2177 1889-S MS63 NGC. Sharply struck and shining with outstanding 
eye appeal for the Select designation. The minimally marked 
surfaces are largely orange-gold with a touch of lavender. NGC has 
graded just five numerically finer survivors (5/08). (#8716) 

2178 1889-S MS63 NGC. Beautifully detailed with remarkable luster. 
Though the yellow-orange fields show a number of small abrasions, 
as befits the grade, the overall eye appeal remains strong. (#8716) 

2179 1890-CC AU50 NGC. Some light hairlines in the obverse and 
reverse fields account for the grade that is lower than the eye appeal 
suggests. Excellent yellow-gold luster and bold design elements are 
evident on each side.

2180 1891 MS63 PCGS. The 1891 eagle is a relatively scarce date 
from a mintage of 91,820 circulation strikes. The lustrous surfaces 
of this Select example display a blend of apricot-gold and mint- 
green patina, and a well executed strike delivers strong definition 
to the design elements. A few minor marks determine the grade. 
Population: 32 in 63, 2 finer (5/08).

2181 1891-CC XF45 NGC. Quite a bit of luster remains in the protected 
areas of this light greenish-gold example, with deep lilac toning 
around the obverse devices. A few minor blemishes are consistent 
with the grade.

2182 1891-CC MS61 NGC. Flashy and nicely preserved, with attractive 
khaki-gold coloration and a typical number of surface marks for the 
grade. An affordable example of this popular Carson City gold eagle 
issue. (#8720) 

2183 1891-CC MS61 NGC. Warm orange-gold surfaces offer strong, 
delightful luster. The strike is crisp, and though a number of 
small abrasions pepper each side, the overall eye appeal remains 
impressive. A great example for the Carson City type enthusiast.

2184 1892 MS63 NGC. A solidly struck example with soft, satiny luster 
that enlivens each side. Primarily yellow-orange surfaces offer 
occasional pink overtones at the luminous margins.

2185 1892-0 MS61 PCGS. Sharply struck with impressive eye appeal 
for this New Orleans issue. Powerfully lustrous with a yellow-orange 
obverse that eases into yellow-gold on the reverse. (#8723) 


Pleasing Select 1893-S Ten Dollar 



2186 1893-S MS63 PCGS. Numerous Mint State examples of the 
1893-S ten dollar were discovered in European banks in the mid 
to late 1970s, making the issue more available to collectors. Still, 
somewhat scarce in mid and high-level Uncirculated. This Select 
specimen displays green-gold surfaces with pleasing luster and well 
struck devices. Nicely preserved, considering the grade designation.

2187 1895-0 MS60 NGC. A notable O-mint eagle that exhibits no trace 
of wear on strongly lustrous sun-gold surfaces. Appealing despite the 
myriad fine abrasions that account for the grade assigned. (#8733) 

2188 1895-0 MS61 PCGS. A well executed strike leaves exquisite 
definition on the design elements of this O-mint representative. 
Peach-gold surfaces reveal a scattering of light marks and just 
occasional interruption in the luster flow.

2189 1896-S MS60 NGC. A well-defined example of this S-mint issue, 
strongly lustrous with no trace of wear. Though the deep yellow- 
gold surfaces show a number of moderate abrasions, the overall eye 
appeal is better than the MS60 designation might suggest. Census:

PROOF LIBERTY EAGLES 



2190 1898 MS66 NGC. The 1898 eagle is a common date with a mintage 
of 812,197 coins, but it is an extremely rare issue in Premium Gem or 
finer grades. In fact, the average certified grade for this date barely 
reaches MS61, and NGC has only graded 37 pieces finer than MS64. 
The strike is bold with every individual detail intricately defined, 
with the sole exception of the leaves on the reverse. The surfaces 
are fully brilliant and lustrous with intense yellow and orange- 
gold color. It is an amazing piece that will delight the connoisseur. 
Census: 5 in 66, 2 finer (5/08). (#8740) 

2191 1901 MS64 PCGS. Well-defined with warm, satiny luster and pink 
overtones in the otherwise yellow-orange fields. A minor alloy spot 
is noted just below Liberty’s chin. Overall, an attractive turn-of-the- 
century Liberty eagle. (#8747) 


Magnificent PR64 Cameo 1893 Ten Dollar 



2196 1893 PR64 Cameo NGC. Ex: Pittman. The mintage of the 1893 
proof ten is somewhat misleading with 55 pieces struck. One 
would expect a survivorship in the range of 25-30 pieces, but the 
actual number seems to be around 15-20 coins. In addition to its 
absolute rarity, the 1893 ten is also a condition rarity. At the PR64 
Cameo level, this piece is one of the finest survivors known. It 
is tied with five other pieces at this level (how many of these are 
resubmissions?). The only finer pieces are a non-Cameo PR65, three 
PR65 Deep/Ultra Cameos, one PR66 Ultra Cameo, and the finest 
piece certified, an NGC PR67 Ultra Cameo. 

David Akers’ cataloging of the Pittman Collection makes note of 
the following die characteristics for the 1893: “The heavy date is low 
in the field with the 1 closer to the denticles than to the bust, 8 and 
9 slightly higher than the 1 and 3, and 93 open. The reverse is similar 
to the 1892 with thin vertical bars in the four left red stripes of the 
shield and mirror surfaces between some, but not all, denticles.” 

This is certainly a proof that “carries its own credentials” as 
Walter Breen used to say. The fields are deeply mirrored and display 
the orange-peel texture that is often seen on gold proofs from this 
era. The devices are heavily frosted and set up a stark contrast 
against the fields. Identifiable as the Pittman piece by a shallow 
vertical scrape in the left obverse field and a tiny contact mark 
out from the point of Liberty’s nose. Rich orange-gold color and a 
magnificent example of this rare ten dollar proof.

2192 1901-0 MS62 NGC. This lower mintage New Orleans eagle 
provides unencumbered luster and an attentive strike. The yellow- 
gold surfaces are generally smooth, although the cheek and the field 
near the mouth display marks consistent with the grade. (#8748) 

2193 1901-S MS64 Prooflike NGC. One of just two Choice Prooflike 
examples of this issue graded by NGC, with none finer (5/08). 
Powerful yellow-orange mirrors host exactingly struck and pleasingly 
preserved devices. Remarkably appealing with few flaws. (#78749) 

2194 1906-D MS64 PCGS. Vibrantly lustrous yellow-gold surfaces show 
glimmers of orange. This first-year Denver piece offers bold detail 
and strong eye appeal. PCGS has graded 24 finer representatives 
(5/08). (#8760) 

2195 1907 MS63 Prooflike NGC. A boldly impressed and distinctly 
reflective Select example of this final-year issue, primarily yellow- 
gold with occasional antique-gold accents. One of just two Prooflike 
pieces so graded by NGC, with none finer (5/08). (#78763) 
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Deep Cameo PR64 1901 Ten Dollar 




2197 1901 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. Although the 1901 
is common in business strike format, proofs are rare. Only 85 
pieces were struck, some of which may have been spent by heirs, 
or even by turn of the century dealers, since proof gold type 
coins commanded little premium over face until after 1933. 
This is a fully struck lemon-gold near-Gem that has a hint of 
repunching on the bases of the 19 in the date. A small planchet 
flake on the field above the eagle’s neck serves as an identifier. 
The radiant devices provide noticeable contrast with the glass¬ 
like fields. Population: 3 in 64 Deep Cameo, 1 finer (5/08).

Important 1907 Wire Rim Eagle, MS65 




2198 1907 Wire Rim MS65 PCGS. Although the debate over whether 
the 1907 Wire Rim eagles are patterns or regular issues will 
probably never cease, all numismatists can agree that these first 
emissions of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ ten dollar design concept 
are steeped in historical significance and beauty. And while there 
are many important facts regarding the 1907 Wire Rim tens, one 
that hits close to home for numismatists is that this issue may 
not have existed were it not for President Theodore Roosevelt’s 
empathy for the coin collectors of America. Through his research 
in the Library of Congress, Roger Burdette uncovered a letter 
written by President Roosevelt to Secretary of the Treasury 
George Cortelyou on July 29, 1907, which reads in part: “As for 
the high relief coins, have several hundred struck and allow the 
collectors of the country to obtain specimens as you suggested, 
none to be issued until the new issue is out. They should be 
preserved as the work of a great American artist.” Shortly 
thereafter 542 pieces were struck—although 70 coins were later 
melted—and distributed to dignitaries or sold to collectors. 

Roosevelt’s admiration for the artistic talents of Saint- 
Gaudens has been publicized extensively and was a crucial factor 
in his decision to provide Americans with a more beautiful 
selection of circulating coinage. When polled as to one’s opinion 
of our nation’s most attractive coin designs, the top selections 
typically include the Saint-Gaudens eagle and double eagle issues 
of 1907. Cornelius Vermeule eloquently summarizes this fact in 
his Numismatic Art in America: “Both coins seem as modern a 
century after they were conceived as any issues, American or 
otherwise, produced in the past generation; and compared with 
what had been tolerated heretofore in the United States, both 
burst as skyrockets in the horizons of our academic creativity.” 

Pleasing red-gold coloration and pristine surfaces join to 
define this Gem 1907 Wire Rim ten. The strike is average for the 
issue, which is usually soft, and the characteristic swirling die 
polish lines accentuate the blazing luster throughout. Population: 
43 in 65, 18 finer (5/08).

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2199 1907 No Periods MS61 NGC. Peach-gold surfaces display soft 
luster and well impressed design elements. Several light to moderate 
contact marks, including some noticeable ones on the Indian’s 
cheek, define the grade, (#8852) 

2200 1907 No Periods MS62 PCGS. This is a well struck eagle that 
exhibits pleasing luster radiating from peach-gold surfaces. A few 
minuscule and superficial rim marks limit the grade. Housed in a 
green-label holder.

Gorgeous 1907 No Periods Ten, MS65 



2201 1907 No Periods MS65 PCGS. Housed in a green-label PCGS 
holder, this is a stunning Gem with pristine surfaces that exhibit 
only the faintest marks. Both sides are sharply detailed, and exhibit 
frosty yellow, green, and rose highlights. An exceptional coin for 
the type collector. (#8852) 


2202 1908 No Motto MS62 PCGS. This satiny ten dollar piece has 
attractive light green-gold toning, and the obverse is relatively 
free from small abrasions. Popular due to its low mintage of 33,500 
pieces. (#8853) 

2203 1912-S AU58 NGC. This Indian ten has sweeping luster and only 
a hint of wear on the eagle’s wing. The fields have surprisingly few 
visible abrasions, and only a subdued mark above the jaw is of any 
consequence. (#8872) 

2204 1913 MS63 NGC. Pleasing detail and uncommonly vibrant 
luster combine for striking visual appeal on this Select beauty. 
Carefully preserved for the grade assigned, though a handful of 
wispy flaws affect the fields.

2205 1913-S AU55 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces retain a fair amount 
of luster, and exhibit generally well defined design features. Minute 
abrasions are scattered over each side. (#8874) 



2206 1913-S AU58 NGC. With its minor mintage of 66,000 pieces 
and a notable lack of survivors in any Mint State grade, near-Mint 
representatives of the 1913-S are in high demand. Just a touch of 
friction affects the present example’s lustrous yellow-gold surfaces, 
and the well struck devices show few flaws aside from a handful of 
digs to the right of Liberty’s eye. NGC has graded 96 finer examples 
(5/08). (#8874) 


Lustrous Near-Mint 1913-S Ten 



2207 1913-S AU58 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces retain virtually 
intact luster, and the well struck portrait shows delightful wheat 
accents. Only occasional marks and minor friction preclude a finer 
designation. With its mintage of just 66,000 pieces, the 1913-S is a 
challenging issue among Saint-Gaudens eagles, and anything finer 
than this near-Mint coin is elusive; NGC has graded 96 such pieces 
(5/08). (#8874) 


2208 1914-D MS62 PCGS. Peach-gold surfaces display soft luster, and 
are imbued with hints of mint-green. Generally well struck, with a 
few minute marks on each side. (#8876) 
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High-End MS65 1914-D Ten Dollar 



2209 1914-D MS65 PCGS. Augustus Saint-Gaudens wanted to use 
these Liberty bust, standing eagle motifs on the twenty dollar coin, 
but correspondence with President Theodore Roosevelt resulted 
in them being used instead on the new ten dollar eagle. The bust 
on the coin is virtually identical to the head of the gilded Nike 
(representing Victory) of Saint-Gauden’s earlier Sherman monument 
in Central Park; though in this case Victory improbably wears an 
Indian feathered war bonnet instead of the original laurel crown. 
Produced yearly until 1916 but intermittently after that, the series 
has a few rarities both because of low mintages and from melting 
following the 1933 presidential Executive Order that recalled gold 
coins. This is a sharply struck and highly lustrous example that has 
unusually smooth surfaces. Uncommon at the Gem level, PCGS has 
graded only seven 1914-D eagles higher (05/08).

1914-S Ten Dollar, MS62 



2210 1914-S MS62 NGC. Honey-gold and light tan patina races over 
both sides of this S-mint ten dollar, each of which displays soft 
luster. The design elements reflect an adequate strikes. Several 
small marks are visible on both obverse and reverse, somewhat more 
so on the obverse. (#8877) 


2211 1915 MS63 NGC. The sun-gold obverse cedes to orange-gold 
on the reverse. Strikingly lustrous with pleasing detail, though a 
number of wispy abrasions in the fields preclude a finer designation. 
(#8878) 


Smooth Choice 1915 Indian Eagle 



2212 1915 MS64 NGC. Scintillating luster, unabraded surfaces, and a 
powerful strike combine to ensure the quality of this imposing near- 
Gem. The obverse is seamless yellow-gold. The reverse has glimpses 
of dark gray debris, which can likely be removed without adverse 
affect through proper conservation. Encased in a former generation 
holder. (#8878) 

2213 1926 MS64 NGC. Deep yellow-gold surfaces show rich rose 
overtones. Though slight softness is noted at the centers, the overall 
detail is solid. Excellent eye appeal for this type issue. (#8882) 

2214 1932 MS64 NGC. Dazzling luster adorns the apricot-gold and 
greenish-gray surfaces of this near-Gem ten dollar, and an attentive 
strike sharpens the design features. A few small contact marks 
account for the grade. (#8884) 

2215 1932 MS64 PCGS. Soft peach and lime-gold toning is illuminated 
by pleasing satiny luster across each side of this attractive near-Gem. 
Surface marks are not excessive for the grade. (#8884) 

2216 1932 MS64 PCGS. This is a nicely defined near-Gem Indian ten 
dollar that possesses vibrant luster. Yellow-gold surfaces reveal some 
grade-limiting marks, the most prominent occurring on the bonnet.

2217 1908 Motto PR67 NGC. With approximately 50 pieces believed 
extant in all grades, the 1908 proof ten is undeniably rare. Few 
collectors will have the opportunity to see an example, let alone 
possess one. Those fortunate enough to consider ownership 
of this first-year Indian eagle proof issue will have to accept 
a slightly impaired example or wait years between auction 
appearances to acquire a Superb Gem proof such as the current 
coin. In fact, Heritage has auctioned a mere four examples at this 
lofty grade level during the past 15 years. 

To understand why less than half of the original mintage 
of 116 proof 1908 tens have survived, one must consider a 
few factors. Being a new issue, some of the 1908 proof Saint- 
Gaudens coins were acquired by non-collectors and were likely 
treated as souvenirs as opposed to numismatic works of art. The 
ensuing two decades witnessed troubling financial times and 
the matte proof coins would have looked like the circulating 
coins of the same design to the average citizen, thus it is likely 
that some were circulated. Even contemporary collectors were 
not pleased with the concept of sandblasted proof gold as they 
were accustomed to the brilliant proof coinage of the previous 
five decades. And, since the premium paid for the early Saint- 
Gaudens proof coins was five cents over face value, the incentive 
to carefully preserve these pieces was apparently shared by only a 
few astute collectors. Breen (1988) stated that of the 25 or more 
1908 proof tens that he examined, nearly half showed “nicks or 
shiny spots from careless handling.” 

The current example is an exceptional survivor, displaying 
seemingly flawless surfaces and a bold strike, as one would expect 
with the assigned grade. The coloration is characteristic of early 
matte proof gold; a blend of khaki and olive. A stunning piece to 
behold!

2218 1850 XF40 PCGS. This green-gold double eagle was likely struck 
from bullion delivered from the California gold rush. Luster glimmers 
from protected regions, and there is an absence of consequential 
abrasions. (#8902)

2219 1850 AU53 NGC. Luster is prevalent across the reverse, and 
also illuminates the obverse stars and legends. The obverse rim is 
typically abraded at 3 and 10 o’clock, and the fields and chin display 
distributed marks customary for the denomination and grade. The 
earliest collectible date of the series. (#8902) 


2220 1851 AU53 NGC. Luminous yellow-gold surfaces show an 
interesting blend of green and orange accents. Well struck overall 
with light wear across the high points of the modestly abraded 
devices. (#8904) 

2221 1851 AU53 PCGS. This sun-gold twenty displays plentiful luster 
on the hair, coronet, wings, shield, and rays. The obverse field is 
moderately abraded, and the reverse field has a few faint hairlines.

2222 1851 AU53 AN ACS. Luster brightens the borders and devices. 
Moderate marks are distributed, but only those on upper right 
reverse rim seem worthy of mention. (#8904) 

2223 1851-0—Damaged, Polished—ANACS. AU Details. Net VF30. 

A short but relatively deep scratch near the profile was polished in 
an attempt at removal. Richly detailed and partly lustrous. New 
Orleans twenties are scarce. (#8905) 


Popular AU 1851-0 Double Eagle 



2224 1851-0 AU50 NGC. A popular issue as one of the first double 
eagles from the New Orleans Mint (and among the most available 
of the 1850s), but one that circulated widely. Today most certified 
survivors average Choice XF, and About Uncirculated examples 
such as the present piece are scarce, and Mint State pieces are very 
rare. Rich peach-gold patina characterizes both sides, each of which 
reveals minuscule circulation marks. Generally well defined on the 
motifs. Struck-though grease spots are noted on the lower reverse.

2225 1851-0 AU53 NGC. Luster glimmers from this green-gold O-Mint 
twenty. A moderate mark beneath the jaw is faded, and no other 
abrasions are remotely worthy of singular discussion. The demand 
for New Orleans double eagles is significant, and the 1851-0 is 
one of the few dates available to satisfy Southern gold collectors.

2226 1851-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU58 Details. New Orleans 
double eagles are under strong demand from Southern gold type 
set collectors, with the 1851-0 as the issue usually selected. A bit 
bright, and both sides display light hairlines. The left obverse has 
typical marks, but substantial luster is present, and the devices are 
well impressed. (#8905) 


2227 1852 XF45 NGC. Luster emerges from the design crevices of this 
butter-gold Type One twenty. The letters EK are faintly pinscratched 
on the left obverse field, and prolonged evaluation locates a few 
moderate field marks. (#8906) 

2228 1852 AU55 NGC. Soft, pleasing luster remains in the yellow-gold 
fields. A well struck and pleasing example of this earlier double 
eagle issue, minimally marked for the grade with only light wear. 
(#8906)

of remaining luster, especially across the reverse. Marks are present, 
but only those on the face and on the field near the chin merit even 
passing mention. From the initial obverse hub, which uses an L-

Borderline Uncirculated 1853 Double Eagle 


2232 1853 AU58 NGC. This conditionally scarce Type One twenty 
exhibits considerable luster, which is prominent throughout the 
borders and eagle. A loupe locates thin marks near obverse star 12 
and on the lower reverse, but these are expected of a double eagle 
briefly exposed to the rigors of circulation. (#8908)

2230 1852-0 AU50 NGC. The 190,000 coin mintage in 1852 was the 
second highest production of any New Orleans double eagle, due 
to the influx of gold from the California mines. Once the San 
Francisco Mint opened a couple years later, the supply of the yellow 
metal in New Orleans nearly dried up. 

A medium sized mintmark is just left of center over the N, 
and much closer to the tailfeathers. The surfaces have scattered 
marks that are consistent with the grade. This pleasing green-gold 
example has traces of pale orange highpoint toning. (#8907) 


Nicely Defined 1852-0 Double Eagle, AU55 


2231 1852-0 AU55 NGC. The peach-gold surfaces of this Choice AU 
twenty dollar display well delineated design elements, along with 
luster residing in the recessed areas. Each side reveals distributed 
minute marks. Most coins seen are in VF or XF. AU pieces become 
more difficult to acquire, and Mint State examples are rare. (#8907) 


Lustrous AU 1853/2 Twenty 


2233 1853/2 AU50 NGC. FS-301, formerly FS-008. Breen-7162. While 
mid-range examples of this popular variety command surprisingly 
little premium over their normal counterparts, higher-end circulated 
pieces are immensely desirable and often hotly contested at auction. 
The pale straw-gold surfaces of this piece offers strong luster through 
light to moderate abrasions. Well struck with minor wear across the 
high points.

2234 1853/2 AU53 NGC. FS-301. While the single-quotes on either 
side of the 2 on the label evoke the lingering questions about the 
nature of this variety, its desirability in AU53 is beyond question. 
The luminous orange-gold portrait has few overt abrasions, and the 
reverse fields are similarly clean. Attractive and important. Census: 
25 in 53, 54 finer (5/08). (#8909) 
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Condition Rarity 1853-0 Double Eagle, AU58 



2235 1853-0 AU58 NGC. The 1853-0 double eagle, coming from a 
mintage of 71,000 pieces, is relatively available in Very Fine and 
Extremely Fine grades. It becomes rare in the middle and upper 
reaches of About Uncirculated, and is very rare in Mint State 
(Douglas Winter, Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint). 

This yellow-gold near-Mint example displays ample luster in the 
recessed areas. The design elements are well defined, except for the 
usual softness in the bun and the hair atop Liberty’s head. Small 
marks are noted on the surfaces, especially the obverse, and on the 
rims of both sides. According to Winter, such marks are typical for 
the issue.

2236 1854 Small Date—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF35. 

Breen-7167. The date was initially entered with an upward slope 
before being repunched.

2237 1854 Small Date AU55 PCGS. Peach-gold luster emerges from 
design recesses. Original and attractive with faint wear on the 
wingtips.

238 1854-S XF45 NGC. A lightly circulated representative of this 

desirable first-year San Francisco twenty, primarily yellow-gold 
with occasional orange accents at the margins.

The pleasing surfaces exhibit pale, straw-gold 
toning imbued with slight greenish undertones. Boldly struck with 
small marks and wispy hairlines that are typical for the assigned 
grade.

The 1855-S is 
surprisingly scarce in Mint State, despite a handful of such pieces 
recovered from the S.S. Central America and S.S. Republic. Census:

2245 1856 AU50 NGC. A luminous yellow-orange obverse complements 
the purer yellow-gold of the reverse. Minimally marked for the 
grade assigned, with few flaws evident on the lightly worn devices.

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2246 1856 AU55 NGC. An elusive and difficult-to-find coin in Mint 
State, the 1856 is among the rarer Philadelphia Mint issues of the 
decade. The celebrated recoveries of immersed booty from the 
shipwrecks of the S.S. Central America and S.S. Republic failed to 
reveal more than a handful of survivors. This piece offers delectable 
orange-gold surfaces that are moderately prooflike, showing light 
field chatter and small abrasions that are consistent with the grade.

A yellow-gold representative that displays 
substantial glowing luster around each individual obverse star. The 
devices and legends are also lustrous. Refreshingly unmarked for a

2254 1857-S XF45 NGC. Light khaki-gold coloration occurs over the 
surfaces of this Choice XF example. Boldly struck and satiny, with 
numerous tiny marks and even wear on each side. A scarcer S-mint

2255 1857-S Spiked Shield MS64 PCGS. Ex: S.S. Central America. 
Variety 20A. SSCA 1124. Part of one of the most famous numismatic 
hoards, this 1857-S twenty offers effusive luster and has dappled 
tan-gray and apricot toning. The strike is exquisite, and marks are 
limited to a few minor obverse ticks and grazes. The reverse appears 
unabraded. Housed in its initial gold label holder. (#70000) 
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Enchanting Gem 185 7-S Double Eagle 



2256 1857-S MS65 NGC. Though the present example is not pedigreed 
to the S.S. Central America , such an origin is eminently plausible for 
this Gem 1857-S double eagle, since the issue was all but unknown 
in such a state prior to the shipwreck’s discovery. Vibrantly lustrous 
canary-gold surfaces show occasional rose and orange accents in the 
carefully preserved reverse fields, as well as a touch of alloy at the 
EN of TWENTY. Aside from a hint of softness at Liberty’s curls, 
the piece offers exacting detail, and the overall visual appeal is 
incredible. An excellent candidate for the similarly graded date or 
type set. Census: 70 in 65, 24 finer (5/08). (#8922) 


Crisp Choice AU 1858 Double Eagle 


2257 1858 AU55 NGC. Luster bathes the devices of this moderately 
abraded and crisply struck example. The reverse rim has a minor 
ding at 2:30. A lower mintage issue, since West Coast bullion was 
by now struck at the San Francisco Mint. The final year of the first 
obverse hub, which has a recut Y in LIBERTY and the designer’s 
initials entered too low on the bust truncation. (#8923) 


Widely Pursued 1858-0 Twenty AU53 



2258 1858-0 AU53 PCGS. A problem-free and original green-gold 
example with moderate wear on the hairbun and other highpoints. 
Southern gold collectors know that New Orleans is the scarcest 
mint of the double eagle denomination. Further, most O-mint 
twenties were struck between 1850 and 1852. The 1853-0 is very 
scarce, and a series of rare to very rare dates follow until the Civil 
War ended coinage in 1861. The exceptions are the 1857-0 and 
1858-0, which are collectible although highly elusive. The 1858-0 
has a mintage of just 35,250 pieces, and survivors are clustered in XF 
and AU. PCGS has certified only a single example as Mint State.

2259 1858-S AU55 NGC. Luster illuminates peripheral and protected 
areas, and although moderate marks are distributed, none 
individually distract.

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2260 1859 AU55 NGC. The low-mintage 1859 double eagle (43,597 
circulation strikes) is scarce in any grade, with most examples 
falling into the Very Fine to Extremely Fine range. Traces of luster 
reside in the recesses of this honey-gold Choice AU specimen, and 
the design elements are generally well defined. Minute marks are

2261 1859 AU58 PCGS. The 1859 double eagle is a low-mintage Type 
One issue of just 43,597 pieces. It is conditionally scarce in AU 
condition, and rare in Mint State.

The 
honey-gold, peach, and lime-green 

coloration is subtly variegated and highly attractive. The design 
elements are uniformly well struck throughout, except for a few of 
the peripheral obverse and upper reverse stars. In the absence of 
any noteworthy highpoint wear, it would seem that an Uncirculated 
grade assessment was prevented by the faint hairlines in the fields, 
along with a number of scattered, tiny abrasions.

Surprising violet undertones visit the deep 
yellow-gold surfaces. Well struck with only minor wear, though the

Primarily orange-gold with occasional glimmers 
of deeper color. Though light wear crosses the high points, this well 
struck double eagle offers plenty of eye appeal. (#8929) 

2268 1860 AU55 NGC. Only minor wear crosses the high points of 
the well struck central devices. Soft, pleasing luster graces the 
minimally marked yellow-gold surfaces. A solid example of this pre-

2269 1860-S AU53 NGC. Soft, pleasing luster remains on each side of 
this well struck and attractive S-mint double eagle. Minor abrasions 
and a handful of more serious marks are present on each side.

Only a trace amount of circulation wear is 
detected on the reverse, while the obverse displays slightly more rub 
on the highpoints. The piece has a somewhat muted appearance, 
but the overall level of remaining design detail is good.

2271 1861 AU55 NGC. Strongly lustrous for the Choice AU designation 
with striking visual appeal. Only a touch of wear affects the lightly 
marked devices, which offer better-than-average definition for the

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Rare 1861-0 Double Eagle, AU53 



2272 1861-0 AU53 PCGS. The 1861-0 was the last double eagle issue 
from the New Orleans Mint until 1879. Only 17,741 pieces were 
produced, by three different governments. In January, Union 
authorities struck 5,000 examples. An additional 9,750 coins 
were minted by the State of Louisiana, from late January through 
March 31. During the month of April a final 2,991 double eagles 
were produced, by the Confederate States of America. 

In 2006, Doug Winter estimated the total number of extant 
examples in all grades at 135-165 pieces. While 204 pieces have 
been encapsulated by NGC and PCGS, it is virtually certain that 
some unknown quantity of those coins have been resubmitted by 
their owners, in hopes of receiving a finer grade assessment. 

The current offering is an attractive AU survivor. Rather deep 
lime-gold toning adorns each side, along with strong accents of 
peach. With the exception of the bottoms of the digits 186 in 
the date, every feature is sharply struck. (Many of the surviving 
examples of this issue exhibit noticeable weakness on the date. 
In a vain effort to partially correct this defect, an employee 
at the New Orleans Mint apparently attempted to re-engrave 
the lower edge of the 8. The raised die lines from this work are 
faintly evident on the present example.) 

The highpoints of this coin only show slight wear. Both sides 
are moderately abraded, and a somewhat heavy milling mark is 
noted on Liberty’s chin. Minor rim bruises are likewise evident 
on each side. 

Despite the aforementioned defects, this piece retains a great 
deal of overall visual appeal, and represents a rare opportunity 
for the Southern gold collector. (#8934) 
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2273 1863 AU55 NGC. A solid Choice AU example from an issue 
that proves highly elusive any finer. This coin offers considerably 
reflective yellow-orange surfaces that are surprisingly well-preserved 
for the grade. The strike shows a degree of softness on Liberty’s 
coronet, but the overall effect is strongly appealing. Census: 31 in

2277 1864 AU58 PCGS. Strongly appealing for this Civil War-era 
issue of slightly over 200,000 business strikes. Only a hint of 
friction crosses the high points of the softly struck portrait, and the 
luminous orange-gold surfaces are generally free of overt abrasions. 
Finer examples are condition rarities; PCGS has graded just 23 such 
pieces (5/08). (#8941)

2274 1863 AU55 NGC. Well struck with flashy, semi-prooflike fields 
and appealing green-gold and rose toning. Though the fields display 
a number of minor abrasions, only a trace of wear crosses the devices. 
Overall, a solid example of this surprisingly unavailable Civil War- 
era issue. Census: 31 in 55, 50 finer (5/08). (#8939) 


2275 1863-S XF45 NGC. A lightly circulated example of this popular 
Civil War-era S-mint issue. Despite minor wear across the central 
devices, the yellow-gold fields retain excellent luster. (#8940)

2276 1863-S AU58 PCGS. Though production of double eagles continued 
unabated in California during the Civil War years, so did their 
circulation; only a tiny fraction of known survivors rate better than 
this attractive near-Mint piece. The rich butter-yellow surfaces retain 
vibrant luster with only a hint of haze, and the overall definition is 
pleasing. Light abrasions have little effect on the eye appeal.

2280 1866-S No Motto AU53 PCGS. Within the past two years a 
single Mint State 1866-S No Motto double eagle was certified at 
PCGS. Prior to that monumental occurrence, all experts agreed 
that only circulated examples existed of this enigmatic issue. Jeff 
Garrett and Ron Guth, in their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 
(2006) explain: “Even by today’s more liberal standards, there are 
no known Mint State examples. Both the Bass and Smithsonian 
specimens grade just Extremely Fine.” Akers, Breen, Winter, 
Crum, Bowers, and other specialists have shared the same 
sentiments in their past writings. The lone Uncirculated specimen 
graded by PCGS as MS60 is likely one of the AU58 coins in the 
Population Report. The NGC Census Report now lists two Mint 
State 1866-S No Motto twenties: an MS60 and an MS61. It is 
likely that the combined population of the three Uncirculated 
specimens represent one or, at most, two coins, keeping in mind 
the ubiquitous practices of resubmitting coins to realize a higher 
grade and crossing a coin to a different service. 

With fewer than 200 examples believed extant in all grades, 
the 1866-S No Motto is rare regardless of condition. In fact, 
it is considered the second rarest S-mint Liberty double eagle, 
behind the 1861 Paquet Reverse. Most pieces encountered are at 
the VF level and XF specimens are considered “excessively rare” 
(David Akers, 1982). Those capable of procuring a high grade 
example will be pleased with the acquisition of an eye-appealing 
AU coin, such as the piece offered here. Abrasions in the fields 
confirm that this coin either circulated lightly or was handled as 
bullion after being struck, as were all 1866-S No Motto double 
eagles. Original and showing ample luster, the current piece is 
an exceptional representative of this elusive issue. A notable 
mark on the cheek adjacent to Liberty’s mouth is perhaps all that 
keeps this coin from a Choice AU designation. Population: 12 in

2282 1866-S Motto AU53 PCGS. Substantial glowing luster hugs design 
elements, and abrasions are relatively minor given light circulation 
and the soft gold alloy. Struck one year too late to appear in the 
S.S. Republic and S.S. Brother Jonathan hoards, and thus scarce 
in Uncirculated grades. None have been certified by either major 
service above MS62. (#8950) 


Elusive 1866-S Motto Twenty, MS61 




2283 1866-S Motto MS61 NGC. The 1866-S No Motto double eagle 
is a major rarity, with a total of three Mint State pieces certified 
at NGC and PCGS combined. However, the 1866-S With Motto 
show nearly four dozen Uncirculated examples, all clustered in the 
lower Mint State range. Most specimens of both 1866-S varieties 
circulated extensively in the Old West, and today the average grade 
of certified 1866-S With Motto double eagles is only Choice XF or 
thereabouts. The issue was struck too late to be found on either 
the S.S. Republic (sunk 1857) or the S.S. Brother Jonathan (sunk 
1865). Only once before, in our Signature Auction #388 (11/2005, 
lot 2462) have we offered a specimen finer, in MS62. In MS61, this 
coin is bested by only nine MS62 pieces at both services combined, 
and there are none graded finer than MS62 (5/08). Even orange- 
gold color is seen over each side of this piece that displays subdued, 
satinlike luster. The most notable marks are clustered on the point 
of Liberty’s chin. (#8950) 


2284 1867-S AU50 NGC. Attractively lustrous for the grade assigned. 
Though the straw-gold portrait shows little hair detail, this is largely 
due to the strike; each side shows only mild wear. (#8952) 

2285 1867-S AU53 PCGS. Soft, pleasing luster prevails in the yellow- 
gold fields. Light, scattered abrasions have little effect on the overall 
eye appeal. A trifle weakly struck, as usual for this Type Two issue.

2286 1867-S AU53 NGC. Plenty of original mint luster glows over 
the surfaces of this AU specimen from the San Francisco Mint. 
Moderately worn across the highpoints, with numerous small,

Brassy-gold surfaces are laced with traces 
of light tan, exhibit well defined motifs, and display luster in the 
protected areas.

Dusky butter-yellow surfaces show light wear 
across the high points of the softly struck devices. The fields show

Well struck with bold luster and minimal 
wear on the highpoints. A lovely, lightly abraded twenty with 
appealing green-gold and copper-orange coloration. (#8954) 

2290 1868-S AU55 NGC. Ample luster resides in the recessed areas of 
this brassy-gold Choice AU twenty dollar, and the design features 
generally show nice detail, save for minor detail in portions of 
Liberty’s hair. The usual number of small contact marks are scattered

A few small abrasions are present, mostly on the 
obverse, as one would expect for a large gold coin in this grade.

2293 1869-S AU58 PCGS. This partly lustrous Borderline Uncirculated 
twenty is nicely struck save for the left-side obverse stars. The 
cheek has an unobtrusive and shallow scrape, but the reverse is 
refreshingly unabraded. Technically, the mintmark qualifies as 
misplaced, since the upper serif touches the eagle’s tail. Population:

2294 1870-S AU55 NGC. The luminous yellow-gold shadings of the 
well struck obverse cede to more lively honey-orange on the crisply 
defined reverse. Only a touch of wear on each side precludes a finer 
designation. (#8959) 


2295 1870-S AU55 PCGS. Although the San Francisco Mint produced 
982,000 double eagles in 1870, relatively few examples were saved 
from circulation. This Choice AU coin is very attractive for the 
grade, with only mild scuffiness and slight wear on the design’s high 
points. (#8959) 


Near-Mint 1870-S Double Eagle 



2296 1870-S AU58 NGC. Bright luster dominates the reverse, 
and illuminates plentiful portions of the obverse. The strike is 
assertive, and the fields are surprisingly void of bagmarks. A couple 
of moderate abrasions are concealed within Liberty’s hair. The 
date was entered too high, and the 1 touches the bust truncation.

Proof like Mint State 1872 Twenty Dollar 



2297 1872 MS61 Prooflike NGC. CAC. This well struck and flashy 
piece displays the expected distributed small abrasions. The 1872 
is extremely scarce in Mint State, as are all pre-1873 double eagles 
with the exception of shipwreck hoard dates such as the 1857-S. 
As of (5/08), NGC has certified only three 1872 double eagles as 
Prooflike. The other two pieces grade AU58, which makes the 
present piece the only example certified as both Mint State and

2298 1872-S AU58 PCGS. A well struck and shining near-Mint example 
of this popular Type Two issue. The obverse is primarily yellow-gold, 
while orange shadings are prominent on the minimally marked 
reverse. (#8965) 

2299 1873-S Open 3 AU50 NGC. A well-defined piece for the issue, 
though the hair shows typical softness and the lustrous yellow-gold 
surfaces exhibit numerous abrasions. Despite its flaws, this coin 
offers solid visual appeal. (#8979) 
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Condition Rarity 1874 Double Eagle, MS64, One of Three Finest Known 



2300 1874 MS64 PCGS. A perusal of the PCGS/NGC population 
data indicates that the majority of the 1874 double eagles fall 
into the Very Fine to About Uncirculated range. Douglas Winter 
and Michael Fuljenz, in their 1999 treatise Type Two Double 
Eagles 1866-1876: A Numismatic History and Analysis , write 
that the existence of a small group of coins in Europe a few 
years ago make MS60 pieces sometimes available. The date is 
rare in MS61, and very rare in MS62. Specifically, the certified 
population figures reveal a significant decrease between these 
two grades, with the latter showing slightly more than 30 pieces. 
The two services have seen a mere five Select coins, three 
MS64s, and nothing higher (5/08)! 

Winter and Fuljenz contend that locating an 1874 twenty 
dollar with good eye appeal is difficult: “Any example which 
shows minimal marks, good luster and no signs of having been 
cleaned is greatly prized by collectors and invariably trades for a 
strong premium.” 

The current near-Gem will therefore delight the interested 
bidder. Potent luster radiates from both sides, each of which has 
benefited from an attentive strike. Moreover, the dentilation is 
bold throughout; some coins, according to Winter and Fuljenz, 
show localized weakness on the dentils. The original surfaces 
display apricot-gold over most of the obverse, with a splash of 
brass-gold in the central area. Apricot-gold color dominates the 
reverse. A handful of small marks on Liberty’s cheek and neck 
preclude full Gem classification. (#8970) 
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2301 1874-CC XF45 NGC. This is an impressive example of this 
Carson City Mint double eagle, for the Choice XF grade level. 
Moderately worn with a few noticeable marks and attractive green- 
gold coloration. (#8971)

2302 1874-CC AU53 NGC. Traces of luster reside in the protected 
areas of this Carson City representative, and yellow-gold patina 
dominates both sides. The reverse design elements are sharply 
defined, while a couple of the obverse star centers and portions of 
Liberty’s hair are weak. The most noticeable of the several marks 
scattered about occurs in the left obverse field. (#8971) 


2303 1875 MS61 PCGS. Elements of frostiness grace the softly struck 
portrait on this immensely lustrous yellow-gold example. A pleasing 
Type Two twenty despite a number of light to moderate abrasions 
across each side. (#8973)

2304 1875 MS62 PCGS. A well directed strike sharpens the design 
elements, and rich apricot-gold patina laced with light tan bathes 
both sides. Light to moderate contact marks break the luster flow in 
localized areas. The 1875 is available through MS60 to MS61, but 
becomes more challenging in higher grades. (#8973) 


2305 1875-CC VF30 NGC. A luminous mid-range example of this 
popular Carson City double eagle issue. Despite wispy marks and 
a handful of more serious abrasions, it offers strong visual appeal.

2306 1875-CC AU53 NGC. Pale yellow-gold surfaces retain a surprising 
degree of luster for the grade. Though the strike is soft on the 
portrait, the reverse offers better detail. A great example of this 
popular Type Two Carson City double eagle issue. (#8974) 

2307 1876 AU58 PCGS. Deep shades of orange-gold and rose adorn the 
fields and centers, while pleasing mint-green toning accompanies 
the peripheries. Highly lustrous with just a trace of wear noted on 
Liberty’s hair bun. A moderate scrape is noted in the lower right 
obverse field; most of the other surface marks are minor. (#8976) 

2308 1876—Scratched—ANACS. MS60 Details. Strongly lustrous 
yellow-gold surfaces host well struck devices that offer delightful 
frostiness. Lightly abraded overall with several moderate scratches 
on and to the left of Liberty’s face. (#8976) 



2309 1876 MS62 PCGS. From the ephemeral Light Motto reverse hub, 
which was only used on certain 1876 double eagles. It is identified 
by two long rays, instead of three short rays, on the left edge of the 
glory rays above the eagle. The denomination was spelled out in 
1877, ending the brief reign of the Light Motto subtype. A lustrous 
butter-gold example with a good strike and a few noticeable marks 
on the field near the nose. (#8976)

2310 1876-CC AU53 NGC. A generous amount of yellow-gold luster 
outlines design recesses, and although the cheek and hair show 
slight wear, no marks are of any significance aside from a few tiny 
ticks concealed on the horizontal shield lines. A popular mintmark 
in attractive AU condition.

In 1876, 
that facility produced 138,441 double eagles, the largest double eagle 
mintage in the 24 year history of that mint. This pleasing piece has 
satiny light yellow surfaces with minimal abrasions. The reverse has 
a faint crack through ERIC. (#8977) 
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Choice AU 1876-CC Twenty 


2312 1876-CC AU55 NGC. This centennial-year CC-mint double eagle 
is boldly impressed, and the reverse retains the majority of its initial 
luster. Obverse luster is encircles the stars and fills the coronet and 
hair. No marks are worthy of comment aside from a reed mark above 
the jaw and a thin mark above the right (facing) wing. (#8977) 


Low Mintage 1878-CC Double Eagle, AU53 


2318 1878-CC AU53 PCGS. The 1878-CC double eagle, with a low 
mintage of 13,180 coins, is one of the rarest Carson City Mint 
issues. Traces of luster cling to the devices of this AU53 specimen, 
and sharp definition characterizes the design elements. Several 
small marks are scattered about. (#8986) 


2315 1877-CC—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
VF20. Both sides have numerous pinscratches, and the surfaces are 
bright from a cleaning. A popular low mintage Carson City issue.

2316 1877-S AU58 Proof like NGC. A deeply reflective piece with little 
evidence of highpoint friction. The mirrors, which combine with 
the frosted devices to approach black-and-gold contrast, amplify 
numerous small abrasions found in the fields.

2317 1878 MS62 PCGS. Dramatic copper-orange and lime-gold toning 
is illuminated by intense cartwheel luster across each side of this 
attractive Mint State piece.

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2313 1876-S AU58 NGC. This is an impressive piece with nearly full 
mint luster and lovely peach and rose coloration. Well struck with 
minor wear and scattered small to moderate marks on both sides.

2314 1877 MS61 Proof like NGC. This richly prooflike example displays 
lovely red-gold toning over both sides. It is well struck, except 
for a few of the obverse stars, and the surfaces are peppered with 
numerous bagmarks.

2319 1879 MS61 NGC. A generous mintage of more than 200,000 coins 
means that examples are usually available in all circulated grades, 
but Mint State coins are quite elusive. This frosty Mint State piece 
has moderately abraded surfaces that are consistent with the grade. 
Brilliant yellow-gold is accompanied by faint rose toning on each 
side.

2320 1879 MS62 Prooflike NGC. Of the nine Prooflike examples of 
this issue graded at NGC, the present piece ranks second, just 
behind a single MS63 representative (5/08). Flashy yellow-gold fields 
offer undeniable reflectivity, and the strike is impressively bold. 
The fields show numerous shallow marks but few overt abrasions.

2321 1879-CC AU53 NGC. This orange-toned example has plentiful 
luster, and the portrait and wings show only moderate friction. 
Smooth overall given its light circulation, despite nearly 
imperceptible hairlines and a subtle cluster of marks beneath the 
hairbun. Because of higher transportation costs of bullion to and 
from the Carson City Mint, the Treasury decided on Feb. 26, 1879 to 
suspend shipments to the facility. Bullion at hand was coined, then 
production ceased. Because of its low mintage, the 1879-CC twenty 
is nearly unobtainable in Mint State, since NGC has certified 
just seven such pieces as of (5/08). Even quality AU examples are 
elusive, relative to the large number of Carson City and double eagle

Doubled Die Reverse 1879-S Twenty MS61 



2322 1879-S MS61 PCGS. STATES OF AMERICA and IN GOD WE 
TRUST are nicely die doubled on this lustrous and crisply struck 
double eagle. The variety is currently unlisted in Cherry pickers, but 
will likely be listed in a future edition. Moderately abraded, but the 
only noticeable mark is a brief thin line at 1 o’clock. (#8991) 


Condition Scarcity 1881-S Twenty Dollar, MS62 



2323 1881-S MS62 NGC. The 1881-S is plentiful in grades from Very 
Fine to MS61, but is scarce any finer. This MS62 specimen is 
impressively struck, with lustrous surfaces displaying peach-gold 
patina tinted with light green. Light contact marks are scattered 
about, more so on the obverse. Census: 58 in 62, 3 finer (5/08).

2324 1882-CC AU50 PCGS. This generally lustrous Carson City 
twenty has an original appearance and only light wear on the cheek 
and hair. The strike is slightly soft at the centers, although the stars 
and denticles are sharp.

A well-defined example of this mid-date Carson City issue with just 
minor wear across the high points.

2326 1883-CC AU53 NGC. This lightly worn Carson City twenty 
offers excellent detail on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s feathers. The 
lightly abraded wheat-gold surfaces retain pleasing luster and even a 
degree of flash. (#8999) 

2327 1883-S MS61 PCGS. Tall S. This boldly struck twenty has vibrant 
luster and the expected number of small obverse marks, the most 
noticeable on the 1 in the date. The reverse is comparatively clean. 
(#9000) 

2328 1883-S MS62 PCGS. Tall S mintmark, apparently scarcer than the 
Small Squat S also seen on this issue. This sharply struck and mildly 
prooflike representative has pleasing eye appeal despite moderate 
contact on the cheekbone and on the field near the scrollwork.

2329 1883-S MS62 PCGS. This Mint State example displays great 
cartwheel luster on the obverse and flashy, semi-prooflike fields on 
the reverse. The design elements are fully struck, as minor scuffiness

2330 1884-CC AU53 NGC. Boldly struck except for minor weakness on 
most of the obverse stars. A great deal of luster remains evident for 
the grade.

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Wondrous 1885 Twenty, MS62 ★ 



2332 1885 MS62 ★ NGC. The 1885 is an instantly recognizable 
date among Liberty double eagle enthusiasts, part of a string of 
low-mintage or null-mintage Philadelphia business strike dates 
that extended through most of the 1880s. Its circulation-strike 
production of just 751 pieces, while not the lowest in the sequence 
(that honor belongs to the 1882, at 571 examples), is widely 
recognized and highly prized today. As noted by Garrett and Guth, 
“It goes without saying that the date is extremely popular.” 

In keeping with its elusive nature, the 1885 double eagle 
appears only infrequently in the numismatic marketplace. Most 
known examples are circulated. Heritage has offered this issue 
in grades through MS62, at that level only twice before, and 
those two appearances are by the same NGC-certified coin; 
it was part of the Eagle Collection and later the Richard J. 
Chouinard Collection. The present piece is the only other MS62 
example graded by NGC and was awarded the Star designation, 
which the other piece did not receive. NGC has graded two 
numerically finer examples (5/08). 

Each side of this wonderful example exhibits razor-sharp 
striking detail, with surprising definition on the individual 
strands of Liberty’s hair. Nuanced yellow-orange surfaces offer 
delightful reflectivity, in keeping with the low mintage, and the 
overall visual appeal is amazing. Only a handful of overt marks 
are present, and the wispy flaws that preclude Select status, 
though justly factored into the technical grade, do not accurately 
convey the coin’s impressive appearance. An important 
opportunity for the dedicated Liberty double eagle collector.

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Rare, Low Mintage 1885 Twenty Dollar, MS62 



2333 1885 MS62 PCGS. Whenever a collection of Liberty double 
eagles is consigned, invariably the first question is, “Does it have 
an 1885 and an 1882?” Usually the answer is “no.” The reason, 
of course, is the extremely low mintages and subsequent high 
prices that keep these coins out of the collections of all but the 
most determined date and mintmark sets. Years ago collectors 
were not as particular about the difference between proofs and 
business strikes. Today the characteristics of each are known, 
and collectors appreciate each for what they are. As a result, 
collectors today are much less willing to place a proof into a set 
of otherwise circulation strike coins. 

This piece shows the diagnostics that are common to all 
business strikes. The date is low, the 8 is centered directly below 
the B in J.B.L., and the 5 is noticeably closer to the denticles 
than the lowest hair curl. Breen also noted that business strikes 
have “the usual notch minutely 1. of 5.” On the reverse, there is 
no lump at the upper left of the F in OF, as seen on proofs. All 
the 1885 circulation strikes we have seen show reflective fields. 
Flowever, they do not have the deep reflectivity that comes 
from striking on polished planchets. Interestingly, the upper 
obverse of this piece shows a slight orange-peel effect, which is 
normally associated with proofs from this era. However, there is 
no trace of this effect elsewhere in the fields. 

The devices are fully defined on each side. A few tiny ticks 
define the grade of this coin, but the only ones that deserve 
individual mention are a series of short marks below the eye of 
Liberty. A rare opportunity for the advanced collector of twenty 
dollar Liberty gold.

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2334 1885-CC VF30 NGC. The luminous and dusky yellow-gold 
surfaces of this mid-range Carson City twenty show light, scattered 
abrasions. Well struck for the issue with appreciable remaining

2335 1885-S MS62 PCGS. Powerfully lustrous with razor-sharp detail 
for this San Francisco issue. Despite a number of light abrasions 
on the yellow-gold surfaces, this coin offers impressive eye appeal. 
(#9005) 

2336 1888-S MS62 ★ NGC. Powerful obverse mirrors lend obvious eye 
appeal to this exactingly struck S-mint twenty. Despite a number of 
light to moderate marks across each side, the overall appearance is 
remarkable. (#9009) 

2337 1888-S MS62 PCGS. A nicely struck yellow-gold piece that has 
soft, pleasing luster. Liberty’s cheek and the obverse and reverse 
fields are only lightly abraded. (#9009) 


Lustrous 1889-CC Double Eagle, AU58 



2338 1889-CC AU58 PCGS. The popularity of the 1889-CC double 
eagle comes in part from its relationship with the rare ‘89-CC 
Morgan dollar. With a mintage of 30,945 coins, it is only a scarce 
issue in the double eagle lineup. This is a factor of supply and 
demand. The supply of the double eagle is smaller than the Morgan 
dollar, while the demand for the double eagle is substantially lower 
than that for the dollar. The present, highly lustrous, double eagle 
has a trace of highpoint wear. It has nearly full luster with brilliant 
yellow-gold surfaces that exhibit slight abrasions. (#9011) 


2341 1890-CC AU50 PCGS. Ex: Rainy Day Collection. Bright peach- 
gold surfaces display traces of luster in the protected areas, and are 
lightly abraded. An attentive strike brings out sharp definition on 
the design features.

2342 1890-CC AU53 NGC. This late Carson City double eagle issue is 
popular and relatively affordable, making it an attractive choice for 
type collectors. This example is well detailed, with green-gold color 
and copper accents near the devices.

2343 1890-CC AU53 NGC. Despite light wear, this Carson City twenty 
offers surprising reflectivity, particularly on the impressive reverse. 
Strongly detailed with only wispy flaws on the yellow-orange 
surfaces. (#9014) 


Borderline Uncirculated 1890-CC Twenty 



2344 1890-CC AU58 NGC. The mint luster extends across the fields 
and is essentially full. Careful evaluation is needed to locate any 
traces of friction. A few hairlines are evident beneath a loupe, but 
bagmarks are unusually few in number. The usual reverse with 
minor die doubling, especially visible on the LUR in PLURIBUS.

2345 1891-S MS62 NGC. Well-defined with powerfully lustrous yellow- 
gold surfaces. This S-mint twenty shows surprisingly few marks for 
the grade, with only a handful of abrasions and miscellaneous luster 
flaws precluding Select status. (#9018) 


Moderately Scarce 1889-CC Double Eagle 


2339 1889-CC MS61 PCGS. The 1889-CC double eagle is moderately 
scarce in Uncirculated grades. This MS61 example displays semi- 
prooflike fields that offer mild contrast with the motifs. A well 
executed strike delivers strong definition to the design features, 
except for weakness in some of the star centers. Several minuscule 
marks are visible over each side. (#9011) 

2340 1890 MS62 PCGS. Each piece offers vibrant luster with a touch of 
satin. Well-defined with primarily butter-yellow surfaces that show 
occasional hints of alloy, most notably at Liberty’s ear. PCGS has 
graded 31 finer pieces (5/08). (#9013) 


Nicely Struck 1892 Twenty Dollar, AU58 


2346 1892 AU58 NGC. Partially prooflike fields establish mild contrast 
with the motifs of this near-Mint example. Both sides exhibit peach- 
gold color and are lightly abraded. A well executed strike leaves 
sharp definition on the design elements, including Liberty’s hair, 
the star centers, and the eagle’s plumage. (#9019) 

2347 1892-CC—Obverse Spot Removed—NCS. AU Details. This low 
mintage Carson City double eagle has ample luster and only slight 
wear on the hair curls. A spot above the coronet tip is tooled with a 
cluster of pinscratches, and moderate marks are distributed. (#9020) 
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Smooth Choice AU 1892-CC Twenty 




2348 1892-CC AU55 NGC. This charming better date Carson City 
twenty has pleasing luster for the Choice AU level. Marks are 
uncommonly few and minor, given its light circulation during the 
second term of Grover Cleveland. The eye appeal is undoubtedly 
higher than many Uncirculated but bagmarked examples. (#9020) 


2350 1900 MS64 PCGS. Fully struck with intense, coruscating mint 
frost and beautifully deep rose-gold toning across both sides. A 
couple of small marks near Liberty’s mouth and chin and a few 
wispy luster grazes in the left obverse field are all that prevent a 
Gem grade. (#9037)

Lustrous MS63 1893-CC Twenty 
With Original Surfaces 



2349 1893-CC MS63 PCGS. This Select quality double eagle is from 
the Carson City Mint’s final issue. The shimmering satiny luster and 
yellow-gold toning, with peach highlights, is highly attractive. Most 
numismatists would rate this as a well struck piece, despite a hint 
of weakness on some the design’s highest points. A faint smudge 
mark on the back of and just behind Liberty’s hair bun is probably 
from a speck of grease on the die at the time of striking. “Choice 
examples are very scarce, and only one coin has been certified at 
the MS-64 level,” according to Garrett and Guth’s Encyclopedia of 
US. Gold Coins. Population: 18 in 63, 0 finer (5/08).

2351 1900 MS65 NGC. More than 40,000 1900 double eagles are 
certified as Mint State, but the population data drops precipitously 
above the MS64 grade. That is because double eagles from the turn 
of the century were regarded strictly as bullion until after Roosevelt’s 
1933 gold recall. Pieces were loosely stored in bags, and indifferently 
shipped from one vault to another. The present well struck Gem, 
however, somehow escaped mishandling, and retains the full luster 
and smooth fields of its initial production. (#9037)

2352 1902-S MS63 NGC. Many examples of the 1902-S twenty dollar 
have returned from Europe and South America in recent years, 
making the issue easy to obtain in XF to MS62 condition (Jeff 
Garrett and Ron Guth, 2006). A blend of apricot-gold and mint- 
green patina covers the lustrous surfaces of this Select specimen, 
and an attentive strike imparts strong definition on the design 
elements.

2353 1902-S MS63 PCGS. Sweeping luster, an alert strike, and attractive 
peach and green-gold toning combine to confirm the eye appeal of 
this vivacious Liberty twenty. The reverse is void of consequential 
marks, and the obverse is only lightly abraded aside from moderate 
contact on the eyebrow. (#9042) 
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2355 Four-Piece ‘Liberty Head Gold Collection’ MS63 NGC. Each 
piece is pleasingly lustrous and attractive for the grade. This lot 
includes: 1903 quarter eagle, 1885-S half eagle, 1893 eagle, and 
1904 double eagle.

2365 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS65 PCGS. Price guides and 
reference books divide the 1907 High Relief twenties into two 
subtypes: Wire Rim and Flat Rim. In reality, both types were 
struck from the same dies and by the same process. The rim 
variations were actually the result of an incorrect combination 
of milling and planchet size. The first 8,000 or so High Relief 
double eagles struck under the aforementioned arrangement 
displayed a fin, or partial wire rim, particularly on the obverse, 
and were considered flawed. The problem was readily addressed 
by Mint Director Leach. As explained by Roger Burdette in his 
Renaissance of American Coinage, 1905-1908: 


“Efforts by Clark, Barber and others had resulted in 
almost complete elimination of the rim fin on the high 
relief coins and by December 20 Director Leach wrote 
to Barber, ‘I am more than delighted with the results you 
have obtained in preventing the fin.’ Much of the credit 
for improvement goes to Leach. He had tested changes in 
the milling of planchets in San Francisco before he came 
to Washington. He had also brought several pre-shaped 
planchets (Roberts’ ‘forming die’ idea) to Philadelphia 
for testing. The pre-shaped planchets worked no better 
than ordinary ones, but the pieces struck from differently 
milled planchets produced superior results.” 


After the adjustments were made approximately 4,000 more 
1907 High Relief twenties were struck, with these being the Flat 
Rim variant. Collectors today value each subtype similarly due 
to the insignificant nature of the rim anomaly. 

The satiny luster, boldly struck features, and remarkably well 
preserved surfaces confirm the exceptional state of preservation 
of this extraordinary High Relief. A tiny alloy spot on the 
obverse and a minuscule abrasion on the reverse’s sun are the 
only imperfections worthy of mention.

2366 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim PR66 ★ NGC. For Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle enthusiasts, few debates are so contentious as the 
issue of proofs among High Relief double eagles. Depending on 
one’s definitions, the number of High Relief proofs struck could 
range from none to the entire issue, with a “middle ground” that 
falls on the lower side of the scale. Research performed by Roger 
Burdette and reprinted in his Renaissance of American Coinage 
series suggests that all High Relief examples were struck at least 
three times, with careful quality control on dies and planchets 
per President Roosevelt’s orders. 

Assuming no variation among High Relief coins, this can 
lead to one of two conclusions: all pieces are proofs, since each 
meets the technical definition often employed for proofs; or 
none of the pieces are proofs, since there are no examples that 
were struck in a distinctly different fashion from their peers. 
Other authorities have suggested a small coinage of proofs based 
on differing collars used or minute changes in die preparation; 
David Akers put forth a similar theory in 1975. Among the 
numismatic titans that disagree are top-flight grading services 
NGC and PCGS; while the former has certified an appreciable 
percentage of the population as proofs, the latter firm has 
assigned only Mint State designations to High Relief pieces. 

Leaving aside the question of whether or not Proofs exist, 
there is little room for dispute that the sumptuous Premium Gem 
offered here exhibits remarkable beauty and technical appeal. 
The strike is bold, even more so than is characteristic for the 
issue, and the warm butter-yellow surfaces offer strong, special 
luster beneath delicate patina. Its preservation is excellent, and 
its eye appeal is wonderful. NGC has certified 219 examples of 
the High Relief issues as proofs, 111 pieces without regard to 
Wire Rim or Flat Rim status, 102 coins as Wire Rim, and a mere 
six specimens as Flat Rim; of those six, the two numerically 
finest are a pair of PR66 pieces, and this is the only coin at that

With one exception, no 1914-S has 
been certified by either NGC or PCGS above MS66. That 
exception is the present coin, which stands alone as the single 
finest certified. The 1914-S has the highest mintage of any issue 
from the teens, but few collectors even considered setting aside 
examples of such a high denomination, aside from Philadelphia 
Mint proofs and the highly popular High Relief issue. 

A sizeable majority of 1914-S twenties were eventually melted, 
particularly after the 1933 gold recall. However, hard money 
advocates also acquired quantities, many of which came from 
foreign bank vault hoards, which have been widely disbursed 
in recent decades. Those pieces had one thing in common: 
bagmarks, caused by coin to coin contact within sealed bags as 
they were moved from one location to another, including a likely 
journey by ship overseas. 

The large size and soft gold alloy of double eagles made it 
nearly impossible for examples to survive in high grades under 
such circumstances, but a few pieces faced better odds than 
their peers. Those were placed into advanced cabinets, such as 
the Connecticut State Library or John Clapp collections. Even 
so, it is miraculous that any Superb Gems exist today, since 
indifferent handling at the San Francisco Mint itself would 
cause abrasions before any possible collector intervention. 

The present piece, then, is a marvel. It is one in a million, or 
more explicitly, one in 1.498 million. Those familiar with MS65 
1914-S twenties know that they have numerous small marks, 
which are unacceptable for the MS67 grade. But this coin is 
remarkably smooth. Only one or two minute marks on each side 
are visible with the unaided eye, and these are concealed within 
the devices. The yellow-gold surfaces are lustrous and crisply 
struck, but it is the exceptional preservation that makes the 
current lot so important to those who demand only the finest for

2412 1922-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. The popular 1922-S double eagle is 
an elusive issue, despite a production of nearly 3 million coins. This 
splendid example has rich, frosty yellow-gold luster with hints of 
olive and iridescent toning. The surfaces are nearly pristine with a 
few scattered abrasions. PCGS has only certified 12 finer examples

2413 1923-D MS65 PCGS. Boldly struck and richly lustrous, with an 
interesting die crack that vertically bisects the sun, on the lower 
reverse. Lovely sun-gold and pale sea-green coloration adorns the 
radiant, satiny surfaces. Just two to three small marks are noted on

An outstanding example that has a 
nearly immaculate obverse field. It is difficult to believe that this 
piece once resided loose within a sealed Treasury bag, but it likely 
did, where probably remained within a stack that prevented the 
usual surface marks. NGC and PCGS combined have certified only

2420 1925-S AU58 PCGS. Despite a mintage of 3,776,500 pieces, the 
1925-S is much rarer than its lower mintage 1925 Philadelphia 
counterpart. The 1925-S is also significantly scarcer than the 1925- 
D. Most of the mintage apparently went from Treasury vaults to the 
smelter following the 1933 gold recall. This lustrous example has the 
look of a Mint State coin, but Liberty’s chest has a hint of friction. 
Scattered minor marks are unimportant for the grade. (#9182) 



2421 1926-D MS62 PCGS. Garrett and Guth (2006) perhaps said it 
best in their Encyclopedia of US. Gold Coins: “The 1926-D issue is 
a very rare coin. The mintage was laid to waste by the bureaucrats 
who demanded that all gold coins be returned from circulation and 
melted in the 1930s. The few that did survive were either found 
overseas or were held back by a handful of wealthy collectors able 
to keep them through the turmoil of the ensuing few decades.” 
As a result, most collectors today are content with any Mint State 
example of this elusive date, especially considering that the few Gem 
examples that have sold recently have realized six-figure prices. 

The specimen offered here has the luster of a higher grade 
coin, although strike weakness—as sometimes encountered on 
this issue—and two abrasions in the left obverse field have served 
to limit the grade to just below the Select Uncirculated level. 
Pleasing apricot-gold coloration is uniformly dispersed across both 
the obverse and the reverse.

2423 1927 MS64 PCGS. Warm yellow-gold overall with distinct orange 
accents across the reverse fields. Pleasing for the grade with strong 
luster, though the surfaces show just a few too many scattered marks 
for a finer designation.

2428 1931-D MS64 PCGS. While graded MS64 because of a few 
minute ticks on each side, this near-Gent has the look and 
aesthetic appeal of a substantially higher grade. The central 
obverse and reverse are brilliant with light pink luster, framed 
by pale green toning along the borders. The design elements on 
both sides are boldly displayed. If graded separately, the reverse 
would garner a finer numeric designation. 

Struck during the waning years of U.S. gold production just 
before the bank holiday of 1933, few examples (or possibly none 
at all) actually entered circulation at the time. The few that were 
released during the 1930s almost certainly went directly to coin 
collectors, and they are mostly lower grade Mint State coins. 
Most of the 106,500 coins minted were later melted, primarily 
in the later 1930s. There was little need for these or other coins 
during the height of the Great Depression. The Denver Mint 
produced 4-48 million cents, 1.26 million dimes, and 106,500 
double eagles. The 5.8 million coin annual production at Denver 
in 1931 is less than a week’s work in today’s facility. 

In today’s numismatic arena, the population provides a good 
indication of available grades. PCGS has certified two AU coins, 
six MS60 or 61 pieces, 33 in MS62 or 63, 39 in MS64, and 19 
MS65 or 66 pieces. The average of these coins is MS63.3. The 
present piece is therefore slightly better than average.

Very Rare A. Bechtler Five Dollar 128G. 22C., K-28, AU50 




2429 (1837-42) A. Bechtler Five Dollar, 128G. 22C. AU50 NGC. 

K-28, R.6. The Bechtler family, “Alt Christoph,” as Breen calls 
him, “Old Christoph,” and his nephew (also named Christoph, 
later anglicized to Christopher) and sons August and Karl 
emigrated from Germany to Philadelphia in 1829, setting up 
a clock and watch repair shop. Apparently as a result of the 
widespread publicity surrounding the gold strikes in North 
Georgia and North Carolina, they settled around 1830 in 
Rutherford County, North Carolina, where they struck a series 
of well-accepted gold coins. They enjoyed a monopoly (along 
with Templeton Reid in Georgia) on Southern gold coinage 
until 1838, when the United States opened its first branch mints, 
after which the Bechtler coinage slowed. Alt Christoph gave 
the business to his son August in 1840, dying two years later. 
August moved the business to downtown Rutherfordton, where 
he produced large quantities of gold dollars between 1842 and his 
own death in 1846. Christopher Jr., the nephew, then inherited 
the business, ceasing production only in 1849 or 1850. The 
Bechtler gold products circulated side by side with the federal 
issues until well after the Civil War. 

This five dollar piece was at one time considered among 
the rarest of the Bechtler issues, ranked as R.8—’’unique or 
nearly so”— in Kagin’s reference. The coin says CAROLINA 
GOLD rather than GEORGIA GOLD as on the more 
common K-23 five dollar piece, and A. BECHTLER rather 
than C. BECHTLER. The 128G. 22C. is in the center of the 
obverse. In the more than 25 years since Kagin published his 
reference, about 20 pieces in all grades, less an unknown number 
of duplications, now appear in the combined NGC/PCGS 
population totals. In AU50 this is one of three examples certified 
at PCGS, with seven coins finer (5/08). 

The outer devices are softly struck on both obverse and 
reverse. We have not seen enough of these to know if this is 
common to all K-28 pieces. But the coin may be most easily 
graded by the remaining prooflikeness that surrounds the 
lettering. A “pinched” appearance is seen on the obverse rim at 
3 and 9 o’clock, a striking defect of unknown origin. The yellow- 
gold surfaces have taken on just the slightest accent of reddish 
patina, and there are no mentionable post-striking defects. Listed

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Near-Mint 1860 Clark, Gruber & Company Ten Dollar Gold 



2430 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. Ten Dollar AU58 PCGS. This 
privately minted ten dollar gold issue is understandably popular, 
with its distinctive, whimsical representation of Pike’s Peak on 
the obverse. It was manufactured by the firm of Clark, Gruber 
& Company, which included two brothers (Milton and Austin 
Clark), and their partner, Emanuel Henry Gruber. The men 
relocated to Denver City from Leavenworth, Kansas, where the 
Clark brothers had previously been engaged in the wholesale 
grocery business, prior to entering into a banking concern 
with Gruber in March 1859. Before the end of that year, the 
partners decided to pursue an assaying and minting operation in 
Colorado, in addition to opening a Denver City branch of their 
bank. In July 1860, the first Clark, Gruber & Company ten dollar 
gold eagles were struck, with quarter eagles and half eagles soon 
to follow. The firm’s mint was eventually to produce more than 
$594,000 worth of gold coinage, according to Donald Kagin’s 
Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States (1981). 

This example is well struck and exhibits bold luster, 
along with light greenish-gold coloration. The 6 in the date 
is noticeably repunched. A die crack extends from the upper 
obverse rim, diagonally downward through E, along the bases of 
A and K in PEAK, and into the adjoining upper right obverse 
field. Slight wear is noted on the higher points of the design, and 
there are a few scattered hairlines and tiny marks on each side, 
none of which are substantial enough to impair the eye appeal of 
this high-grade survivor from the Colorado Gold Rush. (#10137)

2431 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. Ten Dollar MS60 NGC. K^7, R.4- Well 
struck for this private territorial gold coiner, with incompleteness 
limited to the eagle’s neck and the lovelock beneath Liberty’s ear. 
Marks are minor for the MS60 level, and luster percolates across the 
borders and devices. The base of the first 1 is repunched, as is the 
first star. Faint die cracks are present near the date, the coronet tip, 
the R in CLARK, and intermittently throughout the reverse legend. 
1861 was the second and final year of gold coin production by Clark, 
Gruber & Co. Listed on page 376 of the 2009 Guide Book. Census: 5

2432 1851 Humbert Fifty Dollar, 887 Thous. 50 Rev.—Genuine, 
Tooled—NCS. VF Details. K^4, High R.5. The NCS holder 
identifies this piece as a genuine example, but lacks a details grade, 
which we consider VF20. Even that detail grade is extremely difficult 
to pinpoint, as so much of the detail has been expertly reengraved. 
In fact, about the only thing that escaped the artist’s hand is the 
legend and scroll. In fact, the workmanship is so spectacular that 
we hesitate to call this a tooled gold piece, but rather a miniature 
work of art. A trained eye is required to distinguish between 
details original to the coin and others that are from the later hand.

887 Thous., K-6, R.4 



2433 1851 Humbert Fifty Dollar, 887 Thous.—Improperly 
Cleaned—NCS. AU Details. K-6, R.4. By later in 1851 U.S. 
Assayer Augustus Humbert, a former New York watchmaker, 
had moved from the cumbersome hand-lettered edges of the 
octagonal “slugs,” “quintuple eagles,” or “ingots” of the year’s first 
coinage to a reeded edge, a precaution against clipping as well as 
a considerable efficiency improvement. (The first 1851 slugs also 
had blanks for hand-punching the fineness and the amount of 
dollars and cents—apparently a useless precaution as protection 
against the unexpected; all known examples are fifty dollars and 
no cents.) The government in Washington must have seemed 
awfully far away, however, as the officials in the East appeared 
less than sympathetic to the shortage of small coins in California 
during the early days of the Gold Rush, as well as the difficulty of 
producing .900 fine gold coins—the federal standard. A recurring 
lack of parting acids made the production of such coins difficult, 
and sometimes impossible. The Humbert and Assay Office coins 
of 1851 and 1852 were produced in varying finenesses including 
.880, .884, and .887 fine. All of those coins were invalidated with 
an astonishing stroke of the pen of Assistant Treasury Secretary 
William Hodge, who wrote to customs collector King that only .900 
fine coins could be accepted for payment of customs duties. 

This K-6 variant shows the outer ribbon at the extreme edge of 
the so-called “target” reverse. The piece is erroneously described 
on the NCS insert as an 1852 Reeded Edge. The coin shows the 
brightness one expects from a lightly cleaned coin, but there are fewer 
abrasions present than usually seen on these high-denomination 
“slugs.” A faint trace of reddish patina can be made out around the 
devices. Listed on page 362 of the 2009 Guide Book.

Extremely Fine 1852 Assay Office Fifty 
K-14, High R.5 



2434 1852 Assay Office Fifty Dollar, 900 Thous. XF40 PCGS. K- 
14, High R.5. Although federal authorities in 1852 told the San 
Francisco customs collector that he could no longer accept coinage 
of fineness lower than 900, the local business community managed 
to accede to the unreasonable demand. Fortunately, the recent 
gold deposits were of higher fineness than previously, so the U.S. 
Assay Office was able to produce gold at the higher standard. After 
October 1852, according to Bowers’ A California Gold Rush History, 
“nearly all ingots issued by the Assay Office were 900 thousandths 
fine.” Coinage of the U.S. Assay Office fifty dollar ingots ceased 
in 1853, since they were no longer needed or wanted after the 
lower-denomination pieces began to circulate. Donald Kagin notes 
that the 1852-dated octagonal pieces with .900 THOUS on the 
ribbon above the eagle were “emergency issues of which 13,800 
were made in January, 1853 and 10,000 in February, 1853.” There 
was apparently no time for preparation of new 1853-dated dies, or 
perhaps such dies were viewed as wasteful in light of the various 
ten- and twenty-dollar issues in circulation. 

This piece shows orange-gold surfaces with moderate wear and 
evidence of contact consistent with the grade, and there are no 
major impairments or rim bumps evident, refreshingly so. The coin 
is solid and appealing for the grade. Listed on page 364 of the 2009

2435 1853 Assay Office Twenty Dollar, 900 Thous. MS61 NGC. 

K-18, R.2. All of the 1853 U.S. Assay Office twenties are actually 
900/880 THOUS., but the underlying 880 faded from the dies 
as more pieces were struck. The .900 THOUS. pieces are not as 
elusive as the .884 THOUS. variety (KT7, low R.7) that was issued. 
These pieces were issued because of a lack of parting acids and 
in their naturally alloyed state, in defiance of the Congressional 
edict that mandated that only .900 fine gold coins were acceptable 
for payment of customs duties. Kagin’s Private Gold Coins and 
Patterns of the United States asserts that 2.5 million of the KT8 
coins were struck between March and October 1853, but most were 
either circulated or melted. Today the average grade for certified 
survivors—the top end of the total extant population—is a bit less 
than AU55. NGC and PCGS together document 254 survivors of 
the K-18 pairing(s) in the various Mint State grades, from which an 
appropriate amount may be subtracted for resubmissions. 

This is an exceptionally well struck example that shows full 
feather definition in the center of the obverse and no weakness on 
the letters on the reverse. Rich orange-gold color is seen on each 
side as well as surprising mint luster. A few widely scattered field 
marks on both sides account for the MS61 grade. Listed on page 365

Interesting K-18 1853 Assay Office Twenty, MS62 



2436 1853 Assay Office Twenty Dollar, 900 Thous. MS62 PCGS. 
K-18, R.2. Donald Kagin estimates 2.5 million pieces of this 
commonest Territorial gold issue were struck in 1853, from “30 dies” 
that were destroyed in the horrific Great San Francisco Fire and 
Earthquake of 1906. Only a few hundred pieces survive today in all 
grades, still a sufficient quantity that one hopes a crack researcher 
will one day undertake a die study of the issue. Some pieces are 
known with rotated dies, some lack the crossbars on the A’s in 
AMERICA, and others lack the top serif of the I in AMERICA—as 
on the present piece, which also lacks the bottom serif on the E in 
TWENTY and the top serif of the E in AMERICA. This could be 
called a LIBEKTY variety, as the top of the R is broken. The H is 
THOUS is much higher at the top than the letters on either side. 

The surfaces are a consistent, even orange-gold with good luster 
throughout. There are only a few small contact marks and some 
minor areas of struck-in die grease, as made, but this piece offers 
plenty of appeal and collector interest. A good opportunity to 
acquire a coin that represents a monumental period in American 
history for a relatively affordable price.

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Appealing Select Uncirculated 1853 Twenty, K-18 



2437 1853 Assay Office Twenty Dollar, 900 Thous. MS63 NGC. K- 
18, R.2. The K-18 1853 twenties were the last of the California gold 
pieces to retain the appearance of the original U.S. Assay Office of 
Gold octagonal slugs of 1851-52 (and in 1852-53 transferred to the 
Assay Office tens and twenties), with an eagle and rock, scroll and 
ribbons prominent in the center obverse, and the machine-turned 
“watchmaker” reverse—either plain or with a text inset. A later 1853 
piece very much resembles a U.S. double eagle of the period (which 
it is, including federal authorization), even though the Guide Book 
headline is “United States Assay Office of Gold—Moffat.” In fact, 
the piece was issued after Moffat had retired from the Assay Office. 
Their transitional look is appropriate, as the San Francisco Mint 
opened for business the following April, striking gold quarter eagles, 
half eagles, eagles, and double eagles during its first calendar year. 

Brilliant luster emanates from the antique-gold surfaces of this 
extremely appealing Select Uncirculated piece, which is missing 
the top serifs of the I in UNITED and the E in AMERICA but 
otherwise has perfect letters. On the reverse, a wispy die crack joins 
I, O, S, and C of UNITED, OFFICE, SAN, and CALIFORNIA, 
respectively.

Coveted AU53 1849 Norris, Gregg & Norris Five 



2438 1849 Norris, Gregg, & Norris Five Dollar R.E. AU53 PCGS. K- 
3, R.6. No period is visible after the Y in ALLOY, the scarcer of the 
two Kagin Reeded Edge varieties. Since the obverses of K-3 and K-4 
appear identical aside from the presence or absence of the period, it 
is possible that the period faded (or was lapped) from the die during 
the course of its production. Norris, Gregg, & Norris is considered 
to be the first pioneer gold coiner on the West Coast, although 
Moffat & Co. began production shortly thereafter. This green-gold 
five dollar piece is evenly struck and has scattered obverse field 
marks.

2439 1855 Wass Molitor Ten Dollar MS60 NGC. K-6, High R.5. 
Even though the San Francisco Mint began production of gold 
and silver coins in 1854, the output of gold coins was limited in 
1855 by a shortage of parting acids on the West Coast. Because 
of Wass and Molitor’s reputation from their 1852 issues, the 
public asked the firm to once again issue large denomination 
gold coins. However, the value of the 1855 issues was publicly 
questioned. Samuel Wass requested that the San Francisco 
Mint conduct an assay to lessen public concerns. The mint 
pronounced the coins as meeting the provisions of the coinage 
laws. Nevertheless, the firm closed its operations after the 1855 
coins were produced. Wass stayed in San Francisco through 
1861 and died in his native Hungary in March 1879. Molitor left 
California and returned to London in 1856, but returned in late 
1858 and resumed an assaying operation with his son, Stephen, 
across the street from the San Francisco Mint. 

This is a frosty Mint State piece with excellent central design 
elements and brilliant yellow-gold luster with a hint of greenish 
patina on both sides. The peripheral details are weakly defined 
as usual for the issue. The final digit of the date rests on a small 
circle, where a die leftover from 1852 was repaired. The final 
digit was drilled out of the die, it was plugged, and a new digit, 
a 5, was punched on top. That die was then put back in service 
to coin a limited quantity of 1855 Wass Molitor eagles. Of the 
greatest rarity, especially in mint condition. Only one other 
piece has been so graded by NGC with one coin finer (5/08), and 
PCGS has not certified any 1855 tens in Uncirculated. Listed on

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Rare AU Sharpness 1855 Wass, Molitor Fifty Dollar, K-9 



2440 1855 Wass Molitor Fifty Dollar—Rim Damage, Improperly 
Cleaned—NCS. AU Details. K-9, R.5. The collapse of the 
Hapsburg Empire of Austria-Hungary was front-page news 
worldwide in 1848-49, the same period that ‘49ers made their 
way by land and sea to the fabled lands of gold in California. The 
Hungarian nationalistic stirrings for independence were crushed 
when Tsar Nicholas I of Russia intervened on the Austrian side. 
The Russian forces, foreshadowing the crushing of another 
Hungarian revolution in 1956, demolished opposition to the new 
Austrian emperor, Franz Josef. Many Hungarian freedom fighters 
were executed, the Imperial Army incorporated much of the 
defeated Hungarian army, and thousands of other Hungarian 
patriots fled for their lives. 

Two such Hungarian patriots were Count Samuel C. Wass 
and Agoston (Augustus) P. Molitor, who had studied mining 
at the German School of Mines and had mining experience 
in their former homeland. Both made their way to California, 
Wass arriving in 1850 and Molitor in 1851. Wass and Molitor’s 
expertise in mining, metallurgy, smelting, and assaying showed 
in the quality of their coins, which included fives and tens dated 
1852 and tens, twenties, and fifties dated 1855. Breen comments 
that their firm “achieved a reputation for total honesty side 
by side with Moffat & Co.” Wass, Molitor produced no 1853- 
or 1854-dated coins, but the closing of the Assay Office in 
December 1853, the delayed opening of the San Francisco 
branch mint until April 1854, its small subsequent output, and 
sporadic shutdowns all caused yet another coin shortage. Wass, 
Molitor was one of the few private coiners still in business that 
possessed both the technology and reputation to produce viable 
circulating gold coins. 

1855’s output was modest, and when the San Francisco Mint 
resumed full-scale operations, Wass, Molitor abandoned coinage 
altogether. Today all of the 1855 Wass, Molitor gold denominations 
are rated at least R.5. This fifty dollar piece is bright from cleaning 
and yellow-gold in color. It shows the usual small- to medium- 
sized abrasions seen on all fifty dollar coins. A rim bump is noted 
at 10 o’clock on the obverse; a couple of planchet cracks are seen 
in the same area.

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Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling hundreds 
of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and the name of the 
corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management of the marketing and 
selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations with financial institutions. 
He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily discourse with industry leaders 
on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby developments are respected throughout the industry. He 
serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate past president), is the current Chairman of The Industry Council 
for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve's keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in 
other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as 
Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in 
private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 




James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all other 
numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 1966 to 1970. 
At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly photographic memory) 
for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but after attending three semesters, 
he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim personally supervised the protocols for the 
first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the 
industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim merged with his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy, whom Jim had long admired. Their 
partnership has become the world's largest and most successful numismatic company, as well as the third-largest auctioneer in America. Jim remains arguably 
the best "eye" in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the PCGS World Series of Grading). In the mid-1980s, he authored "How to 
Grade U.S. Coins" (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), a highly-acclaimed text upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would 
ultimately be based. Jim is a bit of a Renaissance man, as a well-known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit 
www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first 
fictional novel, "TheTruth Machine," was published in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development 
by Warner Brothers. Jim's second novel, "The First Immortal," was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television 
miniseries. Jim is married to Gayle Ziaks, and they have two sons, David and Michael. In 1996, with funding from Jim and Gayle's foundation, Gayle founded 
Dallas' Dance for the Planet, which has grown to become the largest free dance festival in the world. 


Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of ten, 
he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and by 
1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and Manager of the firm's 
rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private client group 
and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items and most 
important collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the EdTrompeter Collection (the world's largest numismatic 
purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records), the legendary 1894 San Francisco Dime, the 1838 New Orleans Half Dollar, 
and the 1804 Silver Dollar. During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, collectibles and art, and provided expert consultation 
concerning the authenticity and grade condition of coins for the Professional Coin Grading Service (PCGS). He has provided expert testimony for the United 
States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their 
advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, 
decorative arts, and fine art. Additionally, Greg is a Sage Society member of the American Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, 
and most other leading numismatic organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents' Organization (YPO), and is an 
active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored "The Collectors Estate Handbook," winner of the NLG's Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the 
year. Mr. Rohan currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second appointed term. He and his wife, 
Lysa, are avid collectors of rare wine, Native American artifacts, and American art. 



Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull's managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of all 
inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage's successful employee-suggestion program has 
generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and improve 
employee retention. Paul oversees the company's highly-regarded IT department, and has been the driving force behind Heritage's web 
development, now a significant portion of Heritage's future plans. As the only numismatic auction house that combines traditional floor 
bidding with active Internet bidding, the totally interactive system has catapulted Heritage to the top rare coin website (according to Forbes 
Magazine's "Best of the Web"). Paul was born in Michigan and came to Heritage in 1984 after 12 years as the General Manager of a plastics manufacturing 
company in Ann Arbor. Since 1987, he has been a general partner in Heritage Capital Properties, Sales Manager, Vice President of Operations, and Chief 
Operating Officer for all Heritage companies and affiliates since 1996. Paul maintains an active interest in sports and physical fitness, and he and his wife 
have three children. 




Todd Imhof - Vice President 

Todd Imhof did not start collecting coins in his teens, unlike most professional numismatists. Shortly after graduating college, Todd 
declined an offer from a prestigious Wall Street bank to join a former high school classmate in his small rare coin firm in the Seattle 
area. In the mid-1980s, the rare coin industry was rapidly changing, with the advent of third-party grading and growing computer 
technologies; as a newcomer, Todd more easily embraced these new dynamics. He soon discovered a personal passion for rare coins, 
and for working with high-level collectors; in 1991, he co-founded Pinnacle Rarities, a firm specialized in servicing the savviest and 
most prominent collectors in numismatics. At 25, he was accepted into the PNC, and currently serves on its Consumer Protection 
Committee and its Legislation/Taxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board of Directors for the Industry Council 
for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). 


Todd enjoys a reputation that is envied by the entire numismatic community, and his relationship with Heritage's most prominent clients, who seek his 
expertise and integrity, has only strengthened over the years. Clients and colleagues are impressed by his ability to navigate complex deals with unsurpassed 
professionalism. By understanding what each collector is trying to accomplish, Todd has the uncanny ability to identify the perfect coins at the right prices. 
In the famous Phillip Morse Auction, he became the only person in history to purchase two separate $1 mm+ coins during a single auction session! Todd is 
an avid competitive sailor, and collector of fine wines and Olympic medals. He and his wife have two sons and a daughter.

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold.

Bidders unable to place their Bids through the Internet are directed to contact Client Services 
at 1-800-872-6467. 

21. The Auctioneer or its affiliates may consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may bid on those lots 
or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any such bids at any time 
prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliates. The Auctioneer 
may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors, and may extend financing or other 
credits at varying rates to certain Bidders in the auction.

As the 
high bidder, your secret maximum bid 
will compete for you during the floor 
auction, and it is possible that you may 
be outbid on the floor after Internet 
bidding closes. Bid early, as the earliest 
bird wins in the event of a tie bid.

Interactive Internet Bidding Instructions 

1. Log Onto Website 

Log onto HA.com and chose the portal you’re interested in (i.e., 
coins, comics, movie posters, fine arts, etc.). 

2. Search for Lots 

Search or browse for the lot you are interested in. You can do this 
from the home page, from the Auctions home page, or from the home 
page for the particular auction in which you wish to participate. 

3. Select Lots 

Click on the link or the photo icon for the lot you want to bid on. 

4. Enter Bid 

At the top of the page, next to a small picture of the item, is a box 
outlining the current bid. Enter the amount of your secret maximum 
bid in the textbox next to “Secret Maximum Bid.” The secret 
maximum bid is the maximum amount you are willing to pay for the 
item you are bidding on (for more information about bidding and 
bid increments, please see the section labeled “Bidding Increments” 
elsewhere in this catalog). Click on the button marked “Place 
Absentee Bid.” A new area on the same page will open up for you to 
enter your username (or e-mail address) and password. Enter these, 
then click “Place Absentee Bid” again. 

5. Confirm Absentee Bid 

You are taken to a page labeled, “Please Confirm Your Bid.” This page 
shows you the name of the item you’re bidding on, the current bid, 
and the maximum bid. When you are satisfied that all the information 
shown is correct, click on the button labeled, “Confirm Bid.”

Mail Bidding at Auction 

Mail bidding at auction is fun and easy and 
only requires a few simple steps. 

1. Look through the catalog, and 
determine the lots of interest. 

2. Research their market value by 
checking price lists and other price 
guidelines. 

3. Fill out your bid sheet, entering your 
maximum bid on each lot. 

4. Verify your bids! 

5. Mail Early. Preference is given to the 
first bids received in case of a tie. 

When bidding by mail, you frequently 
purchase items at less than your 
maximum bid. 


Bidding is opened at the published incre¬ 
ment above the second highest mail or Inter¬ 
net bid; we act on your behalf as the highest 
mail bidder. If bidding proceeds, we act as 
your agent, bidding in increments over the 
previous bid. This process is continued until 
you are awarded the lot or you are outbid. 

An example of this procedure: You submit 
a bid of $100, and the second highest mail bid 
is at $50. Bidding starts at $55 on your behalf. 
If no other bids are placed, you purchase the 
lot for $55. If other bids are placed, we bid for 
you in the posted increments until we reach 
your maximum bid of $100. If bidding passes 
your maximum: if you are bidding through 
the Internet, we will contact you by e-mail; 
if you bid by mail, we take no other action. 
Bidding continues until the final bidder wins. 


Telephone Bidding 

To participate by telephone, please make 
arrangements by 12PM Wednesday, June 25 
with Client Services, Toll Free 866-835-3243. 

We strongly recommend that you place 
preliminary bids by mail, fax, or Internet, even 
if you intend to participate by telephone.
